don concerning his perſon, but what ſhould bee for his ad- 
vantage, and the good of thoſe kingdoms.

who conquered che Kingdom of Granada, and extirpated the 
Mooriſh race, which wars were very neceſlarie, and of extraor- 
dinar1e expence ; yer there were no Tenths raiſed, nor demand. 
ed, It becing an unheard of thing, anda requeſt as unjuſt 
as inſupportable, much leſs reaſon had his Majeſtie to require 
anie ſuch thing of the ( lergie, his caſe becing far different, and 
his wars nothing ſo important, That hee th 


ould rather en- 
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niſh anie thing from their ſubſiſtence, Praiers becing of 
moreavail, then anie Martial Diſcipline , as appear's by the 
holie Scriptures; wherein it is read, that the vitorie is more 
certainly 'obteined by the praiers of devour Prieſts, then by 
che force of Horſmen and Arms. Bur if his Majeſtie's tempo- 
ral Revenue was not ſufficient to maintein a juſt war, in ſuch

N regard ſomtimes wee have Written to you in particular, you may

the King live, but let bis ill Counſellors periſh ; neither ought you 
to think it ſtrange, if in their rage they murther you , fince 
they conſider you, as one that carrie's their King from them. 
The People ſeeing them(elvs ſo numerous, manic of them(as 
it appeared)would have ſtop't the Emperor's Journie, And this 
diſheder fell our juſt as the Emperor was 1n Conſultation, abour 
the apprehending of Don Pedro Girm, but Xeures and the 
Flemings , beeing too well aſſured of the People's tumultuous 
furie, haſtened the Emperor (all they could) out of Yalladolid, ſo 
hee departed from his Palace in the cruelleſt rain, and thickeſt 
$kie, that had been ſeen in the memorie of man, Which it 
ſcteme's was a preſage and ill Omen of the miſeries and dif 
aſters, which were afterwards poured upon Caſtillia and 
his other Kingdoms, The Emperor coming to the gate of 
the Citie, found there ſom of the rabble ( they could nor all 
bee ſo ſoon there, becauſ of the extraordinarie foul weather)- 
who having ſciz'd upon the gates, began to ſhut them , and 
to barricado up the waie : but the Emperor's Guards made 
them ſuddenly quit their Poſte, and hee continued on his 

| journie 
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journie leaving Yalladolid full of diſorder. Som weretrou- 
bled for what they had don , others perplexed thar they had 
ſeen and ſuffered ſuch inlolengies to bee committed. And 
in regard there was noground for this tumule, it was pre- 
ſently appcaſed, and the people were aſhamed, and ſorrie for 
the irrevercnce and diſreſpe& they had ſhewn the Emperor. 
The Officers of Juſtice of Yalladoid began to make diligent 
inquirie, who had rung the Bell, or who gave order for 
the ringing of ic. But the Portuguez could not bee found, 
ſo others paicd for him. Som had their feet cut off, Som 
were whipped : Som baniſhed and their goods confiſcate, 
Som others had their houſes pluck't down. There was 


whiptamongft others a Goldſmith (a man of __u account, 


a Citizen of che Town) becauſ it was proved that hee had 
received ſom Letters from the ſaid Portuguez, : ſom other 
Goldimiths , and ſom officers of the Town beeing allo ta- 
ken , were very much afraid that they ſhould bee brought 
to the like publick ſhame and puniſhment. But the Emperor 
beeing informed of the —_ intention of that Citie to- 
wards him , and that what they had don was not out of 
malice, or anie premeditated deſign to do him anie inju- 
rie, hee ſentan Order for releaſment of the priſoners, and 
commanded that there ſhould bee no more ſaid of it. The 
Dean having apprehended , and clap't in priſon three Prieſts 
of S* Michael's Church , the Judges of the Court in the Em- 
peror's name required him to deliver them the ſaid Priefts, 
1n regard they were . accuſed to have given their conſents to 
the ringing of the Bell, They were accordingly delivered and 
carried upon three great Mules, with Irons up on their legs 
through the chief ftreers of the Citie, until they came to Fuen- 
Saldania's Fort, (which then Rood for the King, and was kept 


by the ſons of Don John de Vivero Viſcount of Akamira , becaul 


hee had unworthily made away his wife) and there they re- 
_ manie daies untilthe Emperor was fatisfied of the 
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He Emperor came to Tordefillas ſoundly wet and durtie, 

and no bodie with him but Xeures, the reſt could not 
keep pace with him, and having refreſhed himſelf there one 
daie , hee continued on his journie to /illalpando, where hee 
had appointed the Commiſſioners of Toledo to attend him, 
They beeing com thither before , met with the Commiſſioners 
of Salamanca, who were Don Pedro Maldonado, ( who was 
afterwards beheaded ) and Antonio Fernandey , Regidores of 
that Citie ; with them vere their MeſSmgers alſo, (viz.

others exſpe& his Majeſtie's coming. Upon Sundaze after they 
had been at Church, they went to the Palace, to the end the 
| Emperor ſhould give them audience ; while they were at- 
tending his Majeitie's pleaſure in the Hall , cameto them 
Don Garzia de Padilla , and Mota Biſhop of Palencia , who 
wiſhed them in the Emperor's name (bur they thought ir 
was from Xeures) to tell them the meſſage they had from 
cheir Citie, Don Pedro Laſſo , and Don Alomſo anſwered.

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He Kingdom of Galicia was much diſtaſted at this Par- 

lament , becauſ they had no Cammiſsimer allowed , and 
that Zamora ſpake for them , notwithſtanding Galicia was 
one of the greateſt and moſt ancient Kingdoms of Spain, and 
the ſource of the greateſt Nobilitie, The Arch-Biſhop of 
of Santjago, Don Alonſo de Fonſeca (who was afterwards Arch. 
Biſhop of Toledo) the Earl of Yenavente, and the Earl of Pillalva 
Don Hernando de Andrada , went all together to S* Franciſco, 
where the Parlament was kept, and having obtained entrance,

THis done, the ſame Mutineers went to the Governor 
Don Antonio de Cordoua, and required him to recall and 
make void the Notification of the Emperor's Orders, which 


hee had made to thoſe gentlemen, and chiefly that hee 


would command them, under = of death, not to obey 
that ſummons, The Governor 

and commanded a Proclamation to bee read in every ſtreet, 
that they ſhould all retire to their dwellings and lay down 
their Armes, But they ſlighted his autaricie and in ftead 
of obeying, they began to cry out, ſom let ws kill him, 
others let us turn him IF all bis Officers out, and chooſ others for the 
Communalty. Secing himſelFin this danger, and poſſeſſed with a 
panick fear, to pleaſ the People, Hee did what they required, 
And ſent immediately to the Gentlemen Priſoners an abſolute 
Command not to go out of the Citie, but remain there, for ſo 
doing would bee more conducing to his Majeſtie's ſervice. 
Hercof they took certificates, which they ſent to Alonſo. Ortiz, 
that hee might preſent them to his —_—_— in their _ 

VYnIc 


eganto ſhew his courage, * 
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which hee did accordingly, and ſpake to ſom of the Council 
about it believing the matter had been really ſo, and urging 
for inſtance that his Majefiie did not ſee what was moſt expe- 
dient for the Kingdome's good as wy deſired, Som are of opi- 
nion that ifthe Governor of Toledo had Puniſhed that ſedi- 
tious tumult in Kead of condeſcending to their deſires (which 
hee might then have don) hee had prevented a world of 
miſerie and miſchief, that was occaſioned by the ſucceeding 
war. For the beginnersof that hubbub were not many,and of 
meaneſt of the people. And ar that time there vwvere divers 

entlemen in Toledo, who would have afciſted. him'in the 
| = reſzing of them,cſpecially Don Jobn de Sylva with divers of 

his indred and opinion, although ſom of them were drawn 
the other way. The Governor's timiditie and want of reſoly- 
tion ſo much emboldned the People, that they ſeized on him 
and others that would have proſecuted againſt the firſt and 
chief inſtruments of this commotion. Which bad been other- 
wile carried if the- Governor had had ſo much Spirit and cou« 


rage as hee ought, but that was ſo little, that hee retired him- 
fel into his houſ, where hee continued ſom fevy dayes without 
anie power or reſpe&, after which hee left the Cirtie for fear 
leaſt the People ſhould murther him. - - _ 
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effe they ſolicited ſom Fryers and Prieſts to declare with ag- 
gravarion in their Pulpits the damages and © miſeries the 
Kingdom then ſuffered; That no Offices nor Benefices of va- 
lue were beſtowed upon the Natives, but the Flemings en. 
joied all. That no places of Truſt or Honor were confer- 
red upon them, for eicher their's or their Predeceſſor's: merits or 
ſervices, bur muſt bee purchaſed with greatiſums of-moriie. 
Thus began. the Prieſts' to move the People's hearts, Com- 
mending enyaprncicg much .what they had don; and-ur- 

ing that the Kingdom was tyraniſed over : That the Caſli- 
Fl were debaſcd and vilified. . Thatthey ſhould -bee loaded 
with new taxes, Thar every head of Cartle ſhould: pay: ſuch a 
rate, and every houl ſo much, _ And chat. in this. reſpect 
whoſoever would ingage himſelf in the defence of the King» 
dom, with the liberties and freedoms thereof ſhould purchaſe 
an eternall memorie. Hereuponthe fixe grew ſo violent that 
thoſe who diſcreetly would not ingagein theſe combuſltions, 
for fear of beeing murthered, were enforced cither to flic from 
the Citie, or confine themſelvs to their. own houſes. And 
the moſtconliderable,amongſt whom were ſom Regidores and 
FJurates of the Citie, took _ in the Fort with Don John de 
Rivera, or Sylva, who keptit at his own charge, and was re- 
tired thither, with ſom of his Kindred, Children, and ſer: 
vants, Thence hee ſent to his Tenants in ſeveral. places to 
bring him in tree; for the ſodain and unexſpected- ne- 
celsitie of his flying thither did not. permit to furniſh himſelf 
with what was necdful. And thoſe of the Communalty (as 
eady ſtyled themſelvs)which was the reſt of the Citie, 


following them who took upon them to bee the'moſt wiſe,

dainly provide ſom remedy. In this interim, Dow Pedro Laſso, 
on Suarez; Miguel de Fiita and: Almſo Ortiz, were com 
again all to _ , and although fom gentlemen, their 
friends had counſeled them to bee gon in order tolis Majeſlie's 
commands, and not to ſtay any longer about che Court, be- 
cauſthe Emperor ( beeing y incenfed at che Audacioul 
neſs of the Toledians) might perchance'command them to bee 
uniſhed, as believing them to bee the oceafroners thereof. 
et they till continued at Santjago withour fearing much 
what could befalthem. The Conſtable of Caſtills and Garei 
o_ de la Vega, Don'Pedro Lafsd's brother,Seeing this, carn- 
ly defired the King's Soliciter (-who was reſident at Toledo ) 
that hee would with all expedition'go to Santjago, and per-

Som ad- 
viſed the Emperor to take poſt and go to Toledo, and inflict 
ſom exetmplarie puniſhment upon the principal delinquents, 
which might bee a means to'keep the whole Kingdom in 
_ ſubjection. The Emperor beeing young and full of Spiric 
approved of that counſel, bue Monſieur -d& Xeures dilswaded

the heart alſo, Moreover the Emperor had a particular neceſsitic, 
for a thouſand reaſons which neerly concerned the reputation 
of his perſon, not' to defer his departure, burrather to haſten it 
all hee could, bering exceedingly urged by'che Princes EleGors, 
and that hee might'not give his enemies. anic time to hinder 
the Blefivn of the-Empire, the King of Englind becing then like- 
wile /in expeRation of ſom intereſt therein. - And befides 
it was of no ſmall conſequence forhim-to bee gon, before the 
King of France was joined with the King of England, who were 
reported to meet the firſt of Juneat Calp.

He Cardinal and his Council being arrived at Yena- 
vente, an expreſs from Don John 'de Acunia Goyernor 

of Segovia came to them purpoſely to inform them of a 
notoriouſly haynous accident befallen in that Citie , which 
was thus, One of the (ommiſciozers or Burgeſſes that . vwwas 
ſent thence to the Parlament at Santjago named: John or Au- 
tony de T ordefillas, Regidor and native of that Citie, gave his 
conſent to the granting the Subſidies his Majeftie demanded. 
Hee brought for the Citie the Pole-money to bee payed by

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way of exciſe and a gratuity of one hundred thouſand 
Maravediz, for reparation of the walls, and for himſelf hee 
had procured a very good governement and received an 
office which the Mint or coyning houſe had given for loſt. 
It isa cuſtome in Segovia every Tueſday in whitſonweek 
that the Colleftors meet to treat concerning the Revenue of 
(Corpus Chriſti Church. It _—_ that being all together 
one of them inconſiderately ſayed, Gentlemen ! you know that 
Don John de Acunia is Governor of this Citie , and that hee 
never ſet foot im it, and yet not ſatiſfied to undervalue us, bee main- 
tein's here certain Officers ta robb us, rather then to adminiſter 
Tuſtice, And I vow to God, if the farmer ſtole away our Cloaks, 
theſe ſtrip us to the very Skins, Maveaver know that the Governor 
hath put in here a Deputy , more fool then valiant : Hee is not 
ſatisfied with the injuries bee doth us by day, but hee leads a dog 
to catch men in the night, And my opinion is, T hat if any one 
bath done what hee ought not to doe, Flee ſhould apprehend him 
in his houſe like a Chriſtian, and not bunt him with dog gs in the 
Mountains like a Moore; For a man of any credit is more troubled 
at his being apprehended in the open ſtreet then at his Impriſon- 
ment, A certain old man, called Melon, chanced to bee 
preſent at theſe words, who had for many years executed 
the office of a Sergeant or Catch-pule (as they call them); 
and therefore was hated and abhorred by all the people, 
This poore man having heard the other out, and eve 

body elſe holding their peaces, ſtood up and ſpake thel 
words in fayor of the Juſtice. Indeed (Gentlemen !) that which 
this man hath ſayed ſeemeth to me not well , and mee thinks it 
is worſ that. men of ſuch honor and credit ( as bere are) ſhould 
give eare to ſuch a man : for hee that will ſpeak in publick of 
the Miniſters of Juſtice ought to have ſome reſpeft an1 moderation 
in his tongue ; and in an officer of the King's, bee ought not to 
look onely at bis perſon , but to conſider what his Nuff repreſents, 
As touching the dog hee jth of, that my Maſter carrie's with 


him, T fweare by this crofſ, that, being a yong man, hee takes him 
with him more for his pleaſure in the day time, then to catch _

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the night, and if it had been ſo you doe not, (1 bope) take me to be 
baſe, but that I ſhould hae made it known to the people, for I 
am mare beholding to my friends and neighbors then I am to Strangers, 
If the Officers doe any thing againſt Law and Juſtice, (which 
hitherto they bave not done) like Chriftians and Gentlemen wee are obli- 
ed to adviſe and reprove them in ſecret, and not defame them publick - 
ly ; and if this which I ſay nw unto you, ſoundeth not well in your 
ears, prrchance that Which will reſult bereof will pleaſe you worſ, 
for ill words inconſiderately ſpoken ſomtimes are dearly _ This 
ſpeech was (o ill taken by them all, chat with ſhouting and 
great violence they ſeized on him, caſt a rope about his neck, 
and with huge noil and exclamations they dragged him out 
of the Citie, but they bruiſed him with ſo many ſtripes 
that hee was dead before hee came to the gallowes, yet 
they hung up his body upon it, As they returned from 
hanging this unfortunate Melon, they met by the way a com- 
p_—_ of his, called Roque Portalejo: To whom one of them 
aid, as they came along, Portalejo ! thy Companion Melon re- 
member's him to thee, there hee hang s upon the gallows, and bee ſaies hee 
hopes thou wilt beare him Company there to marrow, and t were no 
great matter if Wee made thee accept of his invitation, for ſince thou 
waſt bis companion in the fault, it is but reaſon thou ſhouldſt 
beare a ſhare of the puniſhnent. Portalejo replyed, God preſerve 
the King my Lord and his Juſtice, for one day you may repent you

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Countrie and. took | out all the peeces of Artilleric hee had 
chere, which hee 'bronghe -wvith more: ſervants and other 
People, to reliev his brother, who was by that time beſieged 
and treightned in thoſe Forts by the Commons ; which fiege 
laſted all the tinie\of the troubles, and'the warre was cruel!

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His meſſage which the Poſt brought from Segovia to 


the Governors, declaring the crueltie done in that Citie, 
poſleſsed them with much trouble and care. Theſe riſings 
rouched the Cardinal to the heart, and hereupon hee entred - 
into conſultation with thoſe Gentlemen whom his Maſeſtie 
had appointed to aſsiſt him. . After this the Gentlemen and 
Regidore of Segovia ſent another Meſsinger to make their ex- 
cule to the Governor, alledging, That they had nothing 
to doe in the Death of Towel nor the other two men, 
neither were they able to hinder it in regard of the Mutinie of 
a great multitude of teazers of Wooll, who made that ſcan- 
Hu uproar and outrage,men of ſtrange places,vagabonds, 
and who were already diſperſed and fled from the Citie. 
That if it could bee proved that anie man of account or 
worth .in the Citie was amongſt them, or but anie waie 
favoured, aſsifted, or ſo much as conſented to their barbarous 
proceeding, they would willingly ſubmit themſelvsto anie 
Puniſhment that could bee inflicted on them. The Preſiden 
of the Council Don Antonio de Rojas 4reb-Biſhop of Granada 
grew 
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grew ſo choletick and furious, that through exceſs of paſsion 
hee gavethe Meſscagers (whom ehe Gentlemen Regidures and 
Citizens, had ſent'to. make cheir excuſes ) ſuch reproachful 
language and high threarnings, that it ſpeiledall. For return- 
ing to their Citie much diftaſted with this anſwer, They 
were all ſcandaliz:d atir, andehoſe that before were very 
aict and peaceable/ began toincline to the Mutiniers. The 
dinal bceing arrived at Valladolid the 5 of June x 520, the 
day before (orpus Chriſti eve , (the Arch-Biſhop beeing gon 
thicher two daies before) Hee alsembled all the Council and 
asked their opinions, which were very different concerning 
this matter. And becauſthey are of fo much importance to 
che Hiſtorie, I will-(et dowa ſom of the moſt remarkable 
which were then taken in writing.

have read in a Letter from Leon Picardo, a ſervant tothe Lord 
Conſtable and his Painter, that feeding his hawk at night in 


fel! oft che ſhelvs, the tiles off the houſes, nay and ſom 
buildings were curned roplie-turvie, and his hawk dyed with 
the frighc, as alſo ſom women with child, Preſently after 
which ar the ſame beginning of Funeghe People of Burgos roſe 
with great diſorder, many of them armed and crying our 
very confufedly, The Common People through the pariſhes 
and quarters als&mbled arthe Chappell of Sara Katherina del 
Clayſtro nxevo in the great Church (as they -uſed to do for the 


election of officers and other things, There they diſcourſed The Common

PEIIIns & diverſ opinions,& going out withthar hurly- 
urly and di{order as is uſuall at ſuch meetings. Ar laſt a great 
multitude of them being aſzembled at a middle row of houſes 
cloſe by the Gate of Sarmental, they agreed toriſe alſo,which 
chey did,& ſtood/upon the ſame'terms asche other Cities had

Burgos, there was (o grievous an earthquake that the diſhes Sxthanic®. 
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da Fiva, who with-chisrour went to ſeek Dar Diego de Oſer. 
rioLord of 4barcs, a geaiieman of great. qualicie, inbabi 
ofthe Cizie of Burgos, buy mnt him. got, yacil the Evening, 
havipg found him, dey brought him. by. violence inco 
onerker: place with peck aoil and tumaule, ſaying, That bee: 
muſt bee their Chief, and muſt govera thera : they put a 
white ſtaff of Juſtice into his hand, and _= 1s lefrarm a 
Target.

Don Pedro Xwarez's getting the good will of 
rhis Cutler was of ſuch importance, that by his means hee 
knevy all the ſecret dealings and intentions oft 

ty, and-was admitted ſomtimes into their Aſſemblies, They 
went by Squadrons.up and down the Citie; committing ma- 
nie ourrages and inſolencies, like men diſtrated and without 
jadgmenr.' An humortook them to burn down the (arthu- 
fian's wood, and as they were going with this reſolution, 
Don Pedro Xuarez, met them by the waie, and told them,that it 
would bee very well done of them, indeed; to ſet that wood 
on fire,but the world would bee ſo rofted with the hear,hat ir 
were berter to keep the wood till winter,and not to burnitin 
the ficld cono purpoſe, ſo hee turnedthem back again from 
S* Paul's Bridg. . They were ſo audacious. as to aſſault the 
Lord Conſtable's houl, hee becing Chief of that Citie, and ha- 
ving heard that the Dutcheſs Donia Maria de Tobar Marques 
of Berlanga, a Ladie of great worth, had threatned them,chey

moveables they.could finde in the houl; as pure linnen, rich 
tapiſtrie-hangings,cloaths, houſhold-ſtuff, and manic cheſts 
or trunks full, all which they burned, without making be- 
nefic of. anie thing ( which was a wonder, conſidering the 
condition of ſuch mean people), In the like furie they vvent 
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and'palleddown the houſ of one of the King's Harbingers, 
named Garci Fofre, who,. b hee was a Frenchman = 
had beena longtime in the King of Spain's ſervice 'and the 
Emperor's. was married, and hadhis dwelling jin that 
Citi: they were incenſed againſt him for no other, reaſon, 
but becauf- the Emperor had given him the command of the 
Houſand Caſtle of :Lara, which Burgos pretended was theirs, 
and they demanded it of him, but becau( hee told them that 
hee had received that Caſtle: of the. Emperor, and-that hee 
could not deliver/ic to anie but his Majeſtic, they went to 
kill him, neither topped their furie-chere , | for poor Jofre 
being unforcunately there thardaie, (becing returned from 
France, whither hee wentby the Emperors command with 
the French Embaſſador.) and ſceing how they plucked his 
Houſes down, heewvent to; Lara, ſaying , T hat hee hoped in 
God to bee 'vevenged, - and to build up his Houſes much better with 
thoſe Raſcal's monie then they were when they pulled them down, and 
that hee ſhould make morter of their bones, and temper the chalk with 
their blood. This being known in the -Citie by the report of 
a Collier ( to whom Fofre ſpoke it by the waic) they ſene 
ſom men on horſ(-back privately after -him, who overtook 
him in a little village called /4vay del Cid, three from 
Burgos, where drawing him out of the Church, they appre- 
hended him,& had cut himin pieces there, but for fom Gen- 
tlemen,who qualified them for the preſent; yer they would 
not let him go out of their hands, but brought him to Bur- 
gos back again and clapt him into priſon, where with blows 
and thruſts they ſoon diſpatched him, and becing dead, they 
tied his feet together, and dragged him firſt to his own door, 
ſtriking and /pinking his bodie with their ſwords allthe waie: 
then they drew him through alltheftreers, and at laſt hanged 

him with his head downwards, Don Inizo Fernandez, de Ve- 

laſco Lord High Conftable, who was at V/illalpando, being infor- 

med hevof by a Letter from the Cardinal, wherein hee deſi-

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He Order from the Council was, that Ronguillo ( a fa- 


mous Judg in thoſe times ) ſhould preſently march to 
Segovia with al the men hee-could make, and puniſh the 
Delinquents, They ſent with him a thouland Horl-men 
( moſt of which were of the Guards ). under the Command 
of Don Luis dela Cueua, and Ry Diaz, de Rojas, who had Or- 
ders in caſe the Judg was not received into the Citie, to batter 
and beat irdown. But when his coming was known in Se- 
ovia, thoſe that were quiet and peaceable before, jealouſies 
and fears diſtracting their il|-trempered mindes, roſe and aſſo- 
ciated themſelvs with the others, and in parcicular, one prin- 
cipal Gentleman of the Citie, called Don Hernando, w ho had 
written to the Cardinal,that hee kept theCirie,the Fort andthe 
great Church for the King, and that hee had driven the Com- 
monaltie into the Suburbs, and moreover, that there was 
great partjalitic and difference amongſt them , pos whole 
advice and intimation the Judg was ſent direRtly thicher: but 
when they heard in what manner hee came, Don Fernando 6 


the Common-people agreed ſo together, that the Gates were 
; ſhut 
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ſhut againſt him, and che cownſ-men all up in Armb, Ronquil- 
b perceiving their ſtrengeh and reſiſtance to bee great, retired 
himſelf cothe Town of Arevalo, and the Cardinal ſent to him 
coreturn to Valladolid, until rhe Council ſhould take further 
order therein, Bur the Judg did otherwiſe, and from thence 
went to Santa Maris de Nieva, five Leagues from Segovia, 
where hee made his Requeſts and Proteſts to thoſe of the Ci- 
tie, began by Criers to publiſh Atts and Writs againſt them,

requ.ring them to ſubmitto Jultice, or to appear and give a ' 


realoa why they would not, Whereunto thoſe of Segovia 
(*'mongit whom ar firſt there was no perſon of credit or re- 
ſpe&, bur onely a furious and indiſcreer Rabble) not onely 
not obcied nor anſwered, bur after ſom daies ſpent 1n parlying 
and treating; without fear or wit they (allied out, to thenum- 
ber of four thouſand men, almoſt all on foot, on purpole to 
meet Ronquillo and fight with him , and in this manner they 
marched towards the place where hee was quartered, Hee, 
with his Captains, came preſently to incounterthem, and it 
is affirmed, that hee might caſily have routed them ( for al- 
though they were more in number, they were but ordinaric 
peop e, and as diſorderly as unskilful, But he was unwil- 

ing thereunto, out of reſpe& that manie mens lives might 
have been loſt in the Confli&,or perchance being doubtful of 
the Succeſ3,50 there were onely ſom light skerauſhzs,vwwhere- 
in Ro:quillorook ſom of their baggage and diverſof them pri- 


ſoners,whereot ſom he hang'd,others he puniſhed otherwile. 


So that the Segovians retreated with no {mal lols, and thence- 
forwards hze advanced his Siege, and cut of their Comtnerce 
and Proviſions,ſo that nothing could pals into or out of the 
Citie; yet hee uſed no extremitie towards them, becauſ hee 
had ſtill hopes of ſom accommodation. Hereupon Segovia 
muſtered up their forces, which amounted to twely thou- 
land men, beſides women and children . who with an un- 
ſpeakable courage took up Arms to defend the Citie againſt 
7 ry They made ſtrong Palliſadoes, deep Ditches, and 


chained all their ftreers. The Citie of ZW alsiſted them, / 
1 
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if it had been their own Intereſt, and both theſe Cities made 
a ah) / ro the Cardinal, thathee would not pro- 
ceed againſt them with ſo much rigor; but receiving no ſa- 
tisfatorie anſwer, they ſaid, Since it muſt bee ſo, wee will 
remedie our ſelvs. Ar length Segovia, finding themſelys 
ſtreightned by the Siege , wrote to the Citie of 7 oledo, decla- 
ring the occaſion of their Revolt, exculing themſelvs of the 
death of T ordefillas, and imputing it to the indiſcreet furie of 
ſom Carders and Teazers, exclaiming againſt the rigor of the 
Cardinal and Council for ſending Ronguillo, not as an equitable. 
Judg to do them Juſtice, but as a cruel Tyrant to wage War 
apainſtthem , and atlaſt conjuring and imploring their ſuc- 
cor and aſsiſtance to rail the Siege, alleging that the puniſh- 
ment the Cardinal and Council intended to inflit upon Se- 
2ovla, was but the Precurſor of the deſtruction of Toledo, in re- 
gard they were in the ſame Predicament, and declared by the 
Council for diſobedient, as well as thoſe of Segovia, were 
condemned for Traitors : In the Cloſe of all , they deſired 
that Citie to give credit to the Relation of Rodrigo de Cieca,and 
Albara de Guadarrama ( the bearers of their Letter ) who had 

Inſtructions and Orders to itapart matters of higher conſe- 

quence unto them,w*® they durſt not commir to paper. Other 
Letters,to the ſameeffe&t,they ſent to the other Cities of Caſtil- 
la, whoall returned them great promifles and encourage- 

ment, and in effe& they ſent to the Cardinal and Council, 

deſiring a pardon for Segovia, all but T dledo, who becing leſs 

ſcrupulous, in ſtead of fair words, ſeat them men of Arms to 

luccot the Citie, as ſhall appear hereafter.

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T" Oledo, upon receit of this Letter, ſent, to reliev Segovia, 
four hundred Musketiers, as manie Halberdiers, and 


three hundred Horſ, well Armed, whioh were joiftlly recei- 


ved 
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ved, and gave them courage to ſallie out again upon Ronguil- 


ls. Bur firſt chey ſent to him, requiring that hee would let 


them alone , depart from Santa Maria de Nieva ( where hee 
Jaie ) and that hee would meddle no more with the affairs of 
Segovia , otherwiſe they would make him go away with a 
Vengeance, But Ronguillo thought to do what hee came for, 
that was, to enter into Segovia, and puniſh ſeverely che Delin- 
quents ; to which effe& hee aſſembled the whole Countrie 
thereabouts, yer could not accompliſh his Deſign , for all the 
Cities and Towns that then were up, were wars ſo unani- 
mouſly to that ſame Intereſt, that there was much to bee fea- 
red, Ronquillo went from place to place, one night hee laic 
in one Town, the next night in another, ſetting our Spies, 
ſomrimes catching thoſe that came out of Segovia, and leck- 
ing all means p Sible to get into it. In the Market-place of 
Santa Mariade la Nieva hee made publick Acts, Proclamations 
and Out-laws againſt the Segovians, but they ſcorned and 
laugned at them, and 'cis reported that the Common People 
ſer up a great high Gallows, which they (wept and watered 
everie daic, ſaying, That was to hang Ronquill upon, m_—_ 
ſhew of as much courage and reſolution, as if they had b 
the whole world on their ſide; this was when they ſaw 
how forward and ready Toledo was to back them, and 
had furniſhed them with both men and monie,

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He Cardinal ſeeing the ill ſuccels of chisbuſineſs, ſent 
about three hundred and fiftie Lanciers, and ſom Foot 
Souldiers,of thoſe which were Garriſoned in Navarrato Ron+ 
quillo , with whom hee ſcoured the Confines of Segovia.

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him wichin a certaintime;thence hee returned to Nieva, where 
hee commanded a high Scaffold to bee buile, whereon hee 
cauſed to bee (et other Acts and Writings to the ſame cfteR, 
then gave order to bee p_—_ in all the adjacent Towns 
and Villages, chat no bodie ſhould dare to carric anie provi- 
ſions wharſoever to Segovia under pain of death. Segovia (ee- 
ing Ronquillo uſe them lo hardly, keeping all proviſions from 
them ; three thouſand five hundred of them, very well pro- 
vided-with Corſlets, Lances, Halberds and Swords made a- 
nother ſallie, one of che principal Cirizens, named. Peralta, 
was their Commander in Chief, ſo with great noil andlit- 
tle order (as Common-people uſe to do.) they marched di- 

towards Santa Maria de Nieva, but at ewo Leagues di- 
ſtance from —_ they mer Rayquillo with his men ( who 
were better diſciplined then they) 8& made'ſom ſhots at them, 


whereupon they ſoberly retreated touvards their quaners. 
The Segovians ſeeing chat, and chinking that they ran away, 
purſued with great cagerneſs and in ſuch diſorder, that the 
others turning upon them, killed fom of che, and took Dor 


Diego Peralta thezr Captain Priſoner, and they rook an Ofh- 
cer, and ſom of Roxquillo's men, Arlaſt the Combat grew [o 
hot, tharRonguallo quitted his quarters, and left the Seyovians 
( becing far more in number”). maſters of the place, who pre- 
ſently ſer fire to the Scaffold, and burned all the Adts and pro- 
clamations hee had ſet up againſt them. Upon this came a 
new _— of three ÞS ar men to them, which gave 
them freſh courage, and ſeeing themſelvsſo ſtrong, they fol- 
loved Ronquillo, and made two great ſhots at him, which 
killed him two Horſ-men, and they took the Paie-maſter of 
his' Forces, with two millions.of Maravediz ( whereof thittic 
four make _ ſterl.) which hee carried to paichis men:

He diſtempers of Madrid ( for as I have ſaid, that Citie 

role alſo ) were no\lels then thoſe of the other Com- 
monalties of (aſtillia. Franciſca de Vargas a man of honor and 
approved fidelitie, mainteined the Fort againſt the People, 
notwithſtanding all the diligences they could make to turn 
him our, and poſſeſs themlelvs of it. They required him of- 
trentimes with manie threats,that if he would not deliver itup 
to them,they would hang asmanie as they could lightupon;of 
thoſe that were within. Franciſco de Vargas perceiving the 
ſtreight hee, was in for want of men, gotſeeretly gut one 
night and. went to Akals ( fix ſmal Leagues fram thenee ) for 
ſom aſgiſtznce. Hee procured about fortie men, whom (that 
they might get into the Fort without beeing dilcavered-) hee 
Ka on enter by twyaand ewo on horſ-back, This: could 


not. bee carried ſo cloſe, bur the Cigie had ſam intelligence : 


thereof, Whereupon the People beging all Alarmed, in great 
haſt and furie, /v- on Horſback 7 on fot, ran ono

ſreight,Diegode Vera with his men approched, & faced Madrid. 
Hee had force enough to have relieved the Fort with men and 
proviſions, and ill created the Commoners of Madrid. Bue 
hee Was wearied with a tedious march , and diſcontented: 
that hee had not received of a Jong time paie, neither for him- 
ſelf, nor his Souldiers ; beſides, at the ſame time Letters were 
brought him from the Citie of Avila ( where hee was born 
and had his eſtate and familie ) wiſhing him to let thoſe of 
Madrid alone, and no waie to moleſt them, for if hee did, 

would pluck down his houſ', and et fire on all his 
goods. Our of this fear Diegode Vera, difſembling his deſign, 
would not enter into Madrid, nor do anie thing to help the 
one partie, or prejudice the other. Madrid finding themſelvs 
bur weak in men, and not very well provided with Arms, 
ſent to Toledo for ſuccor , who forthwith furniſhed them 
with five hundred men and thirtie Lances, under the Com- 
mand of Gargals Gaytan. Having received this Lupplic, they 
reſolyed to undermine the Fort in four places,vv®t ey within 
perceiving, ſhot ſtill more and more hercely, and killed ſom 
of their workmen,which made chem leav mining by daie, & 
labor onely in the night,with Blindes and Engines, made like 
Carts,whach they might go ſafely under, and for their better 
ſecuritie, ar the front of all, chey placed the Children and nea- 
reſt of kin to thoſe that were within the Fort, to make them 
refrain from ſhooting, for fear of killing them ; yet for all 
this, Franciſco de Vargas his wife ( who was within ) was ſo 
ready to aſsift, and ſo wittily cunning to endeer and encou- 
rage her men to fight, (leſt her husband ſhould bear anic 
blame ) char they ſtill held out, and defended themſelvs cou- 
ragioully, The Townſ-men ſent to require them to ſurrender 
the Fort, if not, they threatned that none ſhould go either in 
or out,but ſhould bee either killed or taken ; whereunto ſhee 
made Anſwer, that they troubled themſelvs in vain, and ſhee 
would have them know, That alchough her husband vas 
abſeic, neicher ſhee, nor anie of che reſt with her, Wite of 

u 
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{ich low and unworthie ſpirits, as, out of fear of their threat- 
nings,to do an act ſo prejudicial to his Majeſtie's ſervice, That 
they wereall reſolved rather to die in their own defence,then 
commit ſo High a Treaſon ; for where (hee was, her Huſ. 
band's honor ſhould nor ſufferin the leaſt. The People hear- 
ing this, broke into a furious rage, crying out with loud voi- 
ces, Let them die though wee all periſh, <o all beeing armed, 
they environed the Fort on all ſides, and planted their Artille- 
rie in order againſt ir, Thoſe within ſtood ſtoutly in their de- 
fence, diſcharging all che great Guns they had, which were 
manie and good, and put 1n a readineſs their Muskets and 
other Arms, but they wanted men to plie their {mal ſhot, The 
Artillerie began to plaie on both ſides, The Fort battered 
down all the neighboring houſes, and the Gunners ſhewed 
much skill both wichin and without, yer did not ſo much 
miſchief on either (ide,as they might have done. At laſt came 
ſom Religious men ro mediate a peaceable agreement. And 
as it was half concluded, a Gentleman ſtept in and croſſed all, 
ſaying with aloud voice, 0 you traitors, rogues, Jews of Ma- 
drid ! What have yee done * What Agreement us this you will make, fo 
prejudicial to the King and your Citie * you do it but out of cowardiſe, 
This and manie things more hee ſaid, inſomuch that the peo. 
ple mutinied, and grew rather more diſtempered then before, 
tom favored him, others were enxaged to kill him, ſo there 
grew a great tumulc, and a bloodie confuſion, dealing blows 
and thruſts of Swords and Lances on all ſides. But my Geti- 
tleman was taken at laſt by the Common people; whereof 
ſom would have killed him preſently, others more daſcreer, 
thought fitterto keep him priſoner, untilthey knew what mo- 
ved him to caſt that ſeed of diſſention amongſt them, to hin- 
der the Agreement which was then concluding, The next 
daie, the people returned to aſſault the Fort, and their Gunner 
killed the Gunner of the Fort, andleftthem none to manage 
the Artillerie, Then they cur off their water , and their pro- 
viſion of Vi&tuals growing ſhort, at laſt r were enforced 


to ſurrender the Fort to the Commander of thoſe of the Com. 
monalcie, 
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monaltie. The People entred the Fort, with great acclama- ' 
tions of joy and triumph. In it they found eight hundred 
compleat Suits of Armour, a thouſand lances, a hundred, hal. | 
berts, four fauconets, three pieces of Cannon of one hun- 
dred pound bullet a peece (according to the liſt) three hundred 
bullers of iron caſt, foure pieces of ordnance, which they took 
from Mercado de Fruſlera, ewentie thouland pikes, two thou- 
ſand rwo hundred firelocks, two thouland head-pieces, gant- 
lets and Croſ-bows, two whole Cannons, ſeventeen hundred 
weight of powder , eight field-pieces, and five thouland 
Corflers, All which Arms and Ammunition had been laid 
there by the Catholick Kings,beſides much more which was 
carried away to the bartle of delos Geives.

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Mi beeing thus revolted, and in velign of poſleſsing 
themlelys of the aforeſaic Roial Fort and Mapazine, 
they ſent for ſuccor to DonJohn Arias, Lord of Torrejon de Velaſco, 
 oneofthe chief Gentlemen of ths Kingdom of 7 eledo,6 of an 
Antient and Noble amilie, But hee becing very diſcreet, & ex- 
ceedingly valiant, anſwered th:m, 'I hat hee would have no- 
thing to do with atiie ſuch broils, and that hee Jelired to live 
1a at home without ingaging on cither ſide; yet upon 
etter conſideration, like a faithful ſervant to his King,having 
gathered one hundred and fiftie Horl, with as manie Foot, 
and a competent quantitie of Artilleric, hee went to reliey the 
tort; which beeing known at 7 dedo and Alcala, by meſſen- 
gers from Madrid, they ſent multitudes of People, who join. 
ingall in one bodie, fell upon his Town of 7 orrejon de Vela- 
ſeo, vvhileſt hee vyas npon his march tovvards Madrid : They 
ſacked and burned it quite dovvn, and hurt diyerſ of the In- 
habicants, ſom they killed.

fortunes. And as ſoon as hee heard that the Lord Conſtable 
was Vice-Roy of (*aſtilla,hee ſent him the ſealof his houſand 
armes, offering himlelf wholie to accompliſh the obligation 
hee had to his Majeſtie s ſervice, for which the Lord-Con- 
ſtable returned him thanks promiſsing to acquaint the Emp- 
eror With his loyalcie, and moreover recommended to his care 
the charge of thoſe parts, which John Arias performed with 
great diligence , skermiſhing ofren-rimes with the Com- 
moners. For this, and other ſervices, and in conſideration 
of his illuſtrious extraction, the Emperor gave him the title

Corregidor durſt not tay, becauſ” hee had 
been with Fonſeca. ''Whereupon the people begari to call an 
Aſſemblic of the C ommonalcie, and rgok the ſame form of 
government as the other Cities did. They wrote forthwith 
to John de Padilla, and the other Captains, declaring. their 
muſeries,and imploting their aſsiſtance, to revengetheir loſſes 
wh thoſe thathad-ſided with Fonſeca againſt them ; and their 
iefeſt ſpleen was againſt che Town of Arevalo, becauſ For- 
ſeca had carried his men theace, Arevalo feared as much from 
thoſe of Segovie, and in it (elf there were parnialities and (i- 
dings thereupon, ſom taking the Commoners part, others the 
Contraric. Medina wrote hkewile to the other Cities , impart- 
ing crothem their.calamities : Segovia anſvvered their Letters, 
expreſsing manic thanks for their defending ſo coyragiouſly 
the Artillerie, and exceeding ſorrow for the great lolles they 
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Driano the Cardinal of T ortoſa ( beeing a holie man ) 

was grieved to the ſoul at the diſaſter of Medina, and in 
excuſe of himſelf hee wrote a Letter tothem, exprelsing his 
ſorrow in good and Saint-like tearms. Whereunto they re- 
turned an anſwer, giving his Eminence thanks for his reſent- 
ment of their miſeries, and making a large relation of the cru- 
elties of Fonſeca and his Souldiers, beſides the great loſſes th 
had ſuſteined by fire, which they eſteemed to bee of lo high 
value, that they doubted the King's whole Revenue, for ſom 
years, would not bee enough to make them reparation, And 
at laſt they deſired his Eminence would bee pleaſed to con- 
demned and declare-for Traitors and diſturbers of the King- 
dom Antonio de Fonſeca, Gutiere 2uijada, and that bloodie 4 
ber ( as they called him ) John 4e Avila, and disband their men, 
wich Command that everie one ſhould repair co their own 
home, and not burn the houſes of his Majeſtie's fauhful Sub- 
jects, for under colour of ſerving the King, they did him 
great diſſervice therein,

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He Emperor wrote to Valladlid,giving them thanks that 
they had preſerved Peace and quietneſs in that Citie and 
for the goodentertainment they had given, in his abſence, to 
the Cardinal, his Governor,and thoſe of his Council, Where- 
unto they returned an Anſwer the 8® Juke, 1 520, with manie 


acknowledgments of his favor, praiſing God that hee had Emperor's 


iven them ſuch a Prince and Emperor, who they hoped © 
ſhould conquer the Hblie Land, and bee a great Defendor of 
che Church , as the Emperors and Kings, his forefathers, had 
been. And-morcover they beſeeched, with all humilicie, his 
Sacred Majeftie, foraſmuch as that Citie had not onely ſhew- 
ed their Lojaltie, in ſerving, with their Arms, the Kings his 
Anceſtors ( as Don Alonſo the Eleventh,Don John the Second,and 
others ) buralſo in adviſing and counſelling them what was 
moſt _— for their Roial ſervices. And fince it was ap- 
parent, that the —oney, BY the Subſidie in the Parlament at 
the Groyne, had been the onely occaſion of fo manie great 
Commorions and troubles in the Kingdom, that his Majeſtic 
. would bee pleaſed ( of his innate liberalitie and goodneſs ) 
graciouſly to remmand pardon all thoſe that had oppoſed the 
levying thereof, and chat it ſhould bee no more demanded, 
which favor would beſo acceprable to the whole Kingdom,

The next daic after Medina 
was burnt ( as you have heard ) they ſent Letters with a par- 
ticuler of the paſſages, to Valladolid. With no leſs furie, then 
Fonſeca's firebals conſumed the houſes of Medina, were inflam- 
ed the hearts of thoſe of Yalladolid at the receipt of thoſe dolo- 


rous tydings., And without reſpet to the Cardinal, 
Governor , the Arch-Biſhop, Preſident, Council or other 
officers of juſtice, and forgerting the graces and favors the 
Emperor had donethem by his Letters ; they rang out the bell 
of San Miguel, whereupon all the people preſently rook arms, 
and ran from all parts of the Citie to the great market-place, 
and all that the Earl of Yenavente, and Don Alonſo Enriquex, 
Biſhop of 0ſma could do, or ſaie (who came out to pacifie the 
people) was to no purpoſe, And beeing thus gathered to- 
a five or lix thouſand men, they went to Pedro de 
ortillo's houſ', about twy-light ( for at that time hee was 
chief Burgeſs of the COR him to go along with 
them to the Preſident of the'Council, that hee might provide 
for certain things, which were neceſlarie for the Citie. Burt 
Pedro de Portillo gifpleaſed them ſo with his anſwear , calling 
them mutiniers and theeys , that went about to robb and 
plunder, that in furious madneſs they broke open his dores 
and windowes, and hee had much adoe to get cleer of them 
by hiding himſelf , ſeeing they could not find him, they took 
a rich cupboard of plate, that was ſet againſt ſupper, they 
ſearched his: houſ all over, plundred his ſhop and warchoul, 
and took away manie rich.cloaths and filks ( for hee was a 
merchant ) they made a great fire before his dore, in which 
they burned manie pieces. of rich cloath of gold and filyer, 
ſilks, wollen cloaths, capiſtrics, rich mantles, ermines and 
other things of great value (for hee was a very rich man) the 
left not ſo muchas a hen, but they flung it in the fire or fol. 
it away, And at the carrying away of their plunder, they 
fell out and fought with one another. . This man's loſs was 
eſteemed above three millions of Marayediz, Not ſatis _ 
C wit 
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with all this, they began co pluck the houſ down, and ſom 
boies that followed their fathers, ſet fire to a Garret, where 
was great ſtore of drie wood and bavins, which burned furi- 
ouſly, bur fearing to burn the neighboring houſes, they ſud- 
nes quenched the fire again, which if they had not don, 
would have endangered a great part of che Citie, This done, 
beeing inraged with that popular furie which the Divel had 
ſowed in Spain, with loud out-cries they ran to the houſ of 
Antonio de Fonſeca, who et fire on Medina, and in revenge there- 
of, they burnt and pluck it co the ground, not leaving a bir 
of timber,nor a tile that belonged to it, unconſumed. Thence 
they went to Alonſo Ninno de Caſiro's houſ ( who was chiet 
Tudg of the Citie ) and finding not him, they plundered it 

and plucked down the Fntrie. The like they did to diverſ © 

the principal men of the Citie, which a certain Autor, a Nas 
tive of Valladolid, and an eie-vitnels of all theſe paſſages, faith, 
was ajuſt judgment upon the Regidores, and the reſt,for their 
ambitions and diſordinate deſires of advancing their particu- 
larends, without regard of the publick good, ſuffering their 
Countrie to bee drained of all its treaſure by ſtrangers, to the 
ſum of nine millions of gold, out of Caſtilla onely, which 
was never converted to his Majeſtie's uſe, but was ſhared a- 
mongſt the Flemings, This was the general complaint of 
that Kingdom, which people of thoſe times ſaid, ought to 
bee regiſtred in charaters of blood, Aﬀer this, they made 
themſelvs ſtrong, keeping conſtant watch, and going the 
Rounds with Minſtrelsand Drums, no leſs then fifteen | ug 
dred together at the firſt ; bur this was ſo chargeable, that they 
reformed their Rounds to twentie men ata time, Som nights 
they found gunpowder mingled with pitch ſcattered inthe 
ſireers, which they (aid, Antonio de Fonſeca had commanded to 
bee done, for anger that his houſ' was burnt. After that they 
kept Rounds and ſtrong Guards at the Gates, and -they were 
ſo affraid of fire and pitch, that they watered all their houſes 
with vineger, chinking there was ſom deſign to burn Yallado- 


lidas well as Medina, They called an aſſemblie in the Rm 
eric 


| ſerie of the Trinitie, where they choſe new Burgeſles and 


e 
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Deputies. Then they ſent for the Gentlemen and Citizens of 
the Town, whom they made to ſwear and take the ingage- 
ment of the Commonaltie, which for feare of death they 
durſt not refuſe ro do. They made the Infante of Granada 
their Captain General,which office hee was inforced to accept, 
or die. And they all {wore to obey him and to do nothing 
contrarie to his command; which charge hee began ta 
exercile with much diſcretion. But becaul they knewv that 
Don Alonſo Enriquez, Biſhop of Oſma, and brother to the Lord 
Admiral, did nor like well of their proceedings, they turned 
him our of the Citie , and divers other Gentlemen likewile, 
becauſ they could not truſt chem. Which done, they prelent- 
he ſent meſsengers ro Medina del Campo, offering them ſuccor. 
And to that effc& rhey liſted rwo thouſand Souldiers, and 
chole likewiſe ſix Commilsioners, to ſend to the Junta, or 
Alsemblie, held in Avila, to which already the gave they Attri- 
bute of Holie.

Gentleman ( who had married the Duke's ſiſter ) againſt Daz

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He Citie of Segovia ſent to Salamanca, deſiring Horl for 
their defenſ againſt Ronyuillo. The Coramon people and 
[om Gentlemen gave their Yores to ſend them ſuccor, but the 
greateſt part of the Gentrie oppoſed it, ſaying, it was a you 
diſſervice to the King, and concrarieto Juſtice, Manie di 
full words paſſed amongſt chem , bur arlaſt the Commons 
revailed, and turned all thoſe Gentlemen out of Salamanca. cu as 
One ſtately hou, that belonged to the Archbiſhop of Santjage's in Aran 
Steward,they burned down tothe ground, Neither did thoſe 
Gentlemen hold themſelvs ſecure,until they were got into Val- 
ladolid, where they gave a full account, of all thele paſſages. 
This was the beginning of the riſing publickly in Salamanca,

He Emperor had already received ſom intelligence of 
theſe troubles in Spain, by means of Flemiſh Merchants, 


 andother particular letters, But when thoſe from the Cardi- 


nal and Council came to his hands at Lovain, Hee was ſeized 
with unexpreſsible ſadneſs. The neceſsitie of his going to 
bee crowned in Germanie was very urgent, and his —_— 
into Spain ſeemed yer of more importance. The Letters ſa 
Contents bred diverſ diſcontents,and no leſs different opini- 
ons (asthecuſtomis) amongſt the Courtiers of the neareſt 
relation, about the Ernperor. The Flemings condemned the 
Spaniards for raiſing theſe tumults and commotions in theic 
King's abſence: The Spaniards retorted the blame upon the 
Flemings, ſaying, That their ill Goverament had been the oc- 
calion gf theruine atd loſs of Spain, and that they had robbed 
it; and'indeed to ſac the truth, They were both in fault, for 
the Flemings were as ſhort of diſcretion and prudence 60 Go- 
vern, as they abofiaded with a too inſatiable ON. 
| An 
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And the Spaniards, although they had ſom reaſon to com- 
plain , could not bee excuſed for riſing up in Arms, Mor- 
de Xtures grew much diſcontented and aſhamed upon 
the report of this breaking out of Spain , partly becauſ hee 
knevy what opinion went of him in the Court, bur chiefly 
becauſ hee thought ( as juſtly hee might) the Emperor 
would derive the faultupon him : who, whilſt hee was in 
Spain, commanded with ſo abſolute a power, that it was 
commonly ſaid, The Emperor Don Carlos is King by right, 
and Monfieur de Xeures in effect. The Emperor beeing thus 
diſquieted, called a Council, and deſiring to have their aces 
hee propounded, That they would confider what means was 
to bee vied, that Hee might go into Germanie, and receiv that 
Crown which Hee ſo much deſired, and provide ſom remes. 
die to ſettle the diſturbances of Spain, whuch was of no leſs 
importance to him, for his Coronation could bee nolon 
ſuſpended, and the remedying of Spain ought not ta bee dif- 
ferred. Hee had of his Council in this occurrence, Germanes, 
Flemings, Italians, Aragoneſes and Caſtillans , and their opinions 
were as different as their Nations.For the Germanes urged, that 
it was repuiſite his Majeſtie ſhould continue his journicinto 
Germanie. The Italians ſaid, it was necefarie that hee ſhould 
makeja progreſs into Italie. The Flemings were very importu- 
nate for himto ſtaie in their Countrie, The Aragoneſes pleaded, 
that Valencia was alſo riſen 'up in' Arms, And the Caſtillans 
uſed all means poſsible to perſuade him to return into Caſtilla, 
The caſe becing ſo general ang .nearly concerning ſo manie 
Kingdoms, the Emperor did wiſely to take the advice of ma- 
nic. But at laſt the reſolution ofthe buſineſs was given by few, 
as great Princes uſe to do inlike occurrences; The reſult of this 
Conſultation was, That the Emperor ſhould continue his 
journie into Germanie, and having received the Inperial 
Crown, there to remain until hee had fully: ſerled the affairs 
of that Countrie, not being everie daie to return; thither, It-was 
likewiſe reſolved, T hat his Majeſtic ſhould ſend amiablend 
gracious.Lexters to all the Cicics and Towns of Caſtilla, tequi- 
| ring 
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ing ſom of ther to return unto themſelys and his ſervice, 
expreſzing his thankfulneſs ro others for their good in- 
tentions towards him ; That hee ſhould deftre and encharge 
che Nobles and Gentrie to favor and alsift choſe of his Roial 
Council; promiſing to all upon the faich of his Roial word, 
that with all poſsible expedition hee would return into Caſtil- 
ls, (for or Jer of the Emperor's never returning into 


Spein, bred in the Common people the boldneſs to commit 
ſuch es and exorbicances). Moreover it Was determi- 
ned, That ghe Emperor ſhould write unco the Preſident and

The Biſhop and the 
Farl meeting about certain affairs betwixt them they grew to 
ſuch odds, that very good Mediators were not able to pacific 
them. Zamora becing in Rebellion, and paying nd obedience 
but to the Junts or Aſſemblie, the "—P on one {ide and the 
Earl on the other, uſed all means poſsible ro draw the people 
to their factions. The Earl was betrer beloved, and bore the 
reater ſway in the Citie, ſo that the Biſhop was forced to 
bg it : It made him half madd to loſe his hou, and ſo 
deſperate ſeeing his Enemie prevail ſo far againſt him, Thar 
hee preſently went to Tordefillas ( where the Commilzioners 
of the Junta were then aſſembled ) with whom hee joyned 
in confederacie, deſiring them to aſsiſt him and furniſh him 
with forces to beat the Earl of Alya out of Zamora. They 
all received him with great reſpeR and contentment, thinkin 
itan honor to their caul, to have ſo eminent a Prelate amon 
them , they gave him men and Artillerie , wherewith hee 
marched back towards Zamera, The Earl beeing informed 
of the manner of his enemies advance, thought not fit to ſtay 
for him, but quitting the Fort, went and aſſociated himſelf 
with the Cavaliers of the Loyal Parte , as you ſhall hear. 
Thence forwards the Biſhop ſtuck cloſeto the Junta and the 
Farl as eagerly followed the King's counſel, cach of them ſo 
much favoring their Partie, that there were not atie two more 
remarkable then they, The Biſhop was threeſcore years of 
age, but as vigorous and lively as if hee had been but five and 
 andtwentie, I was acquainted with one that knew him and 
received orders from him,who told me that hee was excellenc 
at handling his arms, That hechad morethen foure hundred 
Prieſts under his command all well armed and valiant men, 
and that hee till charged at the head of them himlelf, Saying, 
Here my Prieſts. The reſt hereafter. = 
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Have told you in what manner Seyovia was fortified, the 
reſolution of the Inhabicanes, the relief which they receiv- 
ed from manie places, notwithſtanding Ronquill's endeavors 
to hinder it ; how Toledo incouraged them with promiſes 
both of men and monie, Madrid, Guadalaxara, and Salamanca 
did the like, making their caſe their own. Medine del Campo 
ſecured them their trading, offering to bear whart loſs ſoever 
they ſhould ſuſtein eicher of perſons or goods. Atlaſt the 
Citie of Avila ſeeing what Renquillo did againſt Segovia; and 
the adjacent Towns, that hee entred into the m_ be- 
longing to Avila, taking, killing, and executing Juſtice in 
a ſevere manner, and that by order of the Cardinal and the 
Council, hee had taken from Segoviaall the Places and Towns 
under its juriſdiction, commanding them not to obey or bee 
anie waie fubje&to that Cirie, neither to furniſh tham with 
proviſions anie morethen if they were their enemies, under 
pain of death and confiſcation of goods, giving them power 
and Aurtoritie to keep Juſtice amongſt themlelys, as beeing 
adiſtin& juriſdiion, and other priviledges to the diſtruRion 
of that Citie : They affembled in Council, and agreed to 
ſend a Petition in the name and with the ſubſcriptions of 
the Officers of Juſtice, the Regidares, Gentrie, Religious Per- 
ſons, and of all the Commonaltie, humbly befeecbing the 
Cardinal that hee would bee pleaſed to ſera remedie to thoſe 
diſorders,and not proceed with ſo much rigor againſt Segovia, 
for that Citie would bee reduced ſooner by fair means then 
by ſuch ſeveritie. That hee would command«Royuill to 
rail his Siege, and that hee ſhould not moleſt, nor ule ſuch 
cm—_—_ Segovia, The Cardinal and thoſe of the 
Confkil did not weigh much this Petition of Avile, which 
ſo incenſed that Citie, that therewpors they ſerg them word 
peremptorily 
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emptorily, that ſince they would not rectifie thoſe diſor- 
,) nr were reſolyed to ſeck their own remedie.Mean time 
Rongquillo was at Santa Maria de Nieva making what preparati- 
ons hee could againſt Segovia, _ incurſions into their ter- 
ritories, and laying Ambuſcado's for thoſe that came out of 
the Citie, It happened that ewo young men coming out of. 
Segovia, fell into the hands of Ronguillos Guards, who asking 
them whence they were, and whither they went ? They an- 
ſwered, That they were of Salamanca, that they came from Se- 
govia, and were returning to their own homes, Ar firſt the 
Guards were in the mindeto let them go, becauſ they ſeemed 
to bee but poor fellows, yet afterwards they laid hands on 
them and brought them before Ronquill, who asking them 
who they were, whither they went, and whence they came} 
They ſaid, they were Carders, who ſeeing Segovia ſtreightned, 
and trading dead, they were upon their return totheir ovvn 
houſes. Hee examined them ſeverally concerning the man- 
ner of T ordeſillas his death, and they agreed not intheir relati- 
on, Ronguillo thereupon began to h them further, deman- 
ding more and more & more queſtions at laſt one of them 
corfefſed he fetched the rope vvherevvith they dragged T arge- 
fillas along rhe ſtreets, and the other that hee incked him by 
the hair.

and precipitation, that they had nor one hour's time to take a- 
way their goods and houſholdſtuff, and although they made 
their Requeſts to che contrarie, they wete no whit the more 
regarded. Intheir places were preſently put Dona Catalina de 
Figueroa, wife to {/uintanilla, and ſom other women of the 
Town. And the Marqueſs, with his Ladie,was enforced to re- 
pait to a {mall Village,and ſuffer with parience this tribulation 
fortheir Prince's rn mi am beeing ſer ar Tordefullas they 
began to treat of the peaceable government-and quiet of the 
Kingdom. Soon after, «alamanca, Avila, Madrid, belides other 
laces, ſent manie Companies of Foot and Hotl, paid atthe 
charge of the ſaid Cities, with their reſpeRive Captains, who 
had Ordersto bee ar the King and Queen, his Mother's fer- 
vice,and in fayor of the Junta, There was already ſo great a 
confluence of Gentlemen and Captains, that 7 ordeſillas was 
not able to contein them, although che Common <ouldiers 
were quartered in the adjacent Villages, The Citie of Yallado- 
lid ſent a thouſand choil men well Armed, under the Com- 
mand of Don Diego de 2uiniones, a valiant and well-born Gen- 
tleman, The Commilsioners, Gentlemen,Captains with ma- 
ny grave and learned Friers, beeing affembled in the Junta, 
there was a motion made;that they ſhould ſend ro Yalladdid xo 
ſeiz upon the Preſident and the reſt of the King's Council, and - 
to have them broughtrto Tardeſillas, or ar leaſt, co take ſuch or- 
der, that the Citte of Yalladolid ſhould tor back them or con- 
ceal them, but ſhould give waie chat che Junta might appre- 
hend and bring them away. To this ( the report is) there 
wanted no Yotes,Mither were the Friers backwards in giving 
theirs, alleging, thar the ſecuring of choſe men was very ne- 
cellaryfor die good of the Kingdom, To this effect was dil- 
patched a Dominican Frier (who was, a man of honor and 
) with Letters of Credence to the Commonaltie 
of Valladolid, and to the Infante of Granada, their chief Cap- 
| _ cain 
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edi. ThefFticr bavingdelived his Letter and Meſfage to the 
Iifante, .beethus anſwered, Father, as far avit concerts mee 
( as beeing Caprain of Falladdlid-) I dv obcie the Orders here 
ſent from: the Junta, but ris convenient the whole Coinimo- 
nakie ſhould bee aſſenibled, that you may deliver your Mel- 
ſage to them. all cogerher,; and recely thei anſwer. Hereupon 
the Deputies of che Wards, Jurates, Common Council-men 
and other Officers, wece all ordered ro wart the Inhabitants 
of cheir reſpetive quaners and parifhes,ro make their appear- 
ance the next mornaing/by nine of the clock ar rhe Church of 
Santa Marie la Mayor, which was done accordingly. The In- 
fante of Granada, Don Pedro Giro and other Gentlemen, beeing 
there aſſembled, wich the reſt of the Commonaltie, at the 
hour ant place appointed, the Frier went up into the Pulpit, 
and with /mooth fair language, hee told them rhe ſubſtance 
of his Meſlage, ſaying, That hecamethither from the Lords 
of the Junta at T ordeſillas (Who were the greater part of the 
Kingdom, and were there aſſembled for the remedying of 
the diſtractions and miſchiefs which abounded in that King- 
dom,as appeared by the Power & Letters of Credence)which 
hee had already ſhewed to that vety ttoble Commonaltic of 
 Valladdd, and the Infante their Captain. Yet becauſ ir was 
thought fic that a buſineſs of ſuch weight (as that wherewith 
hee was intruſted co impartto them ) ſhould rather bee mani. 
felted ro them all in that place , theti communicated to any 
memdbers in paricular, and in regard they vyerechen all aſſem- 
bled, hee again notified thoſe Letters unto them, giving them 
ro underſtand that the Lords of the Junta, tmoved with a ve- 
ry holie zeal and deſire of procuring the Kindom's good and 
his Majeſtie's ſervice, had found it convenient (to the end the 
Intent of the Junts might the berrer cake effe ) that there 
ſhould bee no Council Rojial ar all, but that the Preſident and 
the reſt ſhould bee ſent priſoriers ro Tiydtillas, and to ſhew 
that their Intentions were holie, and tending onely to the ſer- 
vice of God, and the King, inthe natne of the Lords Com. 
mildioners ofttic Junta; hee did affine the lives of the Council, 
buc 
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but not their goods and, eſtater, For they-muſt know, that 
w hoſover of that Council had offended, his eſtate was liable 
to confiſcation, according,to the qualitie of his delict,and that 
che monie which ſhould, accrue,ſhould repair in part the dam» 
mages which.they had occaſioned. Hereupon the Frier ex. 
tended himſelf into manic Rhetorical exprelsions, to cog the 
people into a Conlenc, urging, that it they did otherwile, it 
might bee the occaſion. of. bringing the whole Kingdom to 
deſtruction : for if chere was,both a Junta and Comncil, the Jun- 
The Foe ta governing contraric to the ſen(-of the (omncil, and the Corn: 
geen” ci abrogating what ſhould bee enaQted by che Janta, what 
fol»ehe Kiug's could bee expected bur confuſion and utter ruine? Heteunto 
hee deſired their (peedie anſwer, becaul hee was to return to 
T ordefillas, They forthwith replied, That it was a buſineſs 
of no ſmall moment, and required great conſultation, yet if 
hee would ſtay till night, hee thould ave their anſwer, They 
divided themſclvs into ſeveral Aſſemblies to conſu]t hereupon 
and they were generally of opinion, that it was a difficult an 
ſtrange attempt for chem to diſlolv. a Council of ſo great Auto- 
ritie, beeing conſtituted by their King, eſpecially chat Cirie 
having receved,in particular,ſo manie Immunities and other 
favors from them, and they beeing ſo good friends, that the 
tut, Council had, in a manner, entruſted rhem with their per- 
anſer. ſons, it were an at of high inhumanitie and baleneſs to laie 
violent hands upon them. On the other (ide they thought, 
that they were bound in con{cience nut to Jeay undone the 
Commands of the Junta, in regard their Commiſsioners were 
there, they had acknowledged their power, and had ſworn 
to obey whatſotver ſhould there bee ordered or enacted. 1n 
che end, they agreed to give the Frier this anſwer, That if the

with his Captains about him, notified and commanded them 4 
in the name of che Junta, to go with them to T ordefillas, and Jones, furs 
ro execute no more the office of Counſeliors,that becing there Ne Klee an 
they ſhould know further what they were to do, and that Couvitto ape 
there was no fear of their lives, bur their goods and themaTode 
eſtaces he could nor promiſe ro ſecure. Whereunto they made” 
anſwer, That they Field cheir Offices and Charge from his Tiir aver,

ingdom, and his Majeſtic's Commils1ons and Orders to Contable and 
Don Inigo de Velaſco Lord high Conſtable of (fill and Leon, of cattita ma- 
and Don Fadrique Enriquez, Lord Admiral of Caſtilla, autori. jyb.ion... 
ling and Commanding them,joyntly vvich the Cardinal Adj. no of Spain 
ano, to undercake the charge and care of governing and ma- dindl. 
naging the affaires of that Kingdom untill his returne. In 
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his Letters, the Emperor declared his exceeding ſorrovvand 
diſcontent for the troubles and inſurreRions in that Kingdom, 
notyvithRtanding the great affetion hee alvyaies ex to« 
vvards them. That his good. vvill yvas ſojll requited, and 
his favors no berter accepted. That they had failed in thac 
fidelitie vyherevvith ( like good and Loyall SubjeRs ) they 
had alvvaies ſerved the Kings., his Predecelsors. Yet hee 
could not bee perſuaded but commu jer perſons, for their 
private Intereſts, had been the occaſion of all thole diſorders. 
And That in regard one of the principal things, at which the 
' Kingdom was aggreived , had been his conferring of the 
government upon a ſtranger ( although the prudence and up- 
rightneſs of the moſt reverend Cardinal of T ortoſa could nor 
in all reaſon but give them ſarisfatipn ) to ſtop the current of 
thoſe diſorders, which increaſed daily in that Kingdom, and 
to provide tor the good government thereof, and the Peace of 
his Subje&ts ; with great deliberation and advice ( during his 
abſence, which ſhould nor bee long ) hee had ordered and 
appointed to rule jayntly with the Cardinal , as Vice-Kings 
and Governors of that Kingdon), the Lord Admiral and 
Lord high Conſtable of Caſtilla, beeing both perions indued 
with wiſdom, and other on ny for (0 high a charge, 
and that they ſhould take upon them all the care, trouble, &c, 
And that he had given them particular charge if the Kingdom 
was anie waie aggriev'd,to fend for the Commiſs1oners or 
Burgeſles of the Cities,that they might demand redreſs before 
the Governors ; And withall hee Commanded the Cities to 
bee obedient unto them. The Emperor wrote alſo to the 
Lord ug Conſtable,endeering him by the acknowledgment 
of his former lervices, to undertake and execute with like 
hdelitie , reſolution and cheerfulneſs, the joynt charge, with 
the Cardinal and the Lord Admirall, of pacifying the preſent 
tumults and inſurre&tions, reducing his SubjeRts to their for- 
mer obedience, and the governing and tnanaging the affairs 
of that Kingdom until his return. ' Dated in Braxels the

and fer Guards upon every-one; hee' took away likewiſe the 
ſaves from the Algnaziles arid other Officers, whom hee com- 
'manded and ordered, under grear penaltics, ro miake their per- 
ſoqal appearance at T otilefilles, The next daic hee carried rhenk 
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away priſoners, with the reſpe& and honor that every one 
deſerveds ,Hee took, with him the books of the Treaſurie,and 
the Broad Seal wherewith the Council ſcaled all their Acts and 
Qxders ; for the better autoriſing of the marter, the Junta deſi- 
red the Queen to confirm by her fign whatfoeyer ſhould bee 
agreed on by thera, as perſons of her Council, Which ſhee 
refuſing to do, the Commilsioners there preſent, ſent ro their 
reſpeQive Cities , to. give them power to ſee to; the go- 
vernment of the Kingdom ( for fault of a Governgr ) and 
to conſtitute a Council, Som did ſend their powers to this 
effect, others diſliked that propoſition , holding it a thing 
needleſs, and of a dangerous conſequence, Diverſ Gentle- 
men of Toledo were much diftaſted hereat, and ſorrie that John 
de Padilla had been ſo forward, for which they ſent him and - 
their Commilſsioners a notable check, refufing to give them 
any power concerning the Goyenment of the Kingdom.

which becing heard che Citie preſently took the Alarme, and 
in atricethere was ſuch a hurly-burly and confuſion of people 
in the ſtreers, that it was wonderful, they all locked up their 
houſes and ſhops and poſted with their Arms towards the 
bridg, (as if the Citie had been ſtormed by an enemie) where 
in & moment's time (in a manner) was alsembled a very 
Aa numerous 
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numerous Armie of compleat men, with new ſhining arms, 
but without order and without Captain, The Cardinal ſee- 
ing chis cumulc, turned back againe cowards thz Cirie, and 

| beeing half way ouer the bridg ſome of his (ervants ſaid to 
him, My Lord ! your Eminence ſhould do well to ſland ſill there, wn- 
till you W What is the meaning of this boldneſs of the People, So 
hee did remain a while, having a ſtrong guard before him, 
But the people came (warming to that place like emmets, 
Whileſt che Cardinal was at this ſtand,came Don Pedro Giron 
to whom all the people bore as much reſpect, as if hee had 
been their Lord, Hee was mounted upon a (tately Ginnet 
his body was covered with Armor as bright as (ilver,his hea 

with a richly guilded helmet , his horl proudly pravnſing 
along the ſtreets, made waie thiough the diſorderly throng, 
untill hee came where the Governor ſtood, to whom after

perſunding and Kingdom, if my Counſel might prevail, you ſl.ould return to your 

to his Palace lodging, for if you ſlay longer here, it Will nat bee in the piwer of man 
to remedie or hinder the miſchief, Which your departure may produce. 
The Cardinal's men not throughly underſtanding Don Pedros 
ſpeech, began to draw their ſwords ; which ſome of the 
people, that had crowded neer, ſeeing, cryed out, Arm, Arm 
Commoners, help, help. Hereupon grew ſuch a noiſe and ſo great 
a tumulc, that had not the Preſident of the Chancerie, Dar 
Pedro Giron, and other Gentlemen been theie to appeal the 
furie of the people, they ſcarſe had left one man ahve of all 
thole that were with the Cardinal. But all beeing pacified, 
hee returned with his guards to his lodging, accompanied 
with other Prelates and divers Gentlemen of qualitie, and 
after all, followed his traine of bagage in the ſame order as 
they marched outwards, The Common People went be- 
fore him all armed, with ſound of drums and trumpets con- 
ducting him to his yy 03. np all due honor and reverence. 
By this time it was full rwyelve of theclock, ſo thatthey ſpent 
ſix hours art leaſt in this contention, The Infante of Granada, 

Captain 
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Captain of Valladolid, was ſo much diſpleaſed that S* Michaet's 
bell had been rung, and that the ous had alltaken Arms in 
that manner without his order or knowledg , that hee 
threatned to leave his charge, Thereupon ſtrict order was 
given, that no man thenceforwards ſhould dare , under a 
grear peaaltie, to ring the Bell or to riſe in Arms, without their 
Captains order, Vera who rung the Bell, ro avoid the puniſh- 
ment which was intended, and his offence deſerved, fled to 
Tordeſillas, After this, Yalladilid ordered that every five and 
rwentie men ſhould have a particular Captain, that ſhould 
command them upon occaſiun, having firſt received orders - 
from the Captain General, The nevves Hates carried to Toy- 

deſillas, how choſe of Valladolid had oppoſed and detained the 
Cardinal, beſides the good order they kept for the guard and 
defenſ of th:ir Citie, The Junta lentan expreſs with Letters 
to give the Peoplethanks in their names, extollingtheir valor 
to the skies, which puffed up the people's hearts, with a kinde 
of vanitie,and incouraged them to commit greater exorbitan- 
cies another time. 
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pf bo Cardinal ſeeing it was nor poliible for him to go 
| publickly our of Yallad lid, and conlideting how much 
ic behoved him to depart chence, where hee had no morethen 
an honorable priſon, reſolved to ſteal away privately : which 
hee did one nightall alone, becing diſguiſed, and hee had been 
goneten daics before it was known in! the Citie,,. or his own 
Guard of Horſ miſſed him. His Foot Guards went away the 
daie before by ewo and two. After which time hee ſent to 
entreat the Citie, to ſuffer his goods to bee brought unto him, 
afluring them that his going away ſhould bee no waie pre- 
judicial to them, rhat hee was in a manner enforced foto ab- 
ſent himſelf from them, both for reſpe& of his Majeſtie's ſer- 
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vice, and that hee had not left him wherewithal to defraic his 
charges in the Citie, 'but whereſotver hee was, they mighe 
bee confident hee would do all that might be for their's and the 
whole Kingdom's good, Valladolid, with much compleient 
and civil expreſsions, ſent him all his Linnens and other houF 
hold-ftuffto the Town of Rioſeco, whither hee was gone in 
exſpeQation of the Lord Admiral, About this time there 
were preat differences betwvixt thoſe of the Commonalrtie, and 
their Eotain the Infante of Granada. They would have killed 
him, manie of them comiog violently againſt him with their 
Arms, and giving him very reproachful and abuſivelanguage. 
As hee advanced into the market place with above fix hun- 
dred Lances to apprehend Alonſo de Vera, (they laie) ic wasa 
Bridle-maker and ſom ſuch like audacious fellows, that were 
the occaſion of ſtirring the people to this inſolent atrempr, 
The Junta beceing much diſpleaſed kereat,ordered that the Infan- 
te of Granada ſhould leav the Office of Captain, becaul it was 
too great a charge to allow him everie month 3 0000 Maradiz, 
alleging moreover, thar none but a native of the Citie, ought 
to execute that Command, But the Infante giving notice of 
his diſcontent, by command of the Junta this matter was put 
to Votes, and hee having the major part on his fide, it 
was ordered,that hee ſhould bee confirmed in his Office, but 
withal, that hee ſhould pardon Alonſo de Vera, with the relt 
that had offended him, and ftrit command was given, tha 
the people ſhould make no more meetings, nor demand any 
Il thing from thenceforward wich Arms in their hands, but by

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Hil'ft the Commonaltie of Yalladolid was in con- 
ſultation , whether the Infante ſhould continue in 
his Charge or not, arrived a Commiſsioner from the 
Junta, deſiring that Citie in their names to agree, and 
bee all as one, and not co give waie to their particular paſ- 
fions, which might breed diviſion among them, to the great 
weakningand diſenabling of that Cirie, for they were now 
ro conſider that they had manie enemies , who had already 
begun one of the higheſt and greateſt attempts in the world- 
That if their hearts were not united & ſtirred up therewith, 
they, with: their wives and children, ſhould bee reduced to 
moſt wretched ſlaverie. T hat with couragious mindes and 
upright deſires, they ought to proſecute this matter, and bee af- 
ſiſtanc to thoſe Gentlemen who were already engaged therein, 
and boliy them up out of that gulf sf miſerie whereinto th 
were plunged. For the Lords of the Junta conſidering that Yal- 
ladolid was the moſt noble & principal Citie of all Spam and har 
it had been the principal autor of their good ( as in former 
times) expoſing and hazarding their lives and fortunes to ma- 
ny eminent dangers. They thought it great reaſon to give them 
an account of what they had. done in the Junta. To which 
effe&t they, had ſent ro Jet them know, hovwv chat nejrher nighe 
nor daie they ceaſed laboring in the advancement of the ſer- 
vice of God and the King and the publick good of the Nari- 
on, neither eating nor drinking in quiet, bur ſtill watching 
with much care and ftudie;, how God and the King might 
have their duereſpect and honor, and the Kingdom bee pre- 
ſerved in libertie, Renouncing all privare affairs, leaving hou- 
ſes, goods, i a 1 applic 
themſchvs-wichmotg: fervengis to, propure. the # com 
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all cook a ſolemn oath, that no man ſhould procure for him. 
ſelf, wife, children, friends or kindred, anie Lands, Offices or 
benefirs whatſoever, to the end that they might loially, and 
without Intereſts, ſerv the publick. T hat every one of the Jute 
was a Gentleman,and as free, as the King himſelf from all the 
tributes & taxes that were impoſed upon the meaner ſubjefts, 
& chat neither for reſpe& of what they might hope to gain, or 
to free themſelvs of that which others did paie, they had expo- 
. ſed themſelvs to ſo great hazard, becing no more then. fikre, 
thar did help or any waic advance this buſineſs, wvhich ſo near- 
ly concerned all. That without chem che Junta could do lie- 

e, the caſe b:eing weightie and dangerous, T hat they truſted 
in God within cight daies, the Junta would have taken ſuch a 
courſ, that (aftilla ſhould enjoie as much peace, quierneſs, and 
pleatie as formerly , for they wanted nothing bur the Articles 
of the ſeveral Cities of the Kingdom, to extraQt the beſt our of 
them ; which ſhould bee printed and and ſent chrough the 
whole Kingdom, that every one might ſee the good which 
procceded from the Junta. The Articles which were purg- 
ed in the Junta, whereby they thought ( as they ſaie here ) 
co remedie and reſtore Caſtilla to irs former condition, ſhal bee 
popuny ſet down in the following Book. In Valladolid 
they much rejoiced at this diſcourſ, and were highly taken 
wich the promiſes made them by the Funta, which filled 
them with a thouſand good hopes, but within ſeven months

ro hear ; and ſenc the like meſlage back cothe Council by the 
Commendador HineFtroſa, co whom they denied both audience 
and entrance into the Citie, From thattime forwards the Jun- 
ta called them of Council Tyrants, and thoſe of the Council 

rermed them Traitors, Which beeing known in Yalladolid, a 

rumor was noiſed about, that the Lords of the Council had 

given order to apprehend thoſe of the Junta, for which cauſ 
El Licenciado Franciſco de Vargas, Treaſurer General, and El Li- 
cenciado Zapata,made their eſcapes in the night from the Coun- 
cil: For they having born a great Iwaie, one in the Treaſurie, 
the other in matters of Juſtice, were both grown odiots in 

the eics of the Common-vealth, 
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He ſeveral Parties reviled,and fell into malicious expreſ- 
ſions one agaialt the other,nor conlidering,that thac was 
one of the pooreſt and vileſt revenges upon earth,ahd w*® ſuit's 
with none but raſcal-like & unworthie diſpoſitions. Thoſe 


' that were enemies to the Commonaltie, reported,that no Gen- 
tlemen 
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clemen or perſons of qualitic would have taken that fide, bur 
for private reſpeRts and'ambition. T har Doz Antonio de Acunia 
Biſhop of Zamora ( whole ſtorie wee are not yer com to ) 
would make himſelf Arch-biſhop of T odledo, That Don Pedro 
Giron was on fire for the Eftate of Medina Sidonia. The Earl of 
Salvatierra ambirioned certain territories of great value, called 
Merindades. Hernando de Avalos for revenge of ſom injuries don 
him. John de Padillato bee Maſter of Sanjago. Don Pedro Laſſo 
to bee Lord of T oledo, Qnintanilla to have the Command of 
Media del Campo. Hernando de Ulloato drive his brother out of 
Toro. Don Pedro Pimentel to advance himlclt with Salamancs. 
The Abbac of Compludoro be made Biſhop of Zamora, El Licen- 
ciado Bernardimoto bee Judg in YValladokd. Ramiro Naniez, that 
hee might poſſeſs himſelt of Leon, and (arlos de Arellano bee 
Lord of Soria. Thus their tongues' went nimbler chen their 
hands ( except when they were allcep ) —y and brevw- 
ing a world of miſchiefs. And diverl Gentlemen found 
themſelvs ſo far ingaged already in this diſorder, that they 
could not wich honor wichdraw themlelys, neicher could 
they tell-vwhom to truſt. 
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Efore I proceed any further with the Hiſtorie, of whar 

was done by the Commonalties in Caſtilla, I wil here _ 
deſcribe the particulars of che inſurretion of the Citie and 
Kingdom of Yalencia, in regard it was the blindeſt and moſt 
pernicious of all Spain, and although ſome have written very 
dolefull and lamentable memorials thereof, they do not men- 
tion half what there befell, Several prodigious ſigns pre- 
ſaged this miſerable difsention in Valencia, In the yeare i 5 7.

1517,and 1518. You have heard how the Emperor, before 
his deparcure from the Groyn,appointed for Yice-Roy of Valencia 
Don Diego de Mendoſa, [on:to the Cardinal Don Pedro Gonſalex, 
de Mendoſa, and brother to Don Rodrigo Marquis of Cenete. 
Who executing his command and charge in Valencia, whenas 
' the people, already linked in a Confederaoie, began to ſtand

the Gentrie , abuſing their ſeryants and vaſsals wich great 
audacitic and diſreſpeR : It hapned that ewo Moriſco's vvho 
belonged to Don Ramon de ( ardona, Lord of Caſtalla, palsing 
along the ſtreet of Nueſtra Seniora de Gracia, which was in that 
= of the Citie, where moſt of the meaner ſort of people 
ived ; Some 'Tradeſ-men, that were working at their dores, 
flouted and laughed at them as they uſed to do,but the Moriſco's 
anſwering them they preſently roſe in Arms, and cut one of 
them ſo grievouſly that hee died; And beeing abour to kill 
the other alſo, who defended himſelf, a man by chance paſs- 
ing by ( whoſe name was Diego Piſador,by trade a ſalt-maker) 
took compalsion of the poor fellow, and did what hee could 
to defend him. Whereat thoſe Town(-men were (o incenſed 
thatleaving the other they ran after this Diggs Piſador, follows 
ing him quite chruugh the Citie to his own houſ” ( whicher 
hee tled co ſave his life) and fell a ſtorming itin a furious 
manner about mid. daie, the officers of Juſtice not daring to 
gain-ſaie them. The Prieſts of S* Nicholas Church ( which 
was cloſe by that houſ') came forth all with the Holie Sacra- 
ment, at the noiſ” of this Combuſtion, to pacihe the furie of 
the People, which their preſence and intreaties did ſomwhat 
mitigate. But Diego Pyſador, _— a. himſelf ſecure on 
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been reduced to in former ages. Manie daies and nights, was — 
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his. houſ, thought it a ſafer. waie to. take ſanctuary in the 
Church, ſo beeing come down, the Pricſt that carried the 
Sacrament, took him nextunto him, andiſo advanced towards 
the Church ; which che people ſecing, they violently ran a-. 
gain upon him, and killed him with their daggers. Upon: 
this,. came. amongſt them one Avendanio a Cloath-worker, 
who- was the Autor and chief of this confedracie- ( it vvas 
thought ) to hinder and keep them from doing miſchief, but 
ſeeing) that man ſo barbaroſly killed, hee vvent preſently into 
a: houſ, vvhere hee burſt and died miſerably ( ſom ſaie ) 
for anger and grief, to ſee ſuch excelſsive diſorder, Thele and 
manie other ſuch like outrages vvere done by the People of 
Valencia, before the Emperor departed, whereof his Majeſtic 
was advertiſed by the Nobles and Gentlemen of that Cirie 
and hee referred it to Xeures, but hee beeing more (ollicitous 
for the tranſporting of his treaſure, then the remedying of the 
troubles in Spain, neglefted it, All that was ordered herein, 
- was to remit the quelling and reducing that People to reaſon, 
to the care of the Infante Dow Enrique, Duke of Segorbe, but the 
People becing launched. into the _ of miſchief, ſlighted 
his \Autoritie; which manifeſtly declared the rebellion and 
pernicious intentions of that Confederacie, Soon after, a 
man- condemned for haynaus crimes beeing led along to exe- 
cution, the People came out with Arms, and reſcued him 
from the officers of Juſtice, abuſing and ill treating them in 
a horrid manner. No Noblemen or Gentlemen could paſs 
chrough the ſtreets , but thoſe of the Confederacie would 
deride and floue chem with baſe reviling language- Inſo- 
much, 'that a Hat:maker's wife, dreſsing a Har ar che door, 
with: her children about. her, as: ſome Gentlemen were go- 
ing by, ſhee bid-the children! look at thoſe men that mala 
there, and the boyes. azking' her why ſhee bid them look 
at. them , ſhee anſwered ,:Becaul when you are grown 
up-to bee men, you. may fay, that you have ſeen Gen- 
clemen, This the woman: ſaid ,, becauſ the Common 
People vere | then . in;'the ; minde to deftroie all che

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Gentrie of-the whole Kingdom root and branch. Aven- 
danio the Cloth-worker beeing dead , the Confederates 
choſe another Caprain, one of the ſame trade as the fortner; 
his name was Sorolla, a peſtilent andacious villain, whoa. 
mongſt other wicked fa&ts, went to the Citie Hall,yphen they 
were conſulting about the EleRion of Jurates; and with a 
confident impudence told thoſe of the Regimiento, in the name 
of his Confederarie, that if they did not admit them to bee of the 
Regimiento, thoſe ſtones ſhould flovy with blood. And his 
threats were accompliſhed ; for they made their EleRion ac- 
cording to the rights and cuſtom of the Citie, Whereatthe 
people were ſo enraged, that they commirted thoſe outrages 
which ſhall bee ſet down hereafter. In this diſtemper and ex- 
travaganc hare-brainedneſs, Don Diego de Mendoſa found the 
wings of the people in Yalencia, when hee came to bee their 
Governor, Sorolla, Vicente Perig, one John Caro, and other lead- 
ing men of the Confederacie, underſtanding that the Vice-Roy 
had been fully informed of their demeanors, and of the ſtate 
of things, bur yer difſembled theknowledg thereof, our of fear 
conſidering what power and credite their Confederacie had 
with the people : they complotted that Sorolla ſhould hide 
himſelf in his own houſ, and that the reſt ſhould go up and 
down the Citie and acquaint all his friends and allies that the

Vice-Roy had ſent for Sorolla, and that ( as they were inform- | 


ed) hee either had already hanged him, or was then about it, 
and that for manie reſpects, they ought not to let ſuch a man 
ſuffer, who was the defendor and mainteiner of the publick 
good, This report becing thus cunningly ſpread through the 
whole Citie, ſo incenſed the people's mindes, that in an in- 
ſtantall was up in Arms, Drums beating, and Colours flying, 
and in this manner they matched ro the Vice-Roy's houl, cry - 
ing out, Let the Vice» Roy die gf hee deliver us not Sorolls, The Vice- 
Roy, and ſom Gentlemen that were in: the houſ at that time 
with him, beſides his ſervants, defended the windows and 
doors, where the aſſault was hotteſt all daie long , and night 


becing com (as God would have it go good woman one 
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of Sorolla's neighbors, who having ſeen bim in his houſ, and 
hearing that the people were ſtorming the' Vice-Roy's Palace 
for hanging Soolla, ſhee went tothe Biſhop of Segorbe, who 
lived cloſe by, and told him that ſhee had ſeen Sorolla lafe and 
ſound in his oven houſ bur a little before. Hereupon the Bi- 
ſhop went preſemtly to Sorolla's houſ, which hee cauſed to bee 
ink open, and finding where hee had hidden himſelf, hee 
chid him throughly for his miſchievous villanie, but hee ex- 
cuſing himſelf, lid hee durſt not go out of his doors. The 
Biſhop immediately gave order to laddle his mules,and riding 
upon one himſelf, and Sorolla on the other, wich manie 
Halbards attending him, hee carried him quite through 
the Citie to the ViceRoy's houſl, to the end the people 
might ſce Sorola was neither dead nor a priſoner in 
the Vice-Roy's houſs The Confederates ſeeing him alive, 
with much joic they raiſed their ſiege, which had con- 
tinued all date and almoſt all night, After this they reſcued 
a man likewiſe, condemned to death for hainous crimes, 
whom, in regard hee had manie friends and kindred 
in the Cite, the Vice-Roy had commanded to bee! hanged aſ- 


ſoon as he had confeſſed, leſt his friends ſhould petition for

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him before hee was dead, The thirteen Sindicos and Sorolla 
gave our, that this man was condemned, and to bee executed 
wrongfully, which the people hearing, went preſently ( all 
armed ) to the priſon and releaſed him, Then beeing poſle(- 
ſed that the Vice Roy was about railing men to ſubdue them, 
they environed his houſ, and put him to his ſhifts, that hee 
was forced to ſend his Ladie out of the Citie, and hee not da- 
ring to ſtaic long after her, with much ado eſcaped, riding be 
hinde another Gentleman upon a mule, Hee having W; the 
Citie in this manner, all the Nobles and Gentrie followed 
him with their wives and Children,retiring every oneto their 
own houſes, The ViceRoy beeing of kin to the Earl of C- 
aentayna, carried the Vice-Queen to his houſ, The other Gen- 
tlemen having left their wives and children in ſecure places, 
with what arms, horſes, and men they could get together, re-

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ired ſom tothe Vice-Roy, others to the Infaute Da: Engg L 
= tothe Duke of Segorbe Don Alonſo, pane all unanin ul- 
ly to adhere to the Renperees ſervice againſt the Rebels, All 
thele Gentlemen's houſes within the Cirie, the people plucked 
down or burned, and plundered their $9 , athouſand 
more abominable miſchiefs they did ,| yphich I am: aſhatned 
to relate ( ſo cruel and unruly is that Beaſt, the Common Peo- 
ple when it hath broke the bridle.) They armed all the ſlaves, 
and received manie Moriſcos for ſouldiers. From Cozentana the 
' Vice-Roy went to Xativa, the Inhabitants of that Citie de- 
fired him to give them leavto muſter upon S* Bartholomeiv's 
daie, which hee denying, they marched out of the Citie in de- 
ſpight and contempt of him, and muſtered before his face. 
The Vice-Roy hereupon, fearing a ſecond trick of Valencia, re- 
tired into the Fort, which thoſe of Xatva perceiving, they pro- 
claimed, that no bodie, under pain of. death, ſhould furniſh 
him with victuals, or anie ptoviſion whatlotver, Hereupon 
hee went from thence to Dea, becaul it hee was purſued by 
land, hee might eſcape thence by ſea, Thole of Valencia, hear- 
ing that the Vice-Roy was fled to Denia, after that Xativa bad 
rebelled againſt him,reſolved to ſeiz upon all the King's Reve- 
nues and Cuſtoms ; which to effe&t, they went to the Cuſtom 
houſes, and broke the Records, rook away the Books; and 
{poke words which were worſ then their deeds, Thoſe of 
Valencia, ſeeing themlelys maſters of the Citic, the Vice-Roy 
andall che Geatrje beeing gone, they ordered the Government 
thereof. They appointed thirteen perſons to govern and defend 
it, whom they call'd the Thirteen of the Confederacie. TheſeThir- 
teen choſe for the General of their Armie John Caro,(whowasa 
Sugar-baker)and held intelligence with the whole Kingdom: 
inf that aſſoon as the news was heard of the Rebelli- 
on of Valencia and Xativa,and that the Vice-Roy was fled, pre- 
ſently the Citie of Oribuela 8& the Marquiſat of Helche did the like, 
and at length therewas no Citie or Town but rebelled alſo,in 
imitation of /alencia, treating che Gentrie and nobler Citizens 
with the like diſ-reſpe& and tyrannie. And the Gentrie, with - 
Bb 3 their 
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cheix ſervants, arms, goods, and all they could ger, joined toge- 
ther in their King's vice So that Cabich C5 ching _— 

' thie of note and efteem ) there was not one Gentleman, nor 
perſon of any birth or qualitie through chat whole Kingdom 
that ſided with that vile Commonalcie, but valiantly and unani- 
mouſly ventured their lives and fortunes in their Prince's fer- 
vice, although hee was out of the Kingdom , they ſuffered 

tiently their houſes to bee pulled down, their goods to bee 
Fred their towns deftroied, and all to ſhew their fidelitie to 
rheir King. The Citi of Oribuela chole for their Captain one 
Palomares, who made himſelf {o abſolute Lord of thoſe 
people ( beeing but a' poor { Serving-man ) that often- 
times hee drew out five thouſand men into the field 
ro fight, though hee paied dearly for it afterwards, 
The (onfederates, having loſt their reſpect to the Vice-Roy, a- 
greed to loſe likewilethe fear of God. They made a Conſpi- 
racie amongſt them, the reſult whereof was torob and take 
away all the riches of the Monafteries and Churches, Which 
beceing diſcovered, thelloial Partie deſired Dor Ridrigo de Men- 
diſa Marqueſs of Cenete, to take upon him the Autoritie of the 
Juſtice for the King, which hee did, and like a good reſolute 
Gentleman, hee hung upthree or four of thechief Conſpirators, 
and {o the robberie which they intended was prevented, and 
the Cirie quiered for certain daies. But ſoon after the Confe- 
derares marched into the field rowards Deniao drive the Vice- 
Roy out of the Kingdom, Ten thouſand men in Arms /Va- 
lencia farniſhed to that effeA, The Clergie with their Hoods 
upon their heads, and Croſſes in'their hands, ſtood all atthe 
ate of ſan Vicente, and as the Confederates paſſed by them, the 

Prieſts and Friers ſaid tothem , Sirs ! Mſericordia, Miſericordia, 

and they anſwered, ſwearing, Cuerpo de Dios, Tuſlicia, Fuſticia. 

And indeed God's Juſtice Fa abundantly fall upon their 

heads; for the greateſt part of thoſethat anſwered lo, were ci+ 

ther killed in battle, or executed by Juſtice afrerwards, John 

(aro and Sorolla vere Captains of this Armie, The Confede- 

rates having the ſole power and command of /alencia, John

Caro was ſent with a ſufficient force to beliegethe Caſtle of 
(obera,fix leagues from Valencia, which while hee yas batter. 
ing with ſome peeces of Artillerie, Don Geronimo Vigue (who 
at that time was ata Monaſterie of Friers of the order of .Sar 
Geronimo, half a league from the Caſtle) defired to ſpeak with 
him, who, overcom with his perſuaſions and powerful rea- 
ſons, raiſed his ſiege. Which the Thirteen of &e Confederacie 
hearing, took the Office of Captairt General from John (aro, 
and conferred it upon Sorolla. By this time the Vice-Roy,with 
ſome forces, which hee had raiſed, was came to Gandia, to 
ſuccor the Caſtle of Corbera; And Sorolla with his Armie went 
ſeekingthe Vice-Roy: as hee paſsed hee ruined and ſpoyled all 
the places, that belonged to Don Geronimo Vique, becauſ hee 
had perſuaded John Caro to leave the Caltle. Arlaſt coming 
to Gandia, hee met with the Vice-Roy's Armie and gave them 
battle wherein manie were killed on both ſides, but at lengrh 
the Confederates won the daie, *and the Vice-Roy, with the 
Earl of Oliva, and diver{ other Lords and Gentlemen that re- 
mained alive, were inforced to retreat to Denia, whither Sorol- 
la with his men till purſued them, And beeing arrived at a 
rown called Yergel ( one league ſhort of Denia ) Moſſen Bal- 
tazar Vives, Lord of that place, refreſhed them, and afterwards 
conveied them ſafe to Dena, where hee imbarked for Peniſco- 
la, whence they went tothe town of Morella, where they rail- 
ed more men. Sorolla returned to Yalencia, where hee entered 
with his Armie very joiful and content with his conqueſt, By 
this time the Duke of Segarbe Don Alonſo de Aragon was com in. 
to the field wich above tour thouſand Foot,and diverſ gentle- 
men'with cheir ſervants and others on horſ-back, to the num- 
ber of one hundred and fixtie, - whereof was Captain Dar 
Jayme Ferrer, ſon to Don Luis Ferrer, who was Lord Steyvard 
tothe Queen Donia Juana, at T ordefillas. And beeing quarte- 
red at Almenara, a league and half from Monviedro with.intent 
to beſiege it, which was the —_ and moſt conſiderable 
Fort the Confederates had,bur four leagues from, Valencia , no- 
tice Was given him thaxthe enemie appeared with no lels He 
ei

eight thouſand Foot and ſome Horl, fleſhed with their ViQo- 
rie over the Vice-Roy, and recruited with many freſh men 
from Valencia, Whereupon the Duke ſent Don Jayme with the 
Horſ'to diſcover, and according to his advice, hee would fol. 
low' as ſpeedily as might bee with the Foot, This was car- 
ried with ſo much diſcretion and valor, that the Duke 
gave them an abſolute rout, leaving above five thouſand 
men dead upon the place, for which it is called to this 
daie, The field of ſlaughter, This ViRorie reſtored the 
Kingdom, which if -it had otherwiſe ſucceeded , the 
Common People had become abſolute Maſters without 
any contradiction, _ beeing in this condition, the 
Vice-Reoy returned with a freſh ſupplie, and incamped his 
Armie about Alcira and Xativa, The People were ſom- 
what amazed , and ſtartled 'at the rout the Duke had 
given them. Yet thoſe of lira and Xativa marched our 
very ſtrong to meet with the Vice-Roy, and _— him a 
league from the Citie, they gave him battle, the conflict was 
ſo hot,and ſo well maintained on both ſides,cthat it was hard 
to ſaie Which had the advantage, the combate continued all 
daie, and at night both Armies beeing very wearie, and great 
ſtore of men hurt, they wete both glad to retreat, ſeeking re- 
freſhment and medicaments to dreſs their wounded men, 
About this time the Cities of Orihuela and Alicante, with all 
the Towns and Places under their juriſdi&tion , aſſociated 
themſelvs with the People of Valencia, But all the Gentrie 
and perſons of qualitie followed their Governor Don Pedro 
Maſa, who was inforced to quit thoſe two Cities, and the 
Caſtle of Oribwela, whereof hee was Governor, But Dos 
Jayme de Puye, a valorous Gentleman (who was Lievtenant 
y the Caſtle under the Governor ) with fifteen or ſixteen 
men defended himſelf gallantly againſt the furie of the Com- 
mon people, when in their violenteſt heat they killed, burned 
and ſacked the Gentlemen's houſes, The Marquis de lor Ve- 
lex, Don Pedro Faxardo, Adelantado Mayor (that is Lord Deputie 
or Lord Lievtenant ) of the Kingdom of Murcia, having 


notice 
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notice of. the riſing of -Oribuela, levied what: force hee gould, | 
and marched to rehiey the diſtreſſed Gencrie, having order'fi 
the Emperor , to aſiiſt the, Governor / of - Oribuels upon 
occaſions. Don Pedro Maca with his horl; |beeing; joyned 
with the Marquis de los Velez,, the Common People of Ori 
and the: juriſdiction thereof, (who were above eightchou- 
ſand Y marched in purſuit of chem tothe top of a moun- 
rain, called Rajolar, wich intent.to give.them bactle, their in- 
tilligence aſsuring chem that chey were far the greater number. 
The Governor aviled with the Marquis about relieving the 
Caſtle of Oribudl;, which was in grear necelsitie, every one 
of his Troopers carrying in, a ſack of proviſion behinge him, 
whileſt the Marque(s amuled the enemie wich skirmiſhes,for 
hee doubted notto bee back with him time enough! to dil- 
comfit them, "This was don accordingly, and beeing drawn 
' upin Batak, the Marquis ſecured the waie to the Caſtle, 
that the Governor might go thither wich his Horſ,and baving 
pur in his proviſions, return fo,the battle; which was dexte- 
roully and ſuccelsively effeRed, wich the Naughter of above 
four thouſand of the Rebells : Sothe Marquis clearediall the 
Countrie about Oribula, But ſzeing how infected the whgle 
Kingdom was, and what multicudes of people werecom in 
rothe Commoners, encouraged by their ViRorie ( far itis the 
nature of the Common pegple to follow'the ſtrongeſt partie) 
he advanced higher into che Countrie with his Armie, which 
daily increaſed, inſomuch that before hee could reach/alencia 
hee had above eleven thouſand men and thirteen pieces 0 
Ordnance,wherewith hee encamped. at a place called Paterna, 
Within ſight of Valencia , and ſent, the Cirle a Summons, 
which beeing ſurrendred upon Articles,and the Vice-Roy re- 
poſſeſſed of his Command, the Marquis returned with his 
Armie to Murcia. After his departure, + Articles beeing not 
well performed,the Confederates retired themſelvs toXativ, 
wherethey choſe for their Captain one Vicente Pereg,a fellow 
whoſe trade was to gather Acorns. They aſſaulted and 
entred the Fort, ic beeing ill provided, [Beſides theatoremen- 
Cc tioned 
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told hit that hee could write and read in fiveral langge, 
and that if hee pleaſed to grve Hitv any cottperent (i _ 
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rioned, there were diver( ſrdnge preſiges in Valenda of thele 
prodigiots diſorders, amongh others, pon a Tueſiaic the 
27 Of Mair In the evening, a I htnder-bolt tell upon a Church 


batted Fil (ſen de Valthcia, which threw down one ofthe Via. 
Ales, and burſt the Clock in pleces.L\pon a Fridale morning 
in the ſari monch;fell a addon Rorm of hail, wich moſt ter. 
rible'Thunder=claps, after which , in a ground bervvſxe che 
Colritle.of Oliva and Dutchile of Gandia, were found theee 
ſtoties'( which fell from the skie) in colour and make like 
Altnts; Pry Antorio de Guevara Chronicler to his Imperial Ma- 
jeſtie} atid Biſhop of Moydowiedo, reporteth, that hee ſawy one 
of therti hung in a chain in $4nta Maria Church, a league 
fromUkva, which weighed no leſs then five and ewentie 
pounds, The paſſage which 1 am now about to relate is {6 
remarkable, that men cannot bur admire the blindneſs which 
ofleſſed the miſerable people that affteRted theſe novelcies and 
nſlirre@tions, ' There was nothing more certainly known ia 
Spam, then that the Prince Don John ( onely iſſue male of his 
father and mother, the/Catholick Kings, and immediate Heic 
to theſe Kingdorns ) died at Salamanca, to rhe exceeding grief 
and reſentment of his parents and all Spain, and in rhole daies 
there Wis no further [cruple'or queſtion thereof, But ſince 
in thetittic oſtheſe unhappie Commotions,the Confedermeesof 
Valenda'Were'lo beſoted, that a ſirange mean fellow of ao ac- 
comp {Who came in 'a fugitive manner out of Africa, and 
aſvotiated himſelf with cheth') char they received him, and 
beleiving', or ſeerning to believ/him, ro bee che Prince Dor 
Fobn, they (wore dllegeance to him, as King, and hee Com- 
matided/and rulsd over them for ewo years, until hee met 
wicththeend hee deſerved, as ſhall bee ſern hereafter. In the 
year 6f vt Lord 1 $13, a certain Merchant of Biſcaya, named 
Fri de Piivao, of Joh of Bilbo, went to trade at the Citie of 
Oran, In'the ſhip which carried him and bis commodities, 
r, who addreffing himſelf co him, 
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hee would bee glad to ſerv him as his fator, and teach his 
erchant entertained him, and took him ofi 
, thinking himſelf the h 1 


children , the 
board with him at Care 
mari living, that hee had ſo luckily mer with a man © 
abilities to inſtru his children and follow his buſinels be. 
ſides, This fellow was of a low Rature, thin-faced, of a'ſal- 
low complexion, hee had a terrible look, his eles beeingiof a 
black and green color, little hair, and thin upon his head, his 
beard worl” furniſhed ; hee was a man of verle few words, 
in his Converſation ſomwhat too ſtrict and auſtere, ſeterning- 
ly intemperate in his diet,'a great eater, but drank little, hee 
oke Spaniſh, Arabick, and Flebrew, It never was known di- 
realy who his father was, onely hee confeſſed, while hee was 
under the laſh, that hee Was «ſeo ſon, and that hee was 
Circumciſed, but never Baptized,for his father carried him'into 
Barberien the ſame year the Jews were driven (out of (aflilla, 
Hee remained in this Merchant's houſ until the year 
1516, which vvas four years : and to ingratiate himſelf 
the more vvith his Maſter, hee told him, thenceforvvards 
hee vvould call himſelf by his name Fan de Vilvao, 
But the Merchant having occaſion to abſent himſelf often 
from his houl, leaving his wife, children,and goods, all in 
charge with this ſervant, one time at his return from Caſtilla, 
hee was told by his neighbors that Juan de Vilvao, his man, 
was a ſlepperie companion, and that in his abſence hee was - 
too familiar with his wife; others ſaid, hee had abuſed his 
daughter, Hereupon withour any further examination, hee 
turned him preſently out of his houſ; not declaring anie occa- 
ſion,or reaſog hee had for ſo doing, becauſhee could not haye 
his ſervant puniſhed otherwiſe, without bringing his own 
honor in queſtion, At chat time there was a young man Corre- 
idoy of Oran, who not knowing wherefore the Merchant had 
iſcarded his ſervant Jan de Vilvao, entertained him to 
bee his Steward, The Corregldor having a handſom 
young wench, which hee kept privately in. his houſ, ou rs 
\ Cc 2 | 
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Vyaq uſed all means poſsible to gain her acquaintance and 
affeRion, and withall ro'perſuade her co learn; witchcraft ;, for 
among{ other good qualities, this wicked fellawy was a great 
Practitioner 11> nee pan The:young maid, becing little 
pleaſed with hjs ſollicitations, reſolved at laſt co acquaint the 
Carregidor, how hee importuned her, and that hee would per- 
ſuade her to learn witchcraft, but chiefly chat hee had made 
her|ptomile tb give him poiſon, that ſo they two might with 
more freedom. enjoie each othe1's affetion. The Corregidar 
was much ſtartled and amazed hereat; for hee thought his 
houſ and Paramour as ſecure with Juan de Vilvas, as if hee had 
committed herto thecuſtodie of an Funuch, and therefore hee 
did not abſolutely credit her accuſation of him, but after- 
wards obſervirig with a more ſtri&, cic the carriage and de- 
meanure of his>teward, | hee was, corfirmed and fatisfied of 
the truth, eſpecially when. hee found the ſpells and poiſon 
w®: he was to uſe, Hee committed him to the publick Gaol, 
Whence upon a market daic hee was ferch't out, ſet upon an 
Als, wich his {orceries about his neck, and whipped Ck 
all che principal ſtreets of the Citie. [The people were all aſto- 
niſhed that hee ſhould bee ſo cloſe a villain, for every bodie 
had'a very good opinion of him , Afcer this, becdes bealth- 
ed Oran, hee returned into Spain, and diſ-embarked upon the 
Coaſt of Valencia, juſt inthe time of thele diſaſtrous troubles. 


. Hee, by his juggling inventions, begat himſelf a great eſteem 


and credit firſt amongſt the Confederates of Algecira, Aﬀer- 
wards hee came to Xativa, under the name of Don Henrique 
Manrique de Ribera, and bering a ſubtil Impoſtor, and the Con- 
federates ſimple, and beſotted with: paſsion , hee wvroughe 
ſo much upon their -blinde credulitie , that they made 
him! their General, and; by little and little hee fo in- 
veapled them that they held him for their God,and their King, 
VicemePeriz, ( who was-Captain General of the Confederate 
Rebels of 7alencie') made great ſubmiſsions to him, ſaying, 
tha: God had feuz him to give them: libertie, and ther, fo

would procure them much monie and arms, Thoſe of Xati- 
va-adored him as their Redeemer,and called him El Encubierto, 


or the maridiſguiſed, ſaying,God had ſent him for the redreſs- 6! gxutirr, 


ing of the oppreſ5ed People. Hee made them beliey that hee 
was the Prince Don John, Son to the Catholick King and 
Queen deceaſed, and that for certain lecret cauſes and Revelati- 


ons of God's:Judginents, it was convenient for him not to The nowable 


bee publickly known in the world for long time paſt, but 
now fince the aw we; were in ſodiſtrefsed a condition, 
and in ſo great neceſsicie of their naturall King, to own and 
defend them, and ſettle them in the ſame peaceable Govern - 
ment, as they injoyedduring his Father's Reign , hee deſired 
to reveal himſelf unto them, and chart it was God's will alſo. 
This thoſe wretched Confederates beleiving, followed and 
honored him, as it hee had been thejr God, Thus having 
ained the aff<Rtion and eſteem of theſe Rebels, hee conferred 
with divers of the Citie of Valencia, of la Huerta, and other 
places thereabouts, inticing them to pur in execution what 
that Tyrant, Vicente Periz, had alreadie moved, Hee dealc 
likewiſe with ſome places of Aragon, and Catalunia ( which 
| were alreadie tottering and half, arleaſt, inclining to Com- 
' notion, ingaging them, that at the ſame inſtant (if poſ- 
ſible ) as hee ſhould make his Attempts upon Yalencia, they 
ſhould all riſe in arms, and ſecure thoſe parts for him, With- 
in Valencia hee had his ne _ and inſtruments, whom 
hee imployed to murder the Marquis of (eyete, then Govern- 
or of the Citie ; Theſe were ſo faichful tro him in this 

treacherous deſign, that hee wanted not aſsiſtants to conve 
him over the walls into the Citie, whereby hee might the 
better contrive his plot, ſecing the diſpoſition of the place, 
and ( having a more free communication with the inhabi- 
tants ) allure and draw to his byas more complices , to 
ſtrengthen his partie , and execute his wicked intention. 
This was ſo cunningly carried, that if God had not otherwile 
diſpoſed it, the whole Kingdom. at that time rana notable 
hazard of becing abſplutely _—_— The Cizic of Valencia 
| | Cc 3 (as 
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( as 1 havetold you) becing in ſo miſerable a condition, the 
Religious men, with other good and lozal people, went to 
petition the Marquis of Cenete (who then was in the Cam 
to take upon him. the Government of that diſtreſſed Ci- 
tie. Which hee did (like a noble man as hee-was). The people 
expreſſed ſo much contentment and comfort in his preſence, 
that in all the Monaſteries and Churches , they ſung with 
great ſolemnitie, the Te Dewm landamus, and all the bells rung 
out in teſtimonie of an univerſal joie. The Marquis 
was a man of ſuch courage and reſolution , that when, 
throughout the whole Citie of Yalencia, no bodie durſt fo 
much as name God, King or Juſtice, hee took diverl of the re- 
bellious diſturbers and hanged them, So that they began to 
bee affraid, and ſculked in corners. Soon after having notice 
of a band of theſe Confederates, which were fled from Yalen- 
cia, hee marched out againſt them, and meeting them about 
Monviedro, hee brought away their Colors, _— routed and 
put them all to flight. Amongſt diverſ great hazards which che 
Marquis ran of loſing his lite, by the inſolence or treacherie 
of theſe Confederates, one I ſhall give in particular; A mon- 
ſtrous diforderly multitude of theſe wretches becing gathe- 
red together in Yalencla,fell like a furious ſtorm upon «4. Mar- 
quis his houſ, with huge clamorous out-cries and claſhing of 
weapons, not underſtanding each other's minde, nor knowv- 
ing what they would have. The Marquis hearing the noif, 
went down to quiet the tumult, beeing well provided and at- 
tended, but his Ladie ſeeing him engaged amongſt a throng 
of ſuch vile reſpeRtleſs people, and fearing leſt hee ſhould bee 
murthered by them, took fic a fright, that her weak Conſti- 
tution becing notable to reſiſt the violence of that ſudden ap- 
prehenſion, ſhee preſencly expired. Yicente Periz, Captain of 
the Rebells, with a numerous Armie intrenched himſelf and 
planted his Cannon within ſight of Yalencia, where hee re- 
mained ſom time; 1n his Camp hee had a bell, at the ſound 
whereof a numberleſs gang of thievs, ſuch as his Armie was 
compoſed of, ran qut of the Citie to him' : And had not the 
| Marquis 
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quis been very circumſpet, without queſtion they bad 
Cd the Civic ; bur finding litdle probabilicie of effeRiog 
their deſign upon Valeria, they marched towards Monviedre, 
chigpking co make the Viee-Roy rail his fiege thence, bur 
within 'two daics after Monwedro was - ftrrendered to 
him {which was of no laallimportange) for theteby hee 
bad an open and free paſlagexo receiv ſaccour out of (aſtills. 
The Marquis bearing that che Contederazes were marched co- 
wards Manviedro wich their Cannon, and having intel; 
of their intentions, fellowedihem ( but with no conjider- 
able force) and meeting ſome of bis own foot companies, 
which having been much galled by cheixr Cannon/and 11 
ſhot, were reneating rowards Valenciaquitediſheanned, hee 
ſtrove ro 1ncourage them as well as hee could, repreſenting to 
them the ſervice of God and cheir King, burpreyailing nor 
with chem, however hee adyanced and {erupon.the encmic, 
crying aloud, Let the Xing live, and the Traytars die, and with- 
out fear of rheir muskers or Cannon, yehich played fiercely 
upon, him, hee charged into the middeſt of rhem., God 
( whoſe caul. hee fought ) preſerving him, and ftriking their 
baſer hearrs with tcar, infamuchthatheehadthemall at his 
mercic. Yer his nobleneſs. and generohttie was ſuch (though 
_ they delerved it not ) thathee commanded his men (who 
were very bulicia killing ) roforþcar furcher execution, cry- 
jog out, Let them nat die, let them mat die. 3. baving thus qui 
romed thele Mutiniecs,hee rerurned 0 /alencia with the {poil, 
and all their Arcillerie, where hice was repeived wath joy: and 
rears. The Vice-Roy afterwards , being before Xativa, 
with intent co reducer tothe fimperor's lubjetion, the Re- 
bels dealt ſo cunningly with dame of his Souldiers. (who 
{owed| che ſame dilsention jn bis Camp; as-was within the 
Towa) that by canain hgnstheymnderſiood cach others in- 
tentions, \8nd they agreed at one and the fame timdto fall 
uponthe Loyall Partie and muther then ; ,andhaving taken 
. their - Anzlleric, to :flomm /alrucie, ſack it, and Kkill-all-thac 
were forthe Emperor init. Ther IOOns. 
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but there-was nho-remedic. to hinder it, neither in che Vice- 
Roy's Camp, not in” Yalencia; for the Confederates were y 
numerous and the Loyall Perſons but a ſmall Parcie, The 
Marquis, at the intreatic of the honeſt people of Yalencia, 
wenttothe Vice-Roy's Camp before Xativa,where hee found 
more diſorder then was reported, and the infeRion leſs cura- 
ble'-chen” hee imagined. The lign that theſe Confpiratots 
had agreed upon,was, that in che night ata certain hour thoſe 
of the:Camp ſhould cry our , Paie , Pai, Mutinie, Mutinie, 
and thoſe' within'the Citie ſhould anſwer, Paie, Paie, Mutinte, 
Matinje.'' The Vice-Roy and the Gentlemen with him in the 
Camp, defired the Marquis to venterhimſelf, and indeavor 
by going into the Citie, and reaſoning with the people co de- 
fer the execution of this horrid treaſon : Although it ſeemed 
an 'a&t 'of great timeritie ( as indeed it was) for him to ex- 
poſe himſelf to the furie of aTeople ſo mutinous, and bent 
upon miſchief, yer che Marquis valorouſly did as hee was re- 
vired :- And it: was miraculous, how his preſence and fair 
aemets pacified the inhabitants minds,and brought them 
to ſubmit-ro reaſon, The 'Adverſaries beeing mad at the 
ood ſucceſs rhe Marquis had wrought within Xativa, con- 
ſpired how Vicente Periz, their Captain might ſecretly convey 
himſelf'inro che Cicie, and gathering as manie of the people, 
as hee:could, together, apprehend the Marquis, This was 
effected, and Picente Periz-wvith a multicude of well armed 
men went to aſſaulce the-Marquis, who beeing bur ſlenderly 
provided; and-weakly attended , and. ſeeing a ſquadron of 
theſe. thievs advance ' towards him , diſsembled, and 
made as 1 - hee/knew' them+not , asking them thus, Are 
you! wr” \ friends? do you''com 40" ſerv the King? To which 
they:[an{wered- neither 'yea,/nor no, bur ſeemed to bee 
daunted at the-veryfightof the Marquis, Hereupon with 
much:{ceming afte&tion hee ſpake aloud , Nay then my boies, 
Viva el Rey, coivael Rey, which laid, bee fell upon them, and 
tookaway their Arms. . Preſently uponthis the reſt of the e- 
nemies'diſcoyeredthemelys; and beganto hght, diſcharging 


their 
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their Croſs-bows and Musker-ſhots as thick as hail againſtthe 
Marquis and his men, which the Marquis ſeeing, hcecried 
| with a loud voice, O you Traitors! now force is requiſite ; and 
flinging down his ſtaff, hee took a pike, and laying, God 
preſerv the King, and let the T raitors die;hee fell in amongſt them, 
fighting ſo deſperately, that before his men could com to ſe. 
cond him, hee had made them turn their backs, but at laſt be- 
ing over-powered and wounded in the left arm, hee was ta- 
ken priſoner, and carried by the people into the Caſtle, where 
at that time the Duke of (alabria was alſo priſoner, who re- 
ceived the Marquis with much honor, The Marquis was af- 
teryvards put intoa Dungeon under S* George's rower, where 
they kept him cloſe priſoner [om time, thinking thereby to 
make the Vice-Roy, his brother, condeſcend to what they 
| liſted : Burarlaſt hee was releaſed, and perceiving the Coun- 
trieto bee infe&ed beyond hope of remedie, hee retired to his 
own houſ. Thoſe of Yalencia found a great mils of him,and 
ſceing moſt of the people of the Citie becom of the Confede- 
racie, Vicente Periz having poſſeſſed himſelf of Ia Huerta, and 
other places thereabouts,the Jurates,and Chapter of the Church 
called el 4ſſeu, ſent to beſeech him, that hee would bee pleaſed 
to condole the miſerie of that Citie, and bee tender of the . 
King's ſervice. The Marquis was at 4yora a town of his,& up- 
on receipt of this meffage, hee rook his waie towards Valencia. 
Thur{daie 27 Februarie, 1522, the Tyrant Vicente Perez, truſt- 
ingto the multitude of his partie within the Cicie, took the 
boldneſs to enter into Yalencia, with intention to plunderir, 
and kill all that ſhould reſiſt him, and having intrenched and 
fortified himſelf within the walls to thar effeR, it Rruck great 
terrour into the loial partie. But the Marquis, well Armed, 
came to a large place, called la Placa del Aſſeu, and cauſed to bee 
rung that bell which they uſed toring in Uproars, to the end 
all thoſe of the loial partie might repair thither co him; vwwhere 
hee ſtaied until noon, having uſed all fair means polsible to 
pacifie without blood-ſhed the adverſ partie; but ſeeing no- 
thing could avail, hee took a view of his men, and what 
Dd Arms 
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Arms they had ; and finding his no competent force to en- 
counter /icente Perig,, who had made himſelf very ſtrong , 
hee betook himſelf to his invention -and policie, which ſuc- 
ceeded ſo advantagioully, that Vicente Periz.came ſhort of his 
deſign, all his men becing diſ-banded, and returned to their 
bwn dwellings. This was a happie daie for Yalencia, for if 
Periz bis plot had taken, hee had been abſoluce maſter of the 
Whole Citie, andever after, that daie was called the Thutſ- 
daie of Vicente Periz: Yet ſtaying within the Citie hee rallied 
again, and whar with thoſe of Palencia, what with the freſh 
ſupplies which vvere ſent him from Xativa, and Algezira, by 
the diſguiſed Prince Don Juan, or Juande Viulvao, who went 
chither to that purpoſe: Hee was lo fRrongly recruited, that 
hee gave the Marquis Battle in the ſtreets of Valencia, and had 
won the daic undoubtedly, if the Marquis had not ſhewed as 
much policie as reſolution. In the Combate the Marquis pur- 
ſuing Yicente Periz, ( who was glad to take his heels) was 
knocked down by a great pot full of earch, which a woman 
flung from the top of a houſupon his head, which though ir 
killed him not out-right, did flun and bruil him very ſore: 
Hee was preſently taken up again by his ſervants, bur his par- 
tie Gokag him to bee dead, loſt courage, and withal che 
advantage they had gained of the enemie: which hee perceiy- 
ing, aſſoon as hee was com again to himſelf, ran amongſt 
them, ſaying, If the Marquis bee dead, the King is alive. Theſe 
.words put new vigor into the hearts of his deſpairing men, 
who following the Marquis, gave a freſh charge to the Con- 
federates,/o hot, that they were glad to houſ themſelys, which 
proved no Sanuarie; for there they were killed and taken, 
not beeing able to make reſiſtance, Vicente Periz had his head 
preſently Riruck off, This ViRorie quieted the Citie of Yalen- 
cia, vvhich vvas ſo infeRed vvith the poiſon of Rebellion, 
that in the very Cloiſters and Monaſtcries, there was as much 
diviſion and paſsion as elſyyhere; inſomuch that one part 
praied God to favor the Confederates , the other to give the 
Cavaliers the ViRtorie, The diſguiſed Prince exſpeed a 
quite 
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quite contrarie ſucceſs, hoping by the death of the Marquis, 
and the routing of his partie, to reign vitariouſly in /alencia, 
but God, who had otherwile decreed the Event, made him 
likewiſe fall into the hands of the Marquis the 1 g® of Maie, 


1522, who commanded him to bee hanged,drawn andquar- 


tered, and his head to bee ſet upon the point. of Lance. And

TT" He Earl of Salvatierra, and other Mountaniers, infeQed 

the people of the Mountains of Burgos, as far as lava 
and Yitoria,with other places of Ia Rioxa; and Burgos was very 
near revolting alſo, All which. was oppoſed by the Lord 
High Conſtable, not becauſ the Emperor commanded him 


ſo to do (for hee received no orders from his Majeſtie to 


that effe& till afterwards ) but moved with the magnanimitie

enemics were.yery manic and powerful, no lels then, thirteen 
ofthe-moſt conſidergble Cities of Catia, with diverl other 
Towns and Villages, being declared for the CARIgnagrs,

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beſides that many Gentlemen of qualitie & great eftates (much 
animated againſt the Emperor and his Minilters)had inyolved 
chemlelvs in the ſame Intereſt, It vvas an attempt of ſo much 
conſideration and danger, that the other Grandees thought ic 
the beſt vvay ( ſeeing they vverc not able todo oti.erwiſe) to 
fir till and look on, and manic of them adviſed the Lord High 
Conſtable to do the like, But his Ladie Decnia Maria de Tovar, 
onely daughter and heir to Don Luis de T ovar, Marquis of Ber- 
langa, beeing one of the diſcreereſt and moſt magnanimous 
Ladies in all Spain of her time, was not of the opinion of 
thoſe that gave her husband that Counſel;bur ſhe never ceaſed, 
repreſenting to him the advancement of his Majeſtie's ſervice, 
and that for the good of the Kingdom, hee ought to refilt and 
ſupprels the exorbitances of the inſulting Commoners , al- 
though hee put himſelf co the hazard of loling bor life and 
fortune, in regard hee barethe Office of Lord High Conſtable, 
(aptain General, and the ſecond perion of the Kingdom nexc 
his Majeſtie- The Dutcheſs beeing at her own houl at Haro, 
wrote to the Lord High Conftable, her husband, this enſuing 
Letter, which is worthie to bee Chroniclcd. 


The Dutcheſle's letter ro the Lord 
high Conſtable. 


Our Letter I received by Pedro de Velaſco. And my opinion 

is, fince bis Majeſtie from the place where hee is doth what hee 
can, to give you his power and Revenue tere, T hat you determine to 
preſerv it. For if bee loſe his right, no wonder if you, and all thoſe, that 
have done what they were obliged to do, bee diſpoſſeſt of your's ; But if 
you maintain his intereſt, you and his other Servants will bee all ſecured. 
T hat which ( in my judgment) your Lordſhip and the Lord 
Admiral are now to do, is to raiſe men and monie With all poſsible expe- 
dition and trie your fortunes. © I Write to Pedro de Melgola to 
uſe all means and ſhifts, that may bee, to procure you monie, T he 
greater the danger, more glorious is the attempt. Truſt in our Lord 


God, for ſince herein you doe both him and the King ſervice, bee con- 
fident © 
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weſt praying God to preſerv your Lardſhip's 
with more tenderneſs then I wiſh to my elf.

92> ding ( and not without cauſ ) the danger 
wherein they ſtood, deſired the Citie of 
Valladolid to agree and beeall of one heart: for the high con- 
ſequence of the matter wherein they were ingaged,did require 
it, promiſing them that within fevy daies they ſhould ſee che 
Ordinances 
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Ordinances, which with inceſſant labor and watching, the 
Holie Junta had agreed to publiſh and diſperſ through the 
whole Kingdom, whereby they hoped ro make that Repub- 
lick flouriſh, as one of the moſt happie and beſt governed in 
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the whole world. The people were big with glorious hopes | 


of injaying a ſecond golden Age; and thoſe of the Juita were 
ſo well pleaſed with the thanks and applauſ of the People, 
that their Ordinances beeing finiſhed , they reſolved to nd 
them to the Emperor, by two Gentlemen and a Frier, not 
doubting but therefore his Majeltie would confer ſom hono- 
rable dignities upon them. Bur what theſe were, I will not 
mention, onely I may ſay, that hee was ſo incenſed at their 
meſſage, that they held it a great mercie they eſcaped with 
their lives. They wrote moreover a kinde of requilitorie let- 
ter fot the Cities and Towns where their Embaſſadors were 
ro pals, and therein they incloſed their Letters ro the Empe- 
ror, with the Articles and Ordinances, which in the name 
of the Kingdom, they deſired his Majeſtie to confirm , and 
though already I have declared the ſubſtance thereof, I will 
ſer them down in the ſame form they ſent them, that the cu- 
rious and ——_x may read and lee the pretenſions of the 
Commonalties, and what the Kingdom demanded. Leteve- 
ry one judg what reaſon they had, for my own part, 1 will

com the pooreſt and moſt miſerable of all che neighboring 
Kingdoms. : Which did not.onely concern the publick, but 
was alſo particularly prejudicial to his Majeſtie's Roial Patri- 
monie, and which was inſufferable, Thar the deſolation of 
his Majeſtie's Kingdoms, and the exhauſting of his treaſure, 
to his own exceeding inconvenience, and the ruine of his ſub- 


\ jects, was tono'other purpoſe, then to enrich his evil Coun- 


ſellors, and diverſ other perſons ſtrangers, who bare no at- 
fe&tion to his Majeftie, nor had any zeal to advance his ſervice, 
or the publick good, butco build their own fortunes.

Towns that have Vote in Parlament, are aſlembled as becom-

1] "He lodging by Billets ( which is x no Where 
neither amongſt Infidels nor Chriſtians , but in this 
Kingdom ) becing a thing moſt exorbitant, and whence 
have proceeded and do proceed inconveniences and dam- 
mages ſo exceſsive,that a ſmall volume cannot contain them, 
and his Majeſtie's ſubjects ſuffer thereby not a little, aſwell 
in their honors and lives, as in' their eftates, T hat for ever 
henceforth they may bee freed from ſo abomjnable and pre- 
judicial a ſervitude. And thatin theſe Kingdoms no ſuch 
Billets bee given in any kinde, neither by the King's themalelys, 
norany Lords, Noblemen or Prelates whatſoever, and in caſe 
any ſhould bee given, That the People may not bee obliged to 
accept. of them, unleſs with their ownconlents, they paying 
for their lodgings, as ſhall bee agreed upon. with the owners = 
or inhabitants of the houſes, whither {uch Billets ſhall bee 
brought or direted, But in bis Majcſtie's progreſses,. T hat 
lodging and linnen ſhould bee allowed Gratis for thoſe of 
his houſhold and Court, ſo that heeexceed not the term of 
ſix daies in one place, which expired, they ſhould paie for 
their lodging according to the ordinarje, rate and cuſtom.

Majeſtie may —_ by Apoſtolical Autoritie,co order that 
they may bee reſigned and'conferred upon Natives of theſe 
Kingdoms, ſatisfaQtion beeing given to thoſe that are diſpo(- 
ſeſſed of thern, to their full value in other rents in their ovvri 
Countries. | 

Item, in regard his Majeſtie had given away the Archbiſho- 
prick of  aledo, before hee was received and ſworn King in the 
Parlament at Valladolid, Thar his Majeftie may make a nevy 
preſentation of the ſaid Archbiſhoprick, and confer ir upon 
a Native and tnhabitant of the Kingdom of Caſtilla, who may 
deſery ir, becing a perſon of learning and conſcience anſwe- 
rable, a Oivine or Civil Lawyer; for the beſtowing it ott 
the Nephevy of Monſieur de Xewres, contrarie to the Laws of 
the Kingdom, hath been, and is, very prejudicial to the King- 
dom, and the ſaid Dignitie, hee beeing under age, and abſent, 
(and although hee were a Native of the Kingdom, it was not 
fic nor juſttogiveit him). Thar the Revenue of the ſaid Di- 
gnitie vyas tranſported out of the kingdom, wherewith if hee 
were a Native, and re{ident in the [aid d1gnitie, hee might en- 
tertain fnanie Nobles and Gentlemen in his houf, as hath been 
the cuſtom formerly. And if his Majeftie would bee pleaſed 
to gratifie the ſaid Nephew of Monſieur de Xeures wich ſom 
other lands in his own Countrie. it might very well bee 
done. 

Item,chat all Letters of Naturalization whatſoever,that haye 
formerly been given, may bee revoked, and never anie gran- 
red hortafter, Andif anie ſhould'bee granted, although with 
patotic clauſes, and'by ati Red The that they may

bee xCipectively reooived burnat fulfilled.” That there tnay bee 


no 
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no penaktie for the non-performance of anie ſuch fupplication, 
and whoſoever ſhould bee ſtrict therein, may bee apprehen. 
ded and ſeyerely puniſhed by the Juſtices of the kingdom 
where hee was taken. | 

Item, that the Judges, Notaries, and other Officers of the 
Eccleſiaſtical Courts, may not have or demand more fees then 
thoſe of the Secular Courts, .according to the Statutes of the 
kingdoms, Andif, in anie. caſe, the Apoſtolical Autoritie 
bee requiſite, their Majeſties may bee pleaſed to ſend to their 
Embaſlador to procure it from his Holineſs, and ſend it. 

Item, that the Archbiſhops, Biſhops, and Prelates of the 
kingdoms, may reſide in their own Dioceſs the greateſt part of 
the year, whereof, if they fail, thatthey may loſe proportio- 
nably a part of their fruits, to bee emploied for the building or 
repairing of their Churches ; for, by reaſon of their becing ab- 
ſeat, the Divine Service is not performed as it ought to bee, 
That his Majeſtic ſend for a Bull co this effe& from his Holi. 
neſs, within the ſpace of one year. And if his Majeſtie did 
not ſend for it within the laid term, that the kingdom might 
have power to demand it, and take, by his Autoritie, out of 
the fruits of the ſaid dignities, as much as would diffraie the 
charges of the Journie, and ſollicitation to procure it. 

Item, foralmuch as his Holineſs at his Majeſties requeſt 
had ſent a Licence to the Archbiſhop of Granada, purpoſing 
that whoſoever ſhould have his ſaid power ( although ſecu- 
lar perſons ) might judg and giveſentencein ſom caſes againſt 
Prieſts, in criminal matters. That his Majeſtie wonld bee 
pleaſed to cauſ the ſaid Licence to bee enrolled within fix 
months, and ſend a Copie thereof into theſe kingdom, to ex» 
cuſe and ayoid the ſcandals which ariſe thereby. 


Concerning Regidores. 


Hat henceforwards, their Majeſties, or their Succeſſors, 
never give or grant anje Licence to the Regidores, YVeynti- 
quatres, Furades, and other Officers of the Council of Cities, 
Towns or Villages of theſe kingdoms, to live with, or have 
any 
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anie dependance upon Noble-men. That all Licences to this 
effe wharloever, granted in former times, may bee revoked , 
T bat the Laws of - Kingdoms may bee herein obſerved and 
executed, T hat whoſoever ſhall procure, or make uſe of anie 
ſuch Licence, may bee deprivedof his ofice. And that their 
Majeſties diſpoſe thereof, as beeing vacant, but that bee or his 
children may never re-injoy it, 

Item, That the Regidores of the Cities and Towns of theſe 
Kingdoms, who are Lawyers, may not execute the office of 
Advocates, nor plead in the ſaid Cities or Towns, hur for 
them and their Commonalties. *. 


Alienation of Goods or Lands from the Royal Crown, 


Hat his Majeſtie command. effetually to reſtore the 

Towns, Villages, Forts, . Juriſdiions, Revenues, and 
all other Rights whatſoever, toche Ciries and Townsof his 
| Royal Crown, which chey had formerly in their poſſeſsion, 
and which the moſt illuſtrious Queen Donia [ſabel, our Ladie, 
commanded in her will co bee reſtored, And to the end this 
may bee effected, and the wills of the Catholick King Dor 
Fernando and his Queen Donia Iſabel, may bee fulfilled; T hat 
executors may bee appointed with ſufficient power to per- 
form the ſame within ſix months without further delaie. 

Item, to the end this may remedied henceforwards, That 

their Majeſties or Succeſſors, for no'reaſon or cauf, neither in 
paiment or ſatisfaQtion of ſervices, or anie dther waies what- 
ſoever, may alienate anic thing from the Royal Crown or 
Patrimonie, and in caſe anie alienation bee made, that it may 


bee reſtored. 
Concerning Forts and Alcaydias, or Governments. 


Hat the Forts and Alcaydias of the ſtrong holds of theſe 
Kingdoms, may not bee grven to anie forreiners, but in- 
truſted to the Natives and ket of theſe Kingdoms, al- 
thoughthey may produce letters of naturalization, And that 


the ſame order bee obſerved herein, as inthe eg 
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Eccleſiaſtical preferments. ; 

Item, T hat his Majeſtie take awayall command orgovern-.. 
ments whatſoever of Caſtles and Forts, poſſeſied by ſtrangers, 
|  ortransferred by them for monie to anie natives of theſe 

-Kingdoms, 

Item, that Antonio de Fonſeca may bee diſpoſle(ſed of the 
offices and command hee bath in theſe Kingdoms, in regard 
of the great miſchiefs and ſcandals which they ſuffer by his 
occaſion, 

Item, that the Forts and Alcaydias may not bee given toanie 
Nobleemen or perſons of high birth and qualitie. And that 
the Alcaydes or Commanders thereof may take the oath of 
fealtie to his Majeſtic , and give ſecuritic to the Cities and 
Towns where they are, thar, by or from the ſaid Forts,they 
ſhall receiv no dammage or prejudice. 

Item, that his Majeſtie give order forthwith,and every two 
years from this time forwards, to vilite and repair, as occaſi- 
on doth require,the Forts and places of ſtrength upon the fron.

Hat the Cloath that is imported from other Countries 

may bee of the ſame ſize and goodnels, as thoſe which

They went ſeveral wazes, bur neither of chem durſt appear be- 
fore the Emperor, and ſom ſaie,they never came into Hlandes, 
Antonio Vazguez,de Avilaarrived at length at Worms in Germanie, 
which the Emperor hearing, commanded him to bee appre- 
hended and impriſoned in a Fort, but after ſom tine, beeing 
better informed, hee gave order to.releal him, Fray Pablo, a 
| Sancho Zimbrm, who went together, hearing before they came 
to the Emperor, how Antonio Vazquez had been welcomed, 
went no further then Bruxels, Theſe Articles were applau- 
ded and held for holic things amongſt the Commonaltie, they | 
ſaid, The Emperor muſt bee verie cruel if hee did not con- 
firm them, Thar thoſe of the Jana deſerved an immortal 
Crown, and a never-dying fame for their pains and care in 
making ſuch excellent and Folie Ordinances, whereby their

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He Lord Admiral, beeing deſirous to compoſe thele dif. 

ferences and dilorders of the Kingdoms, before they 
broke out anie turcher, reſolved to go and converl with thole 
of the Junta at Tordeſillas, and beeing ar T orrelobaton,hee ſent to 
them, deſiring, that chey would give him the libertie and (ale 
condudct to go to them, Thole of the Junta anſwered, That 
they knevy very well, that his Lordſhip came to {peak with 
them concerning the Commonalties of the Kingdoms, bur 
they deſired him not to put himſelf to the trouble of coming 
thither,until he had diſmiſſedthoſe Gentlemen, with their ſou', 
diers,ont of Medina,and his own lands, & thoſe of the Council 
likewiſe, in regard they diſlerved his Majeſtie, and hindred the 
good of the Kingdom,which don,they ſhould be very gladto 
lerv him;and ſhew him all the reſpe&s duc to his perſon, The = 
Admiral replied, that hee was well contented to Sh all 
thoſe ſouldiers, and {end away all thoſe of the Council,exc 
the Cardinal and the Lord High Conſtable of Caſtilla, who 
were'the Governors and principal men of the Kingdoms : 
Thofeof the Junta would not bee ſatisfied,unle(s they were all 
ſenraway. Whereupon they lent two Heralds with a Nota- 
riepublick,'to require him with great proteſtations, that hee 
fhonld nor permuc the miſchiefs and darmages which might 
beooccafioned/by the Junta, and the Armies of the Adverl 
Partie, - They ſent others alſo with trumpets, to require the 
Lord High Conſtable, and'the Earl of Alva, not to levie anie 
Souldiers , becaul that would-bee prejudicial to the Roial 
Crown, and: hurtfol 'vo the Kingdoms, The Lord High 
Conſtable received thofr chat brought him this meſſage very 
comecouſly, and 'commianided'a dinner to bee prepared for 


them, 
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them ;» After which, hee ſent them tothe Farl of Alva, with 
ewely of his own men on horl-back, The Earl apprehended 
the chief man of chem, commanding him to bee clapt in pri- 
ſon, and afterwards, they laie, hee .cauled him to bee ſtran- 
pled, and gave no other Anſwerto the Junta: whereat they 
were very much diſpleas'd;others laid, T he Earl did likeawor- 
thie Gentleman, for no Law or Word is to be obſervid or kept 
with Traitors. The unfortunate man, whom the Earl chus 

ut co death, had been, not long before, preferred by thoſe of 
the Commonaltie, tothe Office of Chamberlain co the Queen 
Donia Juana, In revenge of which crueltie ( as they termed 
it ) choſe of the Junta commanded the Lord Conſtable, and 
the Farl of Alva, to bee. proclaimed, in manie Cities 
and places of Caſtilla, Traicors, and capital enemies 
of che Kingdom; alledging , That they railed forces againſt 
the Roial Crown, and to the prejudice of the Kingdom, That 
they had made a new Broad-vcal,contrarie to the Laws of the 
Kingdom, wherewith chey did ſeal Orders againſt his Maje. 
ſties Subje&s, and contrarie to all right and Juſtice. 'Thar 
they did favor and uphold thoſe of the evil Counlel; and that 
they had apprehended her Majcſties Chamberlain, all which 
was indil-reſpe&t or contempt of her Majeſtie, and to the pre. 
judice ofthe publick good. And therefore thole of the Jura, 
in order to the ſervice of God,.and the Kingdom, did finde 
themſelys obliged ro declare chem Capital Fnemies, and ac.

the proceedings of thoſe of the Junts, The increaſing of this 
opinion, and their credit with the people , raiſed their 
thoughts to ' things of higher conſequence, and the 
novelties which eyerie daie did produce, were already 
ſvwoln to ſo great a number, and ſpred into ſo manie parts 
that it is impoſsible to relate them ſo cleerly, fully, and diſ- 
tinAly as I would. The pretence of the _ was ſo plau- 
ſible, bearing the ſugared name ( which they gave it ) of 
Libertic, and exemption from unjuſt taxes and evil govern- 
ment, that divers other places , were likewiſe in Arms for 
them ; And it was a miracle that anie place ſtood out : For 
they Gvored and countenanced them that followed their fa- 
ion, and thoſe of the contrarie Partie were perpetually un- 
der the laſh of their perſecution, In Palencia the people mu- 
tinied, and would have killed the brother to their Biſhop 
Mota, with divers Canons, and other Prieſts of the Citie, be- 
cauſ they had given poſleſs:on of the Biſhoprick to the laid 
Meta, whom they extreamly hated. In Alcala de Fenares 
they turned the Governor,and the Vicar-General to the Arch- 
Biſhop, out of the Cirie, becauſ they hated the Arch-Biſhop 
for becing a kinſman to Xeures,and a ſtranger. Medina pre- 
pared to make open War againſt (ocaand Alaejor,in revenge of 
che milchicts and lofles which they had ſuſteined by Antonio de 
Fonſeca, It would bee an endleſs task to undertake to give a 
pr relation of their outrages, what perſecutions, rob- 

eries, and murthers,vvere commicted in each place. Thoſe 


of Segovia did not lie ſtill either, bur were perpetually making 
new attempts againſt the Earl of Chinchon, and the Town of 
Eſpinar, which they aſſaulted and ſacked, as if they had been 
Infidels, carrying away their wives and daughters, ſome of 
whoſe husbands following after the Segovians, ſaid, That if 
their wives went with them beyond a certain ]imir, they 
ſhould keep them for ever. 
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Mentioned in the riling of Barges,the prudenice and courage 
pt the Lord mig Countlable, co detain and ſuppreſs 
che furie of that diſorderly people, had ſhewedjn ing 


upon himſelf the Autoritie and care of admigiſtring J ultice, 
to the great contentment and rejoicing of the Citizens, But 
the inconſtant Vulgar, upon no occaſion, loſt the reſpedt 
which was due to {o honorable a perſon, never conſidering 
how advantageous it would have been for chem to have fulf; - 
_ red themſelys to bee governed by him in ſuch troubleſom 
eimes, That which chey pretended 0 bee the caul of theit 
reſpeRleſs audacitie was , That when Medina del Campo did be- 
liege Mlaejos, Segovia, Salamanca, Avila,and other Cities, having 
al5iſted them with men to deftroiechar. Town, our of the ext- 
ceeding hatred which they bore Autonio de Fonfeca : _ 
would do the like out of revenge of the Merchandiſe 
which they loſt in Medina, by Antonio de Fonſece's burning ir; 

But the Lord High Conſtable ſatisfied them otherwiſe ; And 

becauſ his ſon offered himſelf to bee their Captain, which 
the people imagined hee did onely out of fubtikie and cun- 
ning to amuſe them, or for ſon other by-reſpe&t, they began 
to bee jealous of him ; this ſuſpicion ingeadred a mortal 
hatred, inſomuch that theiy furie grew beyond the bounds of 
moderation and obedience. The Lord high Counflable had 
privately conveyed into his houſ four hundred Lances : 
Which beeing known in the Curie, the Regidores and Gentle- 
men aſſembled, and ſent two of theis companie vw funmon 
him. Hee excuſed himſelf, ſaying,hee was yery ill, and could 
not go to them : But they told him, that they could not bee 


ſatisfied with that anſwer, hee muſt riſe,aad go wich them. 
Ar laſt hee went, and was civilly geceived; beeing com 
amongſt them, rwa of the Aſſemble ia the names of all "_

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xeft, roſe up and thus beſpake him ; Wee are very ſorrie 
and grieved that the honor and affeQion wherewirh this Citie

all chis Citie, which is the chief of Caſtilla) ſhould bee fo 
illrequired, as that you ſhould keep lecrecly in your houſ four 
hundred Lances,”-to deſtroie the you ; wee require you 


forthwith to diſmiſs them, and reſerv onely rwentie ſervants 


about you, if not, the Citie will take their remedie, This was 
not very pleaſing to the Lord Conſtable, but it behoved him 
to larisfie their deſires, Yet notwithſtanding hee condeſcen- 
ded to their wills, che ſuſpicions ceaſed not, neither were the 
le-pacified. Upon our Ladie's daie of September their 
[3 broke out, and all therCommonaltie roſe up in Arms 
againſt him, in ſach a raging manner that they had killed 
him, if hee had not retired co his houſ,, where almoſt two = 
whole daies they kept him beſieged, and Don Diego Sarmiento 
the Earl of Salinas with the Dutcheſs and the Counteſs their 
wives. After this, (ceing himſclf che object of chepeople's 
malice, and every hour in danger to loſe his life 3 hee con- 
dicioned with the people to let him-go freely with all his 
familie out of the Cicie , Which beeing granted, hee went to 
a Town of his called Brivieſca. This example' of the Peo- 
ple of Burgos, made other places commit the like audacities 
againſt their Lords, as Haro againſt the Earl of Haro, Son 
to the Lord high Conſtable ; Duenias againſt the Earl of 
Buendia ; and alſo Naxara againſt the Duke; although that = 
Citie- doth allege and prove that they roſe not for the Com- 
monalie, but for the King, whoſe ſubje&ts andtenancs ( they 
laie ) they are. The Lord high Conſtable beeing at Bri, 
Vieſca, very full of care and ſorrow to ſeethe Kingdom in ſo 
great diſtempers , and fo litcleprobabilicie of any remedie, 
abour''the middle of September arrived Lope Furtado de 


' Mendoga wich diſpatches and orders from the Emperor, im- 


porting thar hee ſhould bee'Governor of Caſtilla and Navarra 
joyntly. with the Cardinal and the Admiral of Caſtilla , Which 
having 
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having, read, hce preſently accepted the Government of the 
Kingdoms : Bur becauſ rhe Commilsion was for them all 
three, hee could not ſo ſuddenly execute the Command. For 
the Cardinal was as yetat Valladolid, and the Admiral in (ata- 
lania , in,the Countie of (abrs, whither the diſpatches were 
ſent to him, who was of opinion to defer the acceptance of 
chat Charge,until bis.return into (aftilla,and to uſe ſom means 
in the interim to agree and accommodate the differences of the 
Commonalties, as you have already heard, Which difficul- 
tie beeing relatedto the Emperor, beeing on the wwaie to Aquiſ- 
gran, Where hee was Crowned ; hee lent other Letters dated 
the 17 Oflober following, with ſpecial command to the Lord 
High Conſtable, that having aſſembled ſom of the Coun- 
cil, hee ſhovld,alone with them, execute the charge of Gayer- 
nor of the Kingdomis, & provide for the remedying of the pre- 
fentdiſorders, until ſuch time as the Cardinal, and the Admiral 
could com to join with him ; which hee did, as ſhall appear 
hereafter.

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TH Lord High Conſtable ſeeing the remedie of the 
Kingdoms to lie upon his account ( although hee was 
much offended with thoſe of Burgos) without ſecking any - 
reparation of honor, prudently endeavored by fair means and 
treatments full of courteſie, toappeaſ that people, and reduce 


\ theminto the Roial waie of doing their Prince ſervice; for it 


was of no {inall importance for him, at the beginning of his 
Government, to gain that Cirie, and ſertle himlelf in it, bee- 
ing the chief of Caſtilla, and a place of ſuch greatneſs, and 
eſteem, Hee kept intclligence wich ſom principal Gentlemen 
of Burgos, by ua i; induſtrie the Citie was fo well diſpoſed 
and Cn that within a ſhort time after, hee became ma» 
ter of ir, This was the firſt ſymptom of the Countrie's

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health, and an Antidote againſt the deſperate poiſon which 
had ſo infefted the whole Kingdom, The Lord High Con- 
ſable, rogerher with the Citie, commuted to the Charge of 
Den Diego Lopez de Cyftro,che government of the Caſtle of Lara, 
with the cerricories rhereof, hee having firſt taken the Oath of 


 Fealtie, as hee was a Gentleman, according to the order and 


manner of Caſtilla, to keep it for the Emperor, From this 
time forwards Burgos began to have an ill conceir of the Zunca, 
diſliking more and more their proceedings, eſpecially their ill 
creating of the Cardinal and thoſe of the Council, and ſenero 


their Commiſsioners to com away from T ordefillas, Aﬀer 


which they wrote to Yalladalid, in teſtimonie of their Loialtie, 
encouraging and perſuading thoſe of that Citie to dothe like, 
in order to their due obedience tochis Majeſtie, and the pacifi- 
cation of the Kingdoms. |

f | homes of Valladolid, beeing ill ſatisfied with the letters 
which they received from Burgos, returned them no an- 
ſwer, eſteeming them people of ſmall reſolution or conftan- 
cie, and not fit to bee truſted, Thoſe of Burgos ſentletters like- 
wile to thoſe of the Junta, telling them manie things by way 
of exhortation and advice,amongſ the reſt, That they ſhould 
leav the Queen in her free [ibertie,to do what ſhee pleaſed and ' 
to let things remain in the ſame condition the Emperor had 
left them,vvith other circumſtances, _—_ were contradidto- 
rie to what for ſeemed to defire, W it 
red, that they Furl Intereſt of the - Kong favored 
the Lord High Conſtable's Partie. Som other places ofche 
Kingdom alſo began to bee more moderate, by the Letters and 
promiles which they received from the Cardinal, and other 
Gentlemen of note. It

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N the Citie of Valladolid the people were {till divided by 

(everal factions, ſome tranſported with a blind zeal, preſsed 

for obedience to thoſe of the Junta, thinking whatſoever 
they ordained was 'goud and holie, 'others delired with no 
leſs earneltneſs that the Lord high Conſtable, with choſe of 
the Council, might bee re-admirted into the Cirie, deemin 
\ hacſoever was enacted without them, to bee wicked and 
unjuſt . And hereupon they ſpoiled and murthered one ano- 
ther, Ike people without ſenle orreaſon. * Whereupon they 
wrote to the Lord Admiral ( who was their Countrie-mani 
and neer neighbor ) giving him account of the troubles of 
the Kingdom , and eſpecially of the miſchiefs which they 
feared would befall that Citie in particular, Whereunto hee 
ſent an anſwer with an extraordinarie ſenſ of ſorrow, to 
ſce the danger whereunco the whole Kingdom was brought, 
counſelling and admoniſhing them to have a care leſt they: 
loſt themſelvs : Moreover, in regard that Citie had been noted 
particularly for their Loyaltie ro their King, and for the re- 
lation hee had to it by his birth, it grieved him to the ſoul to 
ſee it in ſuch extream diſtration , which hee feared 'would 
not bee ſoeafily remedied , with ſeveral other expreſsions of 
affection and tenderneſs for their welfare. Bur Yalladdlid did 
not fer much by his admonitions at that time :'But after- 
wards ( though late ) they were better adviſed, and they 
found in the Admiral the mercie which they did exſpe, as 
ſhall bee ſer down hereafter, | 
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He Lexters from Burgos, with the ſedulous and prudent 

endeayors of the Lord high Conſtable, made thoſe of 
Valladdlid to bethink themlelvs a little, and with a kinde of re- 
morl for what was paſt, to beginto underſtand rea(on, al- 
though the greateſt part ( bur not the beſt ) ſickled bard to 
keep the Citie in obedience to che Junta, to the end they might 
—_— their own ill deſignes. After this the Lord high 
Conſtable ſeat to nocifie his Commilsion to bee Vice-Roy 
and Governor,togerher with the Cardinal and Lord Admiral, 
to all che Cities of the Kingdom, vyhere ic might conveniently 
bee done , which beeing proclaimed , in moſt places was 
obeyed. Whereupon hee {ent to all his kindred and friends, 
ordering them to rai{ what forces they could poſsibly , and 
diſpatched melengers to all the Grandes, and Gentlemen of 
note in the Ki , encouraging and enjoyning them to 
aſſemble, and bee aſsiſtant tro him, And hearing that the 
Prelident,wich others of the Council,were fled from Yalladulid 
in the manner before mentioned, hee ſent for them tocom to 
him , which the Preſident, and ſome of them, did. Afﬀcer- 
wards the Letter coming to his-hands, wherein the Emperor 
Commanded ( until the Lord Admiral could joyn with 
them')' That hee and che Cardinal ſhould govern ; Hee pre- 
ſently began to put his Majeſtie's orders in execution, alin 
means to rail” monie for thelevying and paying of Souldiers : 
For without the force of Arms it ſeemed impolsible to do any 


good ; and therefore hee ſent to borrow fiftic thouſand 


Duckers of the King of Portugal, which hee lent him freely. 
With which monie, and what hee had of his own, or could 
procuire any other Waic, hee raiſed ſome Infantriee Which 
done hee wrote to the Duke of Naxara Don Antonio _— 


Vice-Roy of Navarra for more men, who ſent him five

hundred foot Sauldiers and ſome Artillerie, which hee alſo 
deſired very earneſtly, Hee ſent likevyiſe for thoſe of the 
Guards, who came from that expedition, which vyas called 
De les Gelues , Some of which were readieco pur rhemlelvs 
ia the King's ſervice , others took up Arms for the Junta, by 
the perſuaſion and means of Don Pedro Giron ( who was up- 
on tearms of beeing their Captain General) and of & 
Fiſhop Don Antonio de Acuma, a great ſtickler for the Com- 
monaltie, Alſo hee carried the bulinels with thoſe of Burgos 
in ſuch manner, that they all ſhould bee ingaged in the 
Emperor's ſervice, promiſing them very fair conditions, and 
delivering into their hands Don Juan de Tovar Marquis of 
Berlanga, his ſecond Son, and Don Bernardino de Velaſco, his 
yonge(t Son , as hoſtages, uncil ſuch rime as his Majeſtic 
{ſhould allow and confirm his agreement with them,

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Hileſt the Lord High Conſtable was making all cheſs 

diligences, the Cardinal Role ſecretly our of Yalladolid 
( as you heard already, upon the 20 of Oftoher 1 520, with one 
ſingle Page, and thence hee went to Rioſeco; whence hee gave 
notice to the Lord High Conſtable, and other Grandees of the 
Kingdom,deſiring them to ſend him men,and to repair thicher 
in his favor, which they did. The firſt that cameo him, 
were, the Marquis of Aftorge, who brought wich him the 
26 Oftoher eight hundred Croſs. bow-men,gwo hundred mul» 
ketiers, four hundred men Armed with Targets and head- 
pieces, two hundred Lances, and one hundred Light-horſ: 
men, The Earl of Yenaivene came, the next daie following, 
into Medina, with two thouſand five hundred Foot, and two 
hundred and fifrie Lances, TheFarl of Lemos brought fifteen 


hundred men, The Earl of Yalexcia athoyland, All yyhich 
Noblemen, wich loc of the Coundl, Raied. in Rea wit

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the Cardinal, exſpe&ing more forces. Don Hernando de Vega, 
Lord of Grajal, brought three hundred and fiftie men; and the 
Admiral, Lord of that Town, wrote, hee would ſpeedily bee 
therealſo. The Lord High Conſtable was very glad to hear 
of the Cardinal's eſcape, And according to.his Agreement 
with thoſe of Burgos, hee entred into the Cirie the firlt daie of 
November, and notwithſtanding {ume oppoſition, hee pofle(- 
ſed himſelf of ic. Whence commuaicating by Letters with 
the Cardinal, and other Nobles ar Reoſeco,they concluded fince 
there was no other remedie, that they ſhould carrie on their 
buſineſs by force of Arms; Thar the Rande-vous ſhould bee 
there at Riofſeco, that beeing the moſt convenient place, becauſ 
neareſt ro Tordefillas, where the Junta was likewiſe making 
their Artie, Hee reſolycd ( ic beeing generally ſo agreed up- 
on ) to ſtaic at Burgos, with tuch force as hee thought conve- 
nient,co oppoſe and (upprels the Merindades,wv hich were riſen, 
( of whom the Earl of Salvatierrs, with {mall d:\cretion, had 
made himſelf Captain ) and ſent h:s ſon Don Pedro de Pelaſco, 
Earl of Faro, as Captain General of the.Souldiers and Artillerie 
that were ſent him out of Navarra,and thoſe Horſ & Foot that 
vweere at Medina de Rioſeco. The Earl of Haro departed from 
Burgos about the middle of November, and went to Melgar, 
eight leagues from thence ; Where hee ſtaied ro gather more 
Forces : Don PedroVeloz de Guevaro, Earl of Oniate, Don Garcia 
Manrique, Earl of Oſorno, the Maitial of Fromeſta, Don Alonſo de 
Peralta, and other Gentlemen,mer him there, everie one bring- 
ing as many men as they could raiſ;chence they continued their 
march to Ryſeco, whither every daie came Gentlemen with 
other Forces. Of all which, the Lord High Conſtable gave a 
particular relation to the Emperor. 
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| Phe the very daie that thoſe of the Junta were informed 


of the naming of the two Governors, they thought it was

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rime for them to provide more forces then what they yethad 
raiſed. To which effect they preſently diſpatched Letrers to 
all the Cities of their League, advertiſing them of the grear pres 
parations the Governors were making,and thas they mult fur- 
niſh both men and monie.

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the people, it were no hard matter fot himi to gain footing in 
theſe Kingdoms, Therefore hee affeRtionatel deſired 'them 
all co bee pacified, and to believ, that his Majeſtie was very 
much troubled and aggrieved at theſe ſad occurrences : And 
chat at his return hee. would procure the good of che King- 
doms. This Leer becing read in the publick Aſſemblie of 
Palladelid, did ſufficiently Rartle ſom of them, but they hoped 
for a remedie from heaven, Aﬀter this the Lord Admiral bee- 
ing at Zerbera, wrote another Letter tothem in a manner to 
the lame effect, Which becing heard and ſcen by thoſe. of 
Valladolid , they were aftoniſhed ar the words ard counſel 
wh'ch hee gave tliem therein, nor _— how to anſwer 
his reaſons, nor to what they ſhould attribute his counſels.

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T the ſame time that Valladolid received the Lord Admi. 
ral's Letters, others'vwere brought to them from Barge

what ſpeeches, what faQtions, what paſcions were engendred, 
by the Contents 'of choſe Letters ; finally, what confuljon

wee mult of necelsitic confeſs, that they were valiant. Thar 

there were diverſexorbitancies,outrages and inſolencies com- 

mitzced , What wonder is it amongſt the reſpeRtleſs and liber- 
tine People ? and that the Gentlemen depended more upon 
them,chen they upon the Nobles, who alsiſted them, If wee 
ſee an Armie well diſciplined, the Souldiers (ubje&t and obe- 
dient co their Captains, ſhall wee ſaic abſolutely all thoſe in 
char Armic are Traitors ? — not ; neither is 
K any ſuch great marvel that childreo riſe up againſt theit own 
fachers ; for if wee look back to ſom paſlages of our Coun- Here the 4u- 
crie of Spain, what ſhall wee ſee, but the like unnatural a&i- i, oe 
ons ; the factions of Princes, the {idings of Grandees, and (x £26 of 
private Gentlemen, who-were ſo audacious, as to riſe in arms, frmeh bim. 
againſt their lawful Kings ?and yer they are nor ſo ſported and it. * t® 
fonl as ſoma would make thoſe of che latrer times appear to 
bee. I do not ſaiethisin juſtification of theſe Commonalties, 
bur onely to excuſe, in what I may, my own Nation, andthe 
Gentrie thereof, But to return tothe purpoſe: Nothing was 
lefe unattempted on eithet fide, that might conduce to the 
increa(ing or ſecuritie of theix Partie, You have ſecn in the 
pre- 
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ecedent Book, that the Junta ſent their InſtruRtions to Yal- 
m1 where Don Pedro Girm , and other Captains of the 
Commonaltie,were aſſembled. The time beeing com ( al. 
though the ſeaſon was very ſharp and unfit for an Armie to 
keep the field, becing almoſt in the depth of Winter ) they all 
put themſelys in a readineſs , and in the name of the Junta,they 
wrote freſh Lerters to the Cities and Towns of their Combi. 
nation, to ſend 1nimediately all the forces they could polsibly 
rail; which they did. Thoſe of the Junta, according, to 
agreement, Voted Don Pedro Giron Captain General of their 
Forces, and ſevt him a Commilsion from the Queen,and the 
_— » Thinking that hee beeing a perſon of ſo noble ex- 
tration, and allied ro ſo many Grandees of (aſlilla, would 
gain a great repuration to their Partie; And moſt men were 
of opinion, that Don Pedro Giron*accepted thereof, and wed. 
ded the Intereſt of the Commonaltie meerly for his own ends, 
and that by means of theſe troubles and commotions, hee 
might ger poſleſsion of the Dukedom of Medina Sidonia, 
which ( as hath been already ſaid ) hee pretended was his 
right. This EleRtion did not digeſt well in John de Padilla's 
ſtomach, who, till then, had executed the office of Captain 
General, and preſumed it ſhould bee confirmed upon him, 
and for his ſake, neither the Commilsioners of Toledo, nor of 
Madrid, would givetheir Votes for Don Pedro Join de "Pa- 
dilla beeing informed of all theſe paſſages, before that Don Ye- 
dro Giron came to take his ſtaff, pretending 1 know not what 
occaſion, rode poſte to Toledo; and his men, ſeeing their Cap- 
tain gone, would ſtaie no longer in the Armie, but the nexc 
daie took the ſame waie after him. ——— all 
this, Don Pedro Giron accepted the Charge, and came to T orde- 
files with fourſcore Lances of his own, appointed a Rande- 
vous for his Armie, whereia hee was much alſsiſted by the in- - 
duftrie and diligence of the Biſhop of Zamora, who brought 
to the ſervice of the Junta near five hundred men with 
arms, of the antiene Guards of the Kingdom, ( for thereſt 
were gone to the Lord High Conſtable) hee brought 
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moreover, ſeventie Lances of his own, and almoſt a thou- 
ſand Foot, four hundred whereof were Prieſts of his own 
Biſhoprick, beſides the people of Zamora, whom hee had at 
his devotion , for by fayor of the Junta, hee had driven the 
Earl of Alva out of Zamira, and made himſelf Maſter thereof. 
Every daie came freſh ſupplies from the other Cities, both of 
Horſ and Foot, all well armed, and with them ſom Gentle- 
men and Commanders, From. Salamanca' came Don. Pedyo 
Maldonado, wich about a thouſand Foot : Orher Cities appoin- 
red thoſe who were their Commils10nersin the Junta to bee 
their Captains; As Leon chole Gonſalo de Guzman, ſon to Ra- 
miro Nunez; and the Citie of Toro, Don Hernando de Wika, 
who were cheir Commiſsioners; and ſo. likevviſe did other 
laces, Thus thoſe of the Junta grew from daie todaie more 
powerful, becing refolved to end the buſineſs by force of 
Arms. - Their mouths were all filled with reproachful and 
threatning language.eſpeciallythe Common-people's,who cal. 
led the Grandees and Gentrie of the Countrie, 'Traitors & ene- 
mies of the Kingdom, laying, they had deftroicd & taken away 
their eſtates; (w® availed them nothing)but who can reſtrein a 
multicude ? Amongſt other impertinencieshey ſaid, That the 
Queen ſhould do well to marrie theDuke of Calabria,Don Her. 
nando de Aragon,ſon to Frederick laſt K. of Naples, who, ſince the 
time of the Catholick King, had been kept priſoner in Xativa, 
in the Kingdom of Yalencia , I believ this was onely put up- 
on thoſe of the Junta, and that they neither did, nor t made 
any ſuch thing, Bur the truth is, their palsion was grown to 
ſuch an height, that chey never ſo much as named the Empe- 
ror in their Proclamations, though they had ſworn Allegi- 
ance to him, as their King, but all paſſed in the names of the 
Queen and Kingdom: Inſomuch that the hatred and enmi- 
tie betwixt the rwo parties became implacable , and both 
made all preparations poſsible for a war. In ſhort time thoſe 
of the Junta had put their forces ina readineſs, and equipage to 
march unto the on as was determined, *- |

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'N AOngft thele occurrences arrived the Lord Admiral at 


Medina de Rioſeco, where hee was met and received by 
all the Noble-men and Gentle-men, ( who were com thither 
to the Cardinal ) with their Soulders all armed,and drawn 
up in Batcle-Array, Hee expreſſed much gladnels to lee ſo 
many gallant men, and perſons. of ſuch eminent qualitie : 
Yet hee had no intention, to wade through blood to the ac- 
compliſhment of his deſires, but rather by fair means, if 
poſsible, to ſettle the diſturbed State of the Kingdoms , which 
to effect, hee left no Roneunturn'd, and ar laſt, hee obtained, 
that three or four of the Commilsioners of the Junta ſhould 
give him a meeting at Towvelobaton, where they conſumed five 
or ſix daics in treating , but all his reaſons, perſuaſions, and 
fair promiſes could bringrhem to no reaſon : Before they 
would harken to any propoſition of bis, they demanded that 
the Lord high Conttableſhould renounce , and leav off the 
exercile of Vice-Roy and Governor, which hec had begun co 
execute ; And whileſt the Lord Admiral was thus treating 
| with them, the Jura commanded a Proclamation to bee 
made againſt the Lord wigh Conſtable, and the Earl of Alva 
de Lifta, as is before mentioned, and other Noble-men :; And 
Don Pedro Giron, with the Biſhop of Zamora, had orders to 
dravy their Armie into the field, which was ſcaventcen thou- 
ſand Foot, befides good ftore of horl, and much Arrillerie, 
which had been brought from Medina del Campo. Where- 
upon the Lord Admiral deſpairing of any Peace, proteſted

Hee was no ſooner gone, 
but the Earl of Hiro arrived with his men, who had march.

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Pon the agreement between the Lord Admiral, the Earl of 
| Marko and Don Pedro Giron, the Armie without knovy- 
ing any reaſon whetcfore, marched from Tordebumes and Villa- 
braxima to Villalpando,wwhere,after ſome ſmall reſiſtance, they were 
received and quarteted peaceably. Don Pedro Giron took up his 
lodging in his unkle,the Lord high Conſtable's houſ; All were of 
opinion that Don Pedro juggled, and plaied legerdemain in this 
buſineſs, and ſo ic appeared: by his diſlodging his Armie, and 
leaving the enemie free, beſides bavirig nothing ar alltadoat 
Villalpando. And indeed Don Pedro Giro right well bee ſaſpeRed 
herein, for the Grandees, who were his neer kindred, —_ 
much upon him, as ſhall bee ſeen _— The (avaliers os

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ing.them(dys free from the. incumbrance of that powerful 
Armie, which blocked them up in @ manner, and fioding the 
waie cleer and ſecure from thence to. 7-rdefillas , marched all 
out of Riofeco,ſeizing on all Poſts and Trayellers, that might give 
notice of their approach, making as if they bad a delign upon 
Valladolid, but with as much (peed as an Armijecould advance, 
they went direQly to Tordefillas ; Thole of the Zanta, hearing 
of their coming, diſpatched preſently a Pot to /al/addlid, telling 
them, that the Cavaliers were marching thither with all cxpedi. 
tion, therefore they deſired them to ſend them ſpeedie (uccor, 
But /alladolid having ſent neer four thouſand of their choiſeſt 
men already to the Armie, and hearing that che enemie was like 
to fall npon them, deſired to bee exculed, thinking they might 
better have relief from che Armie, where were men cnough, 
But they beeing in good quarters at Villalpando, were not over- 
haſtie to go to Tordeſillas, for the plot was ſo well laid, that no 
man knew the certaintie of the fi but that which Dox 
Pedro did a little after, confirmed the ſuſpition the world had 
conceived of him, One night the Cavaliers ſtormed the Town, 
having clapt a Petarto the Gates, but finding ſtrong refiſtance, 
the Earl of Haro ſent a Trumpet, to tell them they came onely to 
kiſs the Queen's hands, andato fer her at libertie, and required 
them to yeild ; Whereunto they giving no ſatisfaftorie anſwer, 
the Earl reſolved to farce'them, and cacouraged his Souldiers, 
promiſing them the pillage of the Town. But what by the 
natural ſtrength of the place, what through the courageous reſif- 
anceof the befieged,the Fart loſt above 230 men, betore hee could 
make any breach, The Prieſts, which the Biſhop of Zamors letc 
there, behaved themſelvs very. valorouſly in this Halie caul : One 
amongſ the reſt was particularly obſerved to have given eleven 
men their /iaticum with his musket, from behinde che Battle-

ſhour, and with {ound of Drums and Trumpers, cried all our, 
Vittoria, Vittoria, which ſo animated che Beliegers, that inthe 
ſame,and in other parrs of che Town,they made freſh aſſaults;in- 
ſomuch that the Beſlicged were no longer ableco: refit, The 
Cavalier-Souldiers, becing thus entred the Town, uſed no vio- 
lence to either man, woman, or childe, for that they were for- 
bidden ; but neither Houſes, Churches, nor Monaſteries eſcaped 
from plundering : So that no man had ſo much as a bed leftto 
ſleep upon, unleſs che Souldiers, out of charitie, would let him 
bave any ; which puniſhment they did delerv, for fighting and 
detending their goods no better, after they were engaged, and 
put themlelvs into a poſture of reſiſtance, The Gibe and 
Gentlemen, beecing entred into Tordeſillas, went direQly to the 
Palace to kiſs the Queen's hands, and ſhew- her their due re- 
ſpe&s, they found her with the Infants, her daughter, Dojia (a- 
talina, in her own chamber, whence Don Pedro de Ayala, Com- 
miſsioner of T oledo, had perſuaded her to withdravy during the 
fight; Som ſay, tothe end, that from the wall, ſhee might have 
commanded the beliegers not to ſtorm the Town, others think, 
it was With intent to conveie her thence, and carrie her by the 
Bridg-waie to Medina del Campo 3 -But this eſcape that wyas inten+ 
ded for the Queen, becing attempted juſt upon the catrie of the 
enemie intothe Town, Dor Pedrode Ayala left her, and fled him- 
{elf ro Medina del Campo, Shee ſhewved the Gentlemen cthatcame

things went; onely it is reporced, qhat while they were batrer- 
ing the Town, ſom. of the Commiſiioners becing there, deſired 
that ſhee would ſend a Command tothe Beliegers to deliſt and 
ſhee anſwered , Oper you the gates, and let them in. The 
Earl of Haro ſtaied at the gates, to ſee his Artiierie and Horſ ler 
in until midnight; which done,. hee went likewiſe: to kiſs her 
Majeſtie's as, , Where hee found the reſt of che Nobles, who 
ſoon after,taking their leavs, went to take their reſt; but the Earl 
of Haro ſpent all the night in placing his Guards, and taking

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order for ſecuring of the place. Nine or ten of the Commilzi. 
oners ofthe Cities were taken and impriſoned ; the reſt fled, 
ſom to Medina, others to Valladolid, where they arrived ſo man- 
gled and = that 'rwyas a pitie to ſee them, The Door 
Zujiga of Salamanca, Swero del Aguila, and Gomez de Avila, Com- 
miſsjoners of Avila, were releaſed, at the requeſt of ſom Gran- 
dees, who engaged for them. In this manner was taken the 
Town of T ordefillas , but not the Junta, nor the good will of 
the revolted Ciries, whoſe furie was hercby more enflamed. A- 
mongſt the dead in the field were found diverl dangerouſly 
wounded, and ſom Gentlemen, as Don Diego Oſorio, ſon to the 
Marquis of Aſtorga, who was ſhot through the arm, Don Fran- 
ciſco de la _ hurt in the face with a ſtone, the Farl of Yenaven- 
te wounded in the Arm with an arrow, the Farl of Alva had * 
his horſ killed under him, and diverſ Commanders, and other 
perſons of account. The King's Standard was ſhot and tattered 
with tyyo musket bullers, the Earl of Cifuentes holding it in his 
hand, However, that daie's work was of exceeding great im- 
portance, and was the means of giving a glorious nu, to theſe 
miſerable diſtempers, alchough not ſo ſuddenly 3 For hereby 
the Common people were dilabuſed, the allegations and excu- 
ſes,oftboſe of the Junta, appearing to bee no leſs falſthen mali- 
tious ; for to givea more ſpecious luſtre to their forgeries, and 
gain credit with the People, they cunningly gave out, that the 
Queen was perfectly well, and in her right ſenſes, and thar all 
they did, was by her order ( which was nothing ſo ), whereby 
the blinde ignorant Commonaltie ran themſelys headlong into 
the precipice of thoſe diſaſters, which I have, and hereafter ſhall 
relate, The glorie of this memorable exploit was properly to 
bee attributed to the Earl of Faro's valor, who, contrarie to the 
Votes of divers others, would aſſault Tordefilas; in ſtead of fol. 
lowing their Armie, to ſeek ſatisfaction for having been out-da- 
red by them to fight, and blocked up-in Riofeco, according tothe 
others opinions and propoſitions- 
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t- of Yalladalid were in great fear, when t heard that 


ft 7 ordefillas was taken; leſt the enemie ſhould fall next upon 


them, in regard they had dilobliged the Cardinal,the Councilghe 
Lord Admiral, the Earl of Yenavente, and other Nobles , in not 
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admitting them, and favoring ſo much thoſe of the Junta, that 


it wis generally reported that Yalladelid alone did maintain them, 
Fevy menable to bear Arms were lefe in the Citie, for they had 
ſent! all co the Armie in a manner, but thoſe that were left, ſtood 

their guard, Whileſt Yalladdid was in this fright, came a

becauſthey had ſtopt, and raken all the Meſsengers and Trayellers, 
that might give notice of their march thither, and that when they 
did know it, and were prepared to go ſuccor the Town, news 
was broughtthem, that the Cavaliers were catrying the Queen 
away to Burgas , Which. made them turn: towards Yalladolid, 
thinking that waie to intercept them : And that now beeing at 
Villagarzia, they thought -_ to acquaint them- with their mo- 
ion, to the end they mig] 
rolecute their deſign ; Promiſing, lince that the Cavaliers had 
T ordefillas, and begun the War with fire and ſword, that 
would do the like, if /aadolid was ſocontented. Theſe 
Letters:confirmed the Peoples jealouſies of Don Pedro Giron, inſ0- 
much that rhey curſed him in private and ia publick, ſaying, hee

Moreover, they wrote to yatuaits | 
this effe& to Don Pedro, That in-regard hee had: clouded his re- 8g co 


utation. by not ſuccoriag T ardeſllas, torvindicate-his honor, hee 
forchvvich go: and laie fiege to- it , and ſhewr himſelf 

what hee was ; That his Armie on one ſide, and thoſe of Yalla- 
dalid on the other , beſides the reſt of their Aſſociates , might 


joyntly take their full revenge for ſo inſupportable an _ 
They 
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They wrote in like manner to the Bilhop, and other Captains, 
bur Don Pedro took no great notice thereof, neither did hee make 
any other ſhew, then that hee would go to /alladolid bimlelf. 


Divers diſorderly Captains , like ſheep without-a"ſhephgd), 
with their Companies,came and took up their Quarters at Villa- 


nbla, rrvo leagues from Yalladdlid : Others went to Valladolid 
with their plunder, 'mongſt others, ewo horſmen broughrina 
thouſand Sheep, others fiftie, others ewo hundred Mules, Mares, 
and Carts loaden with linnen, and all manner of houſholdftuff 
taken from the poor Countrie-men, to the value of above chree 
Millions of Maravediz, which they ſold' in the Citie, for lictle 
or nothing ; a Wether was ſold for two Ryalls, an Ewe for one; 
and a Cow for two Duckets ; But the miſchief was the greater, 
in thatthe poor ſhepherds and busbandmen, having ranſomed 
their cattle and goods, before they had gon half a league, the 
Souldiers would plunder them again , ſpoiling and robbing 
friend and foc, as much as they could, By which exorbitancies 
they began to ſee, how mpch better it would have beento have 
ſatisfied their King's demands , although the tax was ſorawhac 
heavie ; Bur ſo great aQts of diſobedience never paſſed long with- 
out ſuch juſt puniſhments : Their outrageous impudence grew 
to ſuch a height, that without any reverence or reſpect , they 
robb'd and ſpoiled the very Churches, as if they had been [n- 
fidels , Women were nor ſecure in their houſes, nor men 
the high wates, © Valladolid, to prevent further diſorder in this 
kinde,Commanded that thoſe ſtraggling Souldiers, which were 
ro the number of ſix hundred, ſhould return to their Colours at 
Villanabla, where their Captains were, and there they gave them 
ten daies paie more to endear them to go before 7 ordeſillas ; 
whither alſo marched, with all expedition, men from Salamanca, 
T oro, and Zamora, in great numbers, thinking to catch the (ava- 
liers in the Climm, Bur they loſt no time in fortifying them<- 
felvs, repairing the Walls, (as was but need) —_—y and 
clearing their Frches, and laying in proviſions of Vituils and 
Ammunition. 
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[Ame ſoon carried the taking of T ardeſillas through the 
| hivork Kingdom , which was diverſly reſented according 
| tothe diſpoſition and inclination of the hearers, as is uſual a- 
mongſt a divided people. Afſoon as notice thereof was brought 
ro-Uuintanilla, who commanded before Maejos, hee raiſed his 
ſiege, and returned in all haſte, with his men, to Medina del Campo, 
fearing leſt that might alſo bee ſurpriſed. The Nobles in '[orde- 
las ſent for the Cardinal, who remained in Rioſeco, with thoſe 
of the Garriſon, Don Rodrigo de Mendoga, Earl of Caſtro, who 
came to Medina de Rioſeco with his men, too late for the expedi- 
tion of Tordeſillas, attended upon the Cardinal thither ; where, 
his Eminence beeing arrived, the Lord Admiral ſolemnly accep- 
ted the Joint-government of the Kingdoms, with the Cardi- 
nal, and the Lord High Conſtable, having firſt tried all means 
polsible to reducethe people fairly to the. obedience of his Ma- 
jeſtie; for after the taking of Tordeſillas, hee ſent Gomez de Avila, 
( who wasthere made priſoner ) making him firſt ſwear to re- 
turn, to treat with Don Pedro Giron, and the reſt of the js, of- 
fering them very honorable Conditions,if they would Jaie dowri 
their Arms and com in. But Gomez, beeing retutned without 
concluding any thing, there was no apparent hope of any ac- 
commodation ; belides, ſeeing that the wn and the forces of 
the Commoners, were retired co /alladolid, ( which was bur five 
leagues from Tordeſallas ) and that it was no time of year to keep 
the field, or beſiege any other Citie, leaving the enemies to them- 
ſelvs ; the Governors, with conſeat of the reſt of the Nobles, 
put all their Souldiers in Garriſon in-the adjacent Towns; For 
divers of their men were gon wy having enriched chemſelys 
with the plunder which they rook: at T ordefillas; The Earl of 
Haro, with ſom choil companies, remained in Tordefillas, for the 
Guard of her Majeſtie's perſon, and defence of the Town, Don 
Pedro Velez, , Earl of Ojate, with ſom Horſ and Foot Companies, 
was placed in Simancas, though the Government thereof belong- 
ed to Don Hernando de Vega, but hee beeing of the _— 

ouncil 
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Council of State, it wasthought more convenient hee ſhould re- 
fide at Tordeſillas, yet hee went thicher ſomtimes himſelf, as occa- 
ſion ſerved, In Portillo (aplace of ſtrength, belonging to the 
Earf of Venavente) was pur another Garriſon, underthe Com- 
miand 'of Don Tiga de Padilla, coſen-germanto the Farl of Yeng- 
- vette. © To Torrelobaton (a Town of the Lord Admiral's ) be. 
tivixt T ordeſillas and Riofeco ( by Which all their proviſions were 
to paſs') were ſet other companies of ſouldiers, beſides thoſe 
which! Db#' Hernando' Enriquez,, the' Lord Admiral's brother, 
had there; in regard that was the waie ro Burgos, where the 
Lord Hig Conſtable was with the Council, with whom'they 
were'to' keep continual correſpondence, Betwixt the Tovens 
which were for the Commoners, and thoſe wherein were Garri- 
fons for his Majeſtie,vvas ſuch killing,robbing and ſpoiling, as if 
they had'been the moſt rnortal enemies in the world,as ſhall bee 
Secured hereafter. Artificers could ger no emploiment ; Husband- 
men could not till their grounds, Merchants had no trafhck, 
Cities loſt their correſpondence with each other , becauſ the 
waies vere unſecure; Juſtice was quite out of date . Ex- 
ciſe, Tributes, Levies, Impoſitions increaſed daily, by 
reaſon of the exceſsive charges of the Armie, the Revenne 
of the Roial Crown ( which they had uſurped ) not- bee» 
ing ſufficient co defraie them. Theſe, and ſuch like , were 
the fruits and profit which Caſtila reaped by their dif- 
obedience : And yet for all their miſerable condition, they 
did not humble nor ſubmit chemiſelyvs, neither would 
they accept of the honorable and adyantageous Conditions 
which were offered them : But everie daie they were 
ſending freſh mien co maintein and foment the War 
from Yalladolid, where thoſe, who caſt the Kingdom 

into this precipice, had taken| up their ſeat. Although 

they were ſo jealous and diſpleaſed at their Captain 

General Don Pezpro Girox, (eſpecially the Com- 

mon people) that they did neither obey nor reſpe him, 

neither did hee hold himſelf ſecure amongſt them , and 

therefore hee left them ſoon after, as you ſhall ſee, 
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He Biſhop of Zamora, and Don Pedro Giron thinking them» 
ſelvs not ſecure in Zaratan, ( which was but a ſmal open 
Village) marched wich their Armie to /Yalladolid ( although their 
coming was not very acceptable to moſt of the Citie). Beein 
there, they quartered thenalelvs in the houſes of thoſe that were 
affected to the King's Partie, making abominable hayock and 
ſpoil; their ſouldiers pulled down the houſes of Franciſco de la 
Serna,and Don Alonſo Nijio de Caſtro, they plundered the houſ of the 
Comendador Santiſtevan , robb'd and ſpoiled all they could laie 
hands on in the Earl of Miranda's houl; and diverſ other miſchiefs 
they did within the Citie ; whereof the Biſhop bering informed, 
hee cauſed many things to bee reſtored, and ſom ſouldiers to bee 
puniſhed, whereby hee gained much good opinion and affeRti- 
on, Two dates afcer their coming thither, they marched both 
Horſ and Foot in goodly order out of the Citie, with intent to 
go to break down the Bridg of Simancas,but hearing by the waie 
. che Earl O7ate, and chole of the 'Town,had ſaved them that 
labor, ( for the Earl had intelligence, that they intended to ſur- 
riſe him there, and paſs thence to Tordeſillas) they wheeled a- 
no to take the Fort of Fuenſaldana, which they entred' without 
any contradiQtion, and having left ſom ſouldiers with a Com- 
mander in ir, they returned to Valladolid the ſame night, giving 
orders to their men to bee ready the next morning before daie , 
which was obeied, and they gave out, they would gain the paſs 
at Simancas, proclaiming war with fire and (word againſt the 
Cavaliers at Tordeſi/las, But Simiancas, beeing ſcituate upon the de- 
ſcent of an hill, the river on one (ide, and a ſtrong Fort on the 6- 
ther, which the Earl of 03ate bad been very careful and vigilant 
in poviding with all neceſſaries, they feared no attempts fron 
_ thoſe of Palladolid. Moſt of, thoſe that marched out of YVallads- 
lid that time, were from Salamanca, T oro, and Zamora; many of 
them fillie ignorant fellows; and their _ not much more 
knowing in Martial affairs, they were ſo long fitting thernſelvs, 
that they made it three. a clock in the Afternoon before they were 
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all our of /alladelid ( which was ten hours after the time appoin- 
ted ); ſo that they were forced to quarter that night at Laguna, 
one league from the Citie, ſom in the Monaſterie of Abropo, o- 
thers in the field vwich the Arrillerie. There fell ſuch a difference 
bervvixt Don Pedro Gironand the Biſhop of Zamora, that Don Pe- 
dro, with his Lanciers, marched to Tudela, but there hee was re. 
fuſed quarters ; ſo hee was enforced to go on to Yillavarez, Next 
morning the Biſhop gave orders to march to Simancas, but ſom 
_ told him, that 'tvyas better to return to Valladolid, and there take 

further advice, The people of Toro, Zamora, and Valladolid had 
likewiſe ſom bickerings amongſt themſelvs , infomuch that eve- | 
5 one would carrie their Artilleric home to their own Cities, bur 
thole of Valladolid, beeing the ſtrongeſt partie, carnied it to their 
Citie without any more ado, which bred much diſcontent and 
heart-burning : and all exclaimed againit Don Pedro Giron, ſaying 
all the ill cheir diſcontented mindes could imagine of him for lea- 
ving them in that manner, which confirmed all the jealouſics 
and ſuſpicions which they had formerly conceived of him. One 
daie, ewely Foot ſouldiers of Yalladdid went out upon a partie to- 
wards Simancas, and about one league from Yalladolid, they met 
with fourſcore Horl of that Garriſon, which made them flie, to 
ſecure themſelys, into a little Tower amongſt the Vineyards, 
where they defended chemſelys until the Alarm was given in Yal- 
laddlid, and the Biſhop of Zamora came out with a partic of Hot, 
and reſcued them , ewo of thoſe of Simancas were killed, and 
the reft, ſeeing more men com from Valladolid, fled all away ; fo 
the Biſhop returned with ſom hurt men, bur loſt not one: Bee- 
ing night, the Citie ( much ſatisfied with his courage in this cx- 
ploit ) ſent out many torches ©o receiy him. The next daie, be- 
cauſ a brother of Franciſco de la Serna's had murmured ſomthing 
againſt the Biſhop, they commanded his houſ to bee pulbd 
down: andin regard the people thronged chither,out of greedi- 
neſs to carrie away the timber, they heedleſfsly cut down the pil- 
lars and poſts chat ſupported it, whereby the four quarters of the 
houſ fell amongſtthe people, killed fourteen or fifteen men, and 
kar diverſ ochers, 
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He Commiſsioners, who fled,at the taking of Tordeſillas,g0 
'& Medinadel Campo, came afterwards to Valladolid, where they 
held their Junta general, concerning the affairs of the King- 
dom. The Lord Admiral, ſceing his Towns deſtroied., his 
tenants plundered of all their goods and cattle, ſince the Cardi- 
nal's departurefrom Rifeco, ſeat them a Letter to Valladolid, pour- 
porting, That ſince it had been God's pleaſure to laie his Judg- 
ments upon the Kingdom, and atflit them with the * piric of Th*%ord 


diſſeation, hee deſired ( tothe end there might bee no more ſpoil- pommyns 


ing nor murchering one another, ) That there might beea Ceſsa- [ou 
tion of Arms, but upon this condition, That whatſoever dam. 7*<* 
mage and prejudice, hee and the Farl of Yenavente had ſuſtained 

in their Lands,by the robbing and violence of thoſeof Yalladdlid, 

ſhould bee repaired, otherwiſe , That thoſe Arms which they 

had taken to offend them, they ſhould take to defend thernſ(elys, 

This Letter becing read 1n the Funta, it was Voted that no an- Their Vote 
ſwer ſhould bee returned, nor any other Letter received thence- the Lener. 
forwards from any of the Grandees. Chriſtmas beeing com, 

they made great preparations to go againſt Tardeſillas ; John de 

Padilla becing arrived with the men of Toledo at Medina del Campo, 

it was moved that hee ſhould beſiege it on one ſide, and the 

Biſhop on the ogher, hereupon were every daie conſultations 
amongſt the Commilzioners, bur they could not determine any 

thing. Ar. laſt it was reſolved, that Jobn de Padilla ſhould bee 

ſeat for to Valladolid, that they might take his advice. The Com- 

moners were far more in number then the Cavaliers, but theſe 

were the beter and more experienced men in matters of Arms. 
Tordefillas chey fortified daily, and furniſhed with all ſarts of pro- 

viſions. Simancas likevviſe was in {d good condition, that the 

horſ of thargarriſon plagued thoſe of Yalladoid in ſuch manner, 

that no bodie could Travel nor keep any Cattle inthe fields, or 

any thing elf, bur they would bee ſure to ſnap it. By ouder of 

the Junta it was Proclaimed in Yalladelid,, with ſound of Trum- 

pers and Minſtrels, thac no Souldiers, = others, ſhauld _— 
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der pain of death, albeit they ſhould meer with people coming 

from the enemjes quarters, unleſs they bore Arms on the other 

ſide, (and in ſuch caſe, they might do what they could ) to the 

end that People might pals to and fro ſecurely, and trade not 
abſolutely bee deſtroied. The like was proclaimed in T orde- 

fillas and Simancas, By this means the waies beganto bee ſom- 

what ſecure, bur not altogether , and the People deſired there 

might bee one good battle, for either (ide falling, the diſpute 
Couragious WOUld bee ended, The ſpirit ang Courage of the Biſhop was 
_— remarkable : One night hee ſallied out of Yalladsid, and went 
of Zamora, LO Palencia, took the (orregidor, the Mcaldes, and other officers of 
Juſtice, and placed others intheir ſteads, hee had an intent to ap- 
prehend Don Diego de Caſtilla alſo, buthee fled. With the favor 

and aſsiftance of the major part of the Cirie, hee called himſelf 

Biſhop of Palencia, for which Biſhoprick hee was preſently 

offred ſixteen thouſand Duckers. Thence hee went to Carrion, 

and T orquemada,in each of which Towns (as in Palencia) hee 

left ewo thouſand men to guard them; ( which the Commo- 

naltie had given him ) hee gave them ftri& orders to bee very 
watchful and :Vigilant, but to offer violence to none, except the 

the people of Burgos, and other places belonging to the (avaliers, 

and from ſuch, hee bid them rake what they could, and paie 
themſelys with the plunder, and tell the people,thatif they came 

a ſecond time, they might thank Godiif they took not their lives 
away as for their goods or Cattle,they muſt exſpe& to have none 

left. This done, hee returned to Yalladdlid, having made him- 

ſelf a King, and Pope- | ; 
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| | þ+ de Padilla marched out of Medina del (ampo towards Valla- 
dolid, with a great number of Foo, paid for a long time, but. 
onelythreeſcore horſ. And beeing arrived at the bridg of Dnero, 
hee commanded his Artillerie to bee-carried up the River to 
Simancas ; At about half a league diſtance, hee cauſed four peeces 
of Ordnance 'to bee ſhot'at the Town, whereupon the Earl of

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in ambuſh, thinking to cut off. Joby, de Padilla's train, but becing 
diſcovered; 'Jobn de Padilla, let flie four Falconers.at them, which 
made chem-loen tura their backs; and! bee purſued them to the 
yery Gates, of Simancas. Thence hee wentto Valladolid, where 
hee was ſalemanly received wich the applauſ and contenc of the 
whole Citie, making as if hee were:the father of them all, in 
whom they repoſed all theirtruſtand confidence, And there 
hee was made Captain-General, although thoſe of the Junta 
would have given that Command to Don Pedro Laſſo de la Vega, 
but the great credit and eſteem which Jobn de Padilla had gotten 
amon f the Souldierie, made them decline that reſolution, The 
Earl of Haro, having intelligence. of John dePadilla's march to 
Yalladdlid, had an intent to ftop his waie, to which effe&, hee ſent 
for Don Geronimo de Padilla to Simancas, with thoſe men hee had. at 
"Portillo, but beeing upon his departure informed{ for certaiti, that 
ſome of T ordeſillas ha& given John de Padilla notice of his deſign, 
and that they had agreed, aſſoon as the Earl was gon with his 
men one waie, John de Padilla ſhould com another, and fall up- 
on Tordefillas , where moſt of the Inhabitants were for the 
Commonalrie, and deſired nothing more, then the cfteRing of 
this plot ; Hee changed his former determination,and Raied to 
ſecure T ordefillas, After this:, they bad intelligence that in a 
place called Rodilana, berwixt Medina del Campo and Valladolid, were 
quartered five hundred Souldiers of Salamanca, who beeing ſo 
neer Medina, thought themſelvs ſecure,and kept no guards, here- 
upon the Lord Admiral, and the Earl, conſulted how to beat 
up their quarters,and deftroie them. Don Pedro de la (eva, bra- 
ther to the Duke of Alburquerque, a valzant Gentleman, under- 
took the execution of this deſign,and with fevy more,then what 
the enemie was ſpoken to bee, hee marched one night to Rodilana, 
and falling in ſuddenly upon them, hee killed and took moſt of 
them, the reſtfled. Five or fix daies afterthis, the Earl of Faro, 
having received other intelligence, that in a ſmall Town called 
la Zarga , fix leagues from T ordefillas, where arrived (even or 
eight hundred Souldiers from Segovia, Hee inchargedthe ſame 
Don Pedro ( who was his Coſen German ) becauſ hee had been 
ſo ſuccelsful before, to go and ſurpriſe the ſaid Souldicrs, giving 


him 
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him two hundred horſand hve hundred Foot to that effect. Dm 
Pedro, with thoſe men, matched all'night, and (going a grear 
league about to avoid Medina del Campo, hee let upon them una- 
wates, & though the ſaid ſouldiers retir'd fighting into a Church, 
Dom Pedro followed them ſo cloſe, that entring perforce after 
them, hee killed and wounded many of them, and brought al- 
moſt all the reſt priſoners to Tordeſillas ; which was held an ex- 
ploit of great valor, conduR, and importance, 
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Jn 4 Padilla, the Biſhop .of Zamora, and other Captains of 
the Commonaltie negle&ted no opportunities of advancing 
their Intereſt, and infeſting the adverſ partie, It was concluded

| amongſt them, that John de Padilla, with the two thouſand five 


hundred men hee brought from T dedo and Madrid, ſhould pitch 
his camp before Cigales, ( a ſmal Town belonging to the Earl of 
Venavente, ewo leagues from Valladolid ) and if they did not receiv 
them willingly, tharthey ſhould force their entrance, but thoſe 
of (gates received them without making the leaſt oppolition, 
and lodged them in their houſes, thinking no harm. At mid- 
night ( which was a baſe unworthie action ) the Souldiers gave 
the alarm through all the Town, and beeing in arms, they took 
all their Hoſts, (who had ſo freely given them quarters) and all 
the reſt ofthe Town, and having manacled and diſarmed them, 
not leaving them ſo much as a {word or dagger, they put them 
all incothe Church, and ſet a ſtrong. Guard upon them, ſaying, 
They did ſo to ſecure the place, becauſ it belonged to an enemie. 
Thethird of Janwarie che Biſhop marched again out of Yallado- 
lid at midnight , with ſom companies of ſouldiers, direRly to 
Palencia, his new Biſhoprick, where hee ſtated ſom time, after 
which hee gave out, that hee would return to Yalladdlid, but hee

1519, until 1522 ; In which year 
God brought his Majeſtic back into theſe Kingdoms : which 
returning to their obedience, and becing acknowledged by their 
King, God raiſed them to the magnificence and glorie where-

On Franciſco de Veamonte, by order of the Lord high Con- 
ſable, ſurpriſed and poſleſſed himſelf ( finding no great 
reſiſtance ) of the Town of Ampudia, or Fuent Empndia, belong- 
ing to the Earl of Salvatierra, who was then p aying the mad 
murinier in the mountains of Alaya, and could by no means bee 
reduced to the Lord high Conſtable, The Commoners to gain 
favor with che Earl of Salvatierra, determined to retake Ampudia, 
To which effe&t one night in the ſaid month of Fanuarie, John 
de Padilla, and the Biſhop, made an alarm in the Citie of Yala- 
delid, cauſing proclamation to bee made, thatevery houſ ſhould 
fargiſh a Souldier,to go with Job de Padilla as far as Cabegon, for 
the expedition of 4mpudia, in regard they had intelligence that 
five Companies of Foot and horl were marched out of T orde- 
fillas and Simancas, to take it from the Earl of Salvatierra, who 
was a great ſupporter of their caul, But the Cayaliers for the 
better accompliſhment of their deſign, ſent ten Scouts before to 
diſcover, = ride cloſe ro Valladolid, whom thoſe of the Citie 
perceiving, wry ſallied out,and gave not over the purſuit of 
them, until they had recovered Simancas. By which means the 
the reſt went © ncly on to Ampudia, without receiving the leaſt 
hindrance from Yalladolid, who were diverted by thoſe of. Si- 
mancas, Fobn de Padilla, With great ſtore of men, one whe 
Cannon, and three or four field-peeces, marched to (abegay and 
Cigales,from whence he ſent back again all the men of Valladolid, 
onely two.

Cavaliers ſeeing they were but few, & the enemies manie, and 
ſtour-fighting men,they quired the Fort,leaving in it a Governor, 
with 60 Horſ,8& ſom Foot, & getting out at a private Sallie-port, 
they fled to. the Tower of Mormojon, one league diftant from Am: 
pudia, whereof when John de Padilla had notice, hee followed 
them with his whole Armie, and beeing arrived at Mormojon, hee 
found they had made themlelys ſtrong within the Caſtle, which 
was ſcituate upon the {ide of the Mountain called T oroge, ta- - 
wards the Champain. John de Padilla's ſouldiers were all lo ani- 
mated, and deſirous to grapple with the Cavaliers, that making 
a furious on-ſet, and burning down the gates, they were juſt en- 
tring the Town, when all the people came out in Procelsion, 
the Prieſts with their robes, and Croſſes in their hands, and the 
wornen, and children bare-footed , fell upon their knees wirh 
tears,and humble ſupplications to Jobn de Padilla, that hee would 
not ſuffer them to bee ſack'd or plundered: Burt his men cried 
out) No, no, let us ſack the Town, At which words John de Pa- 
dilla earned himſelf rowards his ſouldiers, ſaying, T ake notice, 
Gentlemen, onr intention is not to ranſack or deftroje any people, eſpecially 
thoſe. who are not ca{pable : by which, and other ſuch like plauſible 
ran guage, hee pacified the furious greedineſs of his ſouldiers, 
and perſuaded them to do what hee pleaſed : which done, hee 
told the people upon his word ,,no man of his ſhould offer 
them any violence, but they muſt bring a thouſand Duckers to 
content his Armie, and ſovear to beetrue to the Commonaltie , 
whereunto the poor Townſmen, out of fear, ſuddenly conde- 
ehdegd, and Jobn de Padilla quartered all his men there, but with 
expreſs order, that they ſhould paigfor every thing,except Pro- 
vender for thejr Horſes, which the people were yrilling to give 
them. Soon after, John de Padilla commanding one half of his

ſince you die in ſo juſt and Holie an enterpriſe. John de Padilla would *"" 
not ſuffer any dammage or hayock to bee made of any thing 
within the Fort, nor ſtand to batter it much without, becauſ the 
Earl of Salvatierra had written to him, to take it with the leaſt - 
prejudice to him that might bee, Thoſe of the Commonaltie 
were very well pleaſed arche taking of Empudia, and Fobn de Pa- 
dilla's Armie increaſed daily, by che confluence of people to him 
from the Beberrias. The Bilhop of Zamarg departed 50A Emn- 
pudia, to Mongm, thence to Maga, ſpoiling and doing all the 
miſchief hee could to.chole of the Cavaliers partie ; Hee cauſed 
Magariegos, and other Towns, to bee ſacked, inſomuch that hee 
was almuch dreaded.as fire, in places that were not able to reſiſt 
him. Burin Yafladvlid they found great miſs of him, to defend 
them fromthe incurſions of thole in garriſon at Simancas.

T the time chat moſt of the Cities of Caſtilla declared for 

the Commonaltie, in the province of Alava, and Citie of 
Vitoria, that opiniou was not generally received nor allowed, al- 
though ſom hid take the libertie to ſpeak over laviſhly, eſpecially 
againlt thoſe of the Council, In «his ſeaſon was brought to 
the ſaid province, atid Citie of Yitoria, a Letter from Burgas 
wherein char Citie (a9 the chief of Caftilla ) deſired thoſe of 
that province to ſend two perſons (whom they plealtd) to 
confer with them ac Burge, At the ſame tire, were bro 


other Letters from the proyince of Guipuzcua, and the —_—

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of Biſcaya,deſiring that they might all unite together, The Citie 
of Naxara and Town of Haro deſired, that they would aſvi(t 

them, againſt the Lord high Conſtable,and the Ouke of Naxara, 

who, they ſaid, did tyrannize too much over them , Yitoria re- 

turned civil an{wers to all, Burgos onely excepted, to whom they 

would not write, becauſ they made themlelvs their Superiors, 
in ſtyling that the Metropolitan Citie of Caſtilla, for the Citie of 

Vitoria did preſume that they and their province of 4lava, were 
abſolute of themſelvs, without any dependencie, or relation to 

Burgos, as their Head, But they ſent John de Alavd (who at that 

time was Merino Mayor, that is, Chief Judg of Vitoria) to ler 

their Embaſſadors underſtand, by word of mouth, the prehemi- 

nence of that Countrie, and that they could not condeſcend to 

the Union which they deſired, for they underſtood, that Buygos 

had ſhaken hands with their obedience to his Majeſtic, and they 

would not bee participant of their diſloialtie, T his anſwer was 

no leſs unexſpected then unwelcom to thoſe of Burgos, About 

the ſame time, ſome Fowns of the Province of Guipuzcoa, in- 
te feed with the Common Contagion, fell foul upon the Cirie of 
. Countrle 0! Fan Sebaſtian, becauſ they would not approve of their extrava- 
gant opinions, cutting down and ſpoiling their Orchards, ( for

Bur prevailing not there, they wrote, and held correſpondenee 
with divers other places, by means of Pedro Ochoa de Santa Maria 
de Mondragon, ( a (ubtil fellow ) who was their Mercurie.

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unworthie diſpoſition ſhee was enforced to ſuffer, Whereupon

preſs Command from his Majeſtie was ſent to Diego Martinez de 
Alva, Deputie general of that Province, to ſee the ſaid order 
unQually obſerved , who deſiring to execute this Command 
the Autoritie and means of the Council, the Earl thought to 
counterpoil that power, by making the Commonaltie of his 
fide, who did him little good in this Pay although thoſe 
of the Junta ſent to that Province, and to the Citie of Yitoria, a 
Jadg, called Antonio Gomez, de Ayala ( who aftervyards was execu.

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Mat theſe Occurrences came an Expreſs from the Lord 
High Conſtable, with Letters, notifying co thoſe of Vite- 
ria, and the Province of Alava , the Orders which his: majeſtie 
had ſent him, encharging him with the Government of the 
Kingdoms, and commanding all his SubjeRs, to obey bum as 
their Vice-Roy and Governor, But thoſe of Alava, beeing much 
inclined to the Earl of Salvatierra, ſaid, That they were upon a 
certain agreement with thoſe of the Province of Guipuzcoa,whith 
becing concluded, they would obey as far as they were oonged. 
. But the Deputic Diego Martinez, and all his friends, received the 
ſaid notification with due reſpe&t, The Citie of Yicoria rerurned 
an anſwer to the Lord High Conſtable, but would not give him 
 thecitle of Governor ; whereupon ſom words paſſed betyveen 
Jobn de Alava,& the reſt, who bade him,in ſcurvie terms,go out of 
the Aſſemblie, bur he boldly anſwered,Get you gon, like Traitors 
and Rebels; for which words, they cauſed him to bee apprehen- 
ded, In this interim,a Prieſt, from the Earl of Salvatierra, deſired to 
have conference with thoſe of the Afſemblie: which the Depurie, 
Diego Martinez, knowing, privately ſtole out from the reſt and laid 
hands upon this Prieſt, clapt him in priſon, and having opened 
his packer, hee found ſeveral Letters to Friers, and other particu- 
lar men, deſiring them to induce the people ro denie their obedi- 
ence to the Governors, This bred a main diſorder, and libels 
were [cattered about by the people;yet Martinez, 6 Pedro de Alava, 
with all choſe of their kindred andalliance, reſolutely determi- 
nedto maintein his Majeſtie's Intereſt, preſsing and requiring all 
the reft to ſubſcribe alſo to his Commands, if not,they proteſted 
againftthem, Ryling them no otherwiſe, then Rebellious and 
diſloial Trairors, Of all which proceedings, they ſent informa- 
tion tothe Lord High Conſtable, and hee to the Council Roial, 
( who then reſided at Caſtroxeriz ). Thoſe of Yitoria, ſeeing their 
fidelitie brought into queſtion, reſolved roſubmit, and ſent their 
Letters to thatefte&, promiſing all obedience to the Lord High 


Cofiftable, beſeeching him to pardon their former extravagan- 
cies 
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cies and inconliderateneſs, and that hee would give order tg 
bura choſe Informations, which Diego Martinez, de Alava had 
ſent to him againſt them, which hee did. So by the diligence and 
reſolution of Ciezo Martinez.de Alava, and other Gentlemen of his 
name and familie, the Cirie of Yitoria was reduced, and continu- 
ed afterwards their Loialtie and obedience to his Majeſtie, All 


theſe paſſages were in the year 1520, and the beginning of 1521; 


The Lord High Conſtable, _ that no reaſon would (atisfie 
the Earl of Salvatierra, endeayored to do him what miſchief hee 
could. Hee took from him the Town and Caſtle of Empudia,and 
put a Garriſon of his own therein, who (as you haye heard ) 
were again forced to quit that, and other places, by Jobn de Padil- 
l:; In which time the Earl of Salvatierra, having picked up a 
number of people out of the Merindades, beſides his own ſervants 
and ſouldiers, hee led them as far as the Monaſterie of San Sar 
* alvadoy de 03a, with intent to go recover Empudia ; but beeing in- 
formed there, that the Biſhop of Zamora had already taken it, hee 


changed his reſolution, and turned his Forces towards Yitoria, The Bari 


threarning to burn it tothe ground, if they did not renounce their 
obedicnceto the Lord High Conſtable, and deliver the Deputie 
Dizgo Martinez, and his brother,into his hands, TheCirie,bee- 
ing not alitcle itagger'd and affrighted at theſe high menaces ſent 
meſſengers tothe Farl, with great ſubmiſs:ons, which ſo much 
abatcd his furie, that all the month of Janwarie, 1 521, they re- 
mained unmoleſted, |

Ht Majeſtie's Royal Council beeing at Brivieſca, and heat- | 


ing what notable ſervice Don Pedro Xuarez, de Pelaſeo,Lord 
of Cuſcnrrita, and Dean of Burgos, had done his Majeſtic in that 
Citie, and how couragioufly hee had behayed himlelf, they ſeat 
for him, Don Pedro not knowitig what danger might befall, 
took about twentie Gentlemen and ſervants on horsback with 
him, all well armed, with green Coates over their Armor, that 
no bodie could diſcern any Lig beſides the hounds and hawks 
they carried with them, made no creature luſpe& any other, then

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that hee went out to take his pleaſure. Beeing arrived at Byi- 
vieſea, the Council gave him order to ſubdue the leven Merindades 
of old Caſtilla, who were uP in Arms. Whereot Don Pedro 
would have excuſed himſelf, ſaying, That it was not ſuitable 
with his Coat to command Souldiers, ( for hee went inthe 
habit of a Prieſt, by reaſon of his Deanry, ) But thoſe of the 
Council anſwered, that although hee were effetively a Prieſt, 
( much more having onely the habit of one) hee ought to change

ſervice of God and the King,was ſo much concerned. Don Pedro, 
ſceing it was in vain to expoſtulate any further, reſolved to pur 
their Commands in execution , and conſidering hee was the 
Lord high Conftable's Son, diſcreetly valiant, and beloved of 
every bodie, many Gentlemen, and perſons of qualitie, cffered 
themlelvs to venture their fortunes with him. Beeing arrived 
within a league of Medma de Pumar, ( which was hard by thoſe 
Commoners, whom hee went to ſuppreſs) they had intelli- 
gence of his approach, and forthwith diſpoſea themlelvs to give 
him battle ; Don Pedro, though hee had nothing neer ſo many 
men, reſolved however to conquer them, or die in the combat , 
So having paſsed over a wooden Bridg, hee gave them ſo hot 
and furious a charge, that they quickly a, their backſides, 
and ſcattering themlelvs in a diſorderly manner,they ſought their 
ſecuritic amonglt the Craggic mountains, hee purſued them as 
far as hee could, and ſtaid ſometime, thinking they might rallie, 
but hee heard no more of them, So hee returned Victorious, 
and loſt not one of his men.

N the month of March, of the ſame year, the Lord High 
Conſtable, ſeeing that they exceedingly wanted Artillerie, in 
regardthe Commoners poſleſled all that which was in Medma 
del (ampo. hee gave order to fetch away that which the Catholick 
Kings had in ffore at Fuente Ravia. Don Sancho de Velaſco was 
preſently diſpatched chither,vvith Commils1on to bring the Mu»

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Vitoria, and ſo to Burgos, The Junta (then at Tordeſillas ) ha- 
ving intelligence hereof, preſently ſent to adyertiſethe Earl of Sal- 
vatierra,that hee might prepare forces and intercept the Artillerie , 
Who u'ed ſuch diligence , that in ſhort time, hee had raiſed, 
amongſt his friends and tenants,above ten thouſand men, And 
a Gentleman named Gongalo de Varahona,Captain of the ſaid Earl's 
forces, went to the Merindades,and of thoſe men which Don Pedrs 
Xuarez, de Velaſco had routed and diſsipated, hee rallied ſo many 
as made up the number of almoſt fourteen thouſand (the like 
Armie was never known to bee raiſed in thoſe parts, in ſo ſhore 
atime) with theſe men hee took the Munition that came by 
land ; and hearing that the Artillerie ( which was ſeven great

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T He Abbat of Santa Pia, and Fray Diego de Ana, a Domini- 
TY Frier , becing perſons, whom the Earl particularly

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eſteemed and effeted, went to him in his Camp, deſiring and 
conjuring him not to enter into the Cirie, So falling upon a 
Treatie of agreement, hee demanded, that they ſhould denie their 
obedience to the Lord High Conſtable, and that they would de- 
liver unto him the Deputic Diego Martinez de Alava, with his bro- 
ther, and certain others of his kindred. 'The Cit:zens believing 
that if thoſe Gentlemen were out of the Citie, the Earl's furic 
might bee the better appeaſed, earneſtly deſired them to abſcne 
themſelvs, which they did, and carried their wives and families 
with them to Trevino, a Town belonging to the Duke of Naxa- 
ra, Where they exſpeted Don Mamrigque, his ſon, with ſom forces 
from Navarra, The Citie beeing in this perplexicie, ſom who 
had relation to Don Alvaro de Mendoa, Lay of Mendeoga de Arriva, 
( who was an intimate friend with the Earl of Salvatierra ) be- 
leeched him for Don Alvaro's ſake, not to uſe any violence to that 
Citic, Bur hee briskly anſwered, That they had not peiformed 
their promiſes to him. Ar laſt, to ſatishe him, they concluded, 
That hee ſhould enter, with his colors flying, at the gate of Arri- 
aga, and march out again at the gate of Santa Clara. Whilſt this 
was arguing, com's El Licenciado Aguirre, ( who was one of the 
Council) ſaying, That they ought not to open the gates to the 
Earl of Salvatierra, and that whoſoever ſhould do ir, were Trai. 
tors, Thoſe that were preſent-gave him a very rude anſwer, 
and had laien violent hands on him, if Lope de Xuago, and ſom

ſtrous haucie and terrible diſpoſition, Irhappenied, when thoſe vairre. 


of the Junta ſent to him, deliring him to wage War with the 
Lord high Conſtable, and intercept his Artillerie, that hee then 
was with his Armie before Briviefca, and withoutreturning any 
anſwer to their Letters, hee preſently raiſed his ſiege, The 
Mclengers of the Junta thought thereby, that hee had no intent 
to at according to the conrents of the Letters, which they de- 
livered him, and were veryangrie, faying, That hee did onely 
make a ſhew of favor and friendſhip to them, for now the 
Commoniltie having need of him, hee would do nothing for 
them. Thele words were brought to his ears, whereupon hee 


wrote to the Junta,and to Valladolid exprefsing much diſtaſte and ai tee 


anger, that they ſhould harbor any ſuch thought of him, ſaying, 
thar hee came not of the race of any pedling imercenarie fellows, 
nor of Traitors, but lineally was deſcended from the ſtock of 
the Loyall Nobilitie of the Gotriſh King's of Spain, This mur- 
muring againſt him, by thoſe of the Junta,did ſo diſtemper him, 
that the blood guſhed our at his noſe and mouth for meer anger, 
and caſt him into a ſickneſs, which had like to have coſt him his 
life. Afterthis,hee ſentto the Junta, and Yalladelid, deſiring them 
to have a care that his Town and Caſtle of Empudia, ſhould not 
bee deſtroied, nor ſpoiled in the re-taking, alchough hee knevy 
the King would not ſuffer him to enjoy it.

He Gentlemen of /itoria, who were retired at Trevino, ſent 
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notice of their deſign, ſhewved them a pair of nimble heels, 
Becing entred into. the Town, they went preſently to his hou, 
which having chroughly ranſacked, they burned to the ground, 
which done, they returned to la Puebla, The next daie arrived 
at Trevino,Don Manrique de Lara, the Duke of Naxaras eldeſt ſon, 
with two thouſand Foot, and fourtie horſ, Hee, and the Depu. 
tie, with the reſt of the Gentlemen there, reſolved to go to Vi- 
toria and inflict condigne puniſhment upon ſome of the faci- 
ous, and encourage thoſe of the Loyal Partie. The Inhabitants 
of /itoria, beeing unwilling to receiv ſo many ſouldiers into the 
Citie, ſent meſsengers to T revino, deliring Don Manrique not to 
bring þis ſouldiers thicher, but they could not prevail. So thoſe 
men which Doz Manrique brought, and the Lord high Con- 
ſtable's, entred all into Yitoria, as alſo the Deputie with all his 
kindred, The next daie, becing Fridaic, Don Manrique marched . 
to the Towa of Salvatierra, which was the Earl's, and took it 
with the Caſtle alſo, both which, hee gave the Deputic Diego 
Martinez, charge to keep for his Majeſtic, leaving him ewo hun- 
dred ſouldiers ; with the which Diego Martinez marched from 
Salvatierra, to a place called Gawuna, where the Farl had another 
ſtrong houſ;,which having burnt, hee returned to'Salvatierra, and 
Don Manrique the Sundaie following, went back to Yitoria. The 
Farl ſceing they had taken his Town of Salvatierra, and burnt 
his other ons, went to the Valley of 2uartango, and railed 
four thouſand eight hundred men with his ſervants. Hurtado 
Diez de Mendoga, hearing this, came to Yitoria, and advertiſed Don 
Manrique of all particulars ; Whereupon hce preſently marched 
with his men to Qyartango, The Earl ſtaied notto make him 
welcom, but fled with all his men to the mountains ; So 
Don Manrique's wen 'pillaged all the Valley, burned down the 
Towers of Andagoya, and Morillas. Thence hee marched to- 
wards the Merindades, where hee did no great harm, the people 
ſubmitting themſelvs to him, onely hee burned ſome houſes of 
Gongalo Varahond's, thence hee went to Burgos, where hee joyned 
his forces with the Lord high Conſtable, who was then prepa- 
ring for the battle of Yillalar. Gongalo Varahona, and one Captain

and made their peace with the Lord high Conſlable;, at che

Artns, beGdes wo 
hundred Souldiers, ) The Lord hjghti Conſtable ſeat thena' from 
his Towns of Haro, la Puebla, and SartYicentt| ewo hundfed and 
fifrie men more, beſides two troops, of light tiorſ-men. Hee 
ſent moteover Commilsions of Captains General of the Moun- 
rains, and thoſe parts, to Martyn Ruys, de Avendano y de Gamboa, 
and to Gomez, Gongalez, de Butron 'y de "Mugica. . Upon. receipe 
whercof Martyn Ruyz, de Avendano came to Vitaria, and with 
che men of thy Citie, and thoſe thatcame from other places, re- 
ſolved ro peer ic Farl battle. Hereupon the Deputie Diceo Mar- 
tinez, de Alava, tepaired [ſpeedily to Salvatierra, to defend that, in 
caſe the Earlſhould miake any attempt upon it, - Beeing arrived 
there, hee would have ſent his Son to the Caſtle 'of Berneds, 
whereof hee was Governor, but the Townſ-meni would not 
ſuffer him, and offced to apprehend him, whereupon there. 2- 
roſe great diſorder, and hee was enforced to retire into the Fort. 
Divers of the Townſ-men, having telation to the Earl, were 
very deſirous that hee ſhould repoſleſs it, and therefore ſent him 
intelligence privately, that Diego Martinez, and his Sons,were in 
a manner priſoners, and that nov was the onely time for him' 
ro fall upon the Town» - Whereof hee becing very well pleaſed, 
made alithe haſte he could from 2uartango to Salvatierra,but was 
met in the waig by the horſ of Yitaria, who took ſome of his

Thoſe of the Junta ( diverſ 
of them beeing indifferently well inclined, and ſeeing Don Pedro 
Laſſe, who was" one of the principal amongſt them, lean thar 
waie ) were ſo far from diſſenting, that without further delay, 
they appointed him, and Alonſo de Guadalaxara, Commilſkioner of 
Segovia, to go in their names to T ordefilſas, giving firſt notice to 
the Cavaliers thereof,” and wiſhing them to [end their Agents to 
Prado, as was agreed, both giving ſecuritie and pledges that their 
Meſſengers ſhould 7 without danger or moleſtation. This 
was concluded on Fridaie, March the 10) 1521. On Saturdaic 
night following atrived at Yaſladolidthoſe whom the Governors 
ſent for pledges ; but thoſe who'were againſt this Treatie, ha- 
ving conſulted-vvith John de Padilla, wlio likewiſe did not reliſh 
it, gave order to thoſe upon the Guard,. not to let any _ the

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Citie thar came from Tordeſallas, but totake away their Letters, 
and ſeiz upon their perſons: Inſomuch that a meſſenger with 
a Paſs for them, beeing com to Yalladdlid, the Guards would 
have apprehended him, but hee was ſo circumſpe&, that hee 

ot clear of them, and returned to Tordefillas. This was not done 
y the general conſent of the Junta, bur onely by thoſe which 
were againſt the Treatie, andthe reſt of the [uta maryelled that

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Ef [hams - beeing thus diſcompoſed, the Captains of the ſe. 
'K veral Cicies,with the Biſhop of Zamora,and Fohn de Padilla, 
agreed to draw all their forces into the field, to ſtop all corre. 
ſpondence berwixt Valladolid and T ordefillas , that the Treatie 
might not go forwards, and to deſtroie and ſpoil all the Towns 
ar houſes they could,thit belonged to any of the Gentrie in Tox- 
defillas, With this reſolution the Biſhop of Zamora, Fobn de Þa- 
dilla with his Toledians, John Zapata with thoſe from Madrid, Joby 
Bravo, Captain of the Segovians, and Franciſco Maldonado, who 
commanded the men of Avila and Salamanca, went to the Funta, 
deſiring that they would appoint a Captain General over them, 
all, _s it is reported (out of craft, thereby to render him more 
odious to the Common People ) that they preſs'd to haye that 
office conferred upon Don Pedro Laſſo, which plot was imputed 
to John de Padilla, vvho never was Don Pedro's friend, The Zunta, 
to ſatisfie them, did name Don Pedro, but hee deſired ſom time to 
think upon it, before hee would accept it, and thoſe that bare 
him no good will, began to divulge his becing made General, 
in adiſparaging manner, ſaying, It was more honor then hee de- 
ſerved, in regard hee had given them ſo much reaſon to ſuſpe&t 
his Gdilitie, for holding correſpondence with the Governors to 
ſell them, and that John de Padilla was much more fix for that 
Command, This was ſo much buzz'd amongſt the peagle.that 
they began to murmur highly again(t Dex Padro, Themntinis:

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growing to ſuch an height, that Don. Pedro, and his friends, not 
thinking themſelys ſecure, prepared to make reſiſtance, in'caſe 
they ſhould aſſault them in their houſes, as ſom gave our they 
would, ' And ( they ſai) the very ſchool-boys, inſtrufted by 
their maſters ſo to do, ran crying up and dowa the ſtreets, Ler 
Jobn de Padilla bee General, and not Don Pedro Laſſo.

Iluftrious Sirs / | | 
' 7 Ee received a Letter from you, whereby any man of the leaſt 
judgment or underitanding may plainly ſee, that your aFtias do 
abſolutely contradift what you expreſs in words, And for a further mani- 
feſlation, that the peace which you any: direaly oppoſite to your aFFual 
proceedings ; you have introduced an abominable War in theſe Kingdoms, 
wider the nation of obedience to their Majeſties, battering and forcing the 
ce Where the Queenreſuded, ſeixing om, and impriſening ber ſervants, 
and the Commiſsuoners of the Kingdom, permitting ber Court to bee ran- 
fack't, the Chyrches to bee robb'd, women violated, the high-waies ſlop- 
ped, the Fuſtice of the Kingdom ( which was the Chancerie ) to bee ta- 
ken away,and other horrid things, which never were ſeen or beard of before, 
Whereby experience ſheweth u3, that the offers of Peace, which you have 
and do inake us, are onely forms, and a policie to wearie out, divide and 
procure the utter deſtruuftion of the Kingdom. Beeing ſore aggrieved at, 
and for the diſſerviees,dammages and troubles which cur Sovcreign [ ord the 
King, & his Kingdoms have, and do daily fuffer and ſ.eing that with this 
diſſembled T eace which you cunningly publiſh, may bee brought to ruine 
.and perJitim,wee are inthe mine to perſevere in that which Wee have be- 
gun, and maintein the name of faitbful and loial ſubjefts, in diſcharging 
or duties to our Sovereigns, and in executing What Wee are obliged to per - 
form to our ſelvs, and our Countrie ; not forgetting what's paſt, "wee ſuf-

And terror ofthe Beſieged ; who ſent tothe Lord Admiral,com- 


plaining very much of Yalladdlid, ſaying, That onely that Citie

killed on both fides : A man could not peep aboye'the wall, buc 


hee had preſently a bullet, or an arrow in his head: yet the Ca- 


yaliers 
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valiers ſtood out manfully; but beeing not above four hundred 
Foot, and ſom few Horſ, they were not able to defeng them- 
ſelvs, and withſtand the continual aſſaults of the Enemie, ha- 
ving no intermiſsion nor timeto take any reſt, beſides proviſions 
began to failthem, Joby de Padilla having raiſed ſeveral batce= 
ries againſt the Town, at laſt one of them made a breach, where 
(whil'ſt the beſieged were defending themſelys in another part 
of the Town ) thoſe of Yalladohd entred with their Colors , 
they ſacked the Town with the greateſt ctueltic in the world:they 
killed the poor laboring men, becauſ” they could not give them 
what they demanded, ſpilled all their Wines, breaking the tubs 
in pieces ; they plundered the Churches, ſtripe the Altars, and 
broke-open the Tombs, thinking to finde ſom hidden treaſure 
therein. Finally they did ſuch things,that the moſt ſavage bruits, 
who have not theule of reaſon, could not do worl,; reſpein 
neither humane things nor divine. Next daie beeing Wedneſ- 
daie, they fell to battering of the Tower, which defended it ſelf 
ſtoutly, but beeing full of women and children that had retired 
themlclvs thicher for ſecuritie ( who feeling it ſhake at everie 
ſhot that hir it ) cried our, fearing it would fall upon theit heads, 
and having nothing to eat, it was ſurrendered upon condition to 


ſecure all their lives, and half their goods, Thus Jobn de Padilla jus & te 


took T orrelobaton, which was no inconſiderable piece of ſervice, — 


Hereby hee gained himſelf much reputation amongſt the Com- 
mon-people,it beeing but three leagues from Torde/illas,whetethe 
Governors, With all their forces,vwere, The Towns which ſtood 
for the Commonaltie,made great ſhewys of rejoicing for this Yi- 
&orie, The Lord Admiral,and thoſe that were. with him, were 
cruelly netled hereat, and beeing vexed more for their honor's 
ſake, then forthe importance of the place, they reſolyed to bee

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communicated his errand to Don Pedro de Ayala, and Don Her- 
nando de Villoa, ( whom hee fortnd died in grain for his purpoſe ) 
and forthwith they gave order, that the Junta ſhould aſſembleto 
hear the 'meſſage that Alonſo de Ortiz brought from Toardefillas, 
Which beeing heard,and the Articlesand conditions of the Truct 
being almoſt concluded, and the time for the continuance thereof 
limited ; ic chanced that Fray Pablo and Sancho Zimbrai (who cat- 
ried the Articles of the Kingdom inro Flanders,toget them gran- 
ted and auchorized by his Majeſtie, as hath been alreadie menti- 
- oned ) arrived at Valladolid : And hearing that they were about 
a Treatie of Ceſſation of Arms, Fray Pablo preſently ſent notice of 
his arrival to the Junta, defiring them that they would not con» 
clude of either Peace, or War, or Truce, until hee came to give 
them an account of the employment, _ which they had ſent 
him into Flanders. Hereupon that buſineſs was ſuſpended until 
the evening : And then the Cornmiſsioners of the Kingdom 
beeing ſet againe , Fray Pablo came and gave them an account 
of his jouraie, and what hee had done. Amongſt other rela- 
tions, hee told them, that when hee came into Flanders, the Em- 
peror was gon into Germanie, whither hee and Sancho Zimbron in- 
rended to follow him, but by the waie hee was informed that 
his Majeſtic had given order (if they came into. Germinie) to 
have them hanged ; Whereupon they went no further, More- 
over, that hee knew that his Majeſtic was ſo diſpleaſed with 
thoſe Articles, and ſo incenſed againſt thoſe that had any hand in 
the making of them, or in railing thoſe Commotions in the 
Kingdom, that at his return into Spam,they ſhould bee all ſeyerely 
puniſhed , notwithſtanding any engagement or promiſes the 
Governors had made to the contrarie in his name. This infor- 
mation the Frier gave the Commiſs1oners of the Kingdoms, be- 
ſides divers other particulars, which aretoo tedious to relate. In 
concluſion, hee told them that his advice was, that they ſhould 
contract neither Peace nor Truce with the Grandees, bur ſtand 
firm and unanimouſly perſevere in their former reſolution. 'So

one to the other in what concerned them for their defence, and 
have ſufficent aſfurance chat the agreement made with chem 
| ſhould bee performed. Wherefore his opinion was, that they 
ought not onely, not to grant the Truce which was deſired, bur 
couragioully to perſiſt in the War, until they had deſtroyed the 
ds and made the Commilsioners of the Kingdom with 
the Junta, Lords of the Countrie. Notvwichftanding this diſ- 
courl of Fray Pablo, the Commilsioners commanded Ortiz to 
continue the Treatie. After all this, it hapned that the Frier 
fitring next to Ortiz,, and taking him to bee a Commiltioner of 
ſom Cirtie, thac was com to the Jura ſince his departure, hee be- 
gan to repeat ſom thing of his diſcourſ to the other Commiſsi- 
oners, but chiefly harped upon the Emperor's intent to puniſh the 
Commoners, notwithſtanding any pardon the Governors 
ſhould promiſe them in his behalf, Whercupon , not well 
brooking his ſpeeches, Ortiz asked him how hee knew the Em- 
peror had any ſuch thought : Hee anſwered hee was told fo, 
Then Ortiz could hold no longer, but with a voice that might 
bee heard by all in the room, ſaid, That hee wondred that a 
man of his coat and gravitic , becing a Doctor of Divinitie, 
who ought to give good example, ſhould poſitively faic a thing 
of ſach importance. ( as that which hee had verified to thole 
Gentlemen in theſe words, ( That notwithſtanding any pardon the 
Gavernors ſhould grant, confirmed by his Majeſtie, thoſe who had raifed the

Other high language and threatnings they uſed, which put Ortiz 


in a bodily fear. The Commilsioners with ſmooth and flat- 
tering words pacified them in fuch ſort, that they went quietly 
awaie. + Which done, Ortiz, thus ſpake unto them, Gentlemen, 
If becauſ I came hither upon your words and affurance to treat 
of the Truce, this ſtirand combuſtion hath been raiſtd, rather 
then che people ſhall turn mee out of the Citie, I will depart ;

On Pedro Laſſo, and Alonſo 'de Guadalaxara, Commilgioner 

of Segovia, were all this time at the Monaſteric of the Dy- 
minicens, Without T ordeſillas, treating of Peace with the Cardi- 
nal and Lord Admiral, But upon the taking and ſacking of 
Torrelobaton, the Lord Admiral beeing very much difpleaſed, the 
 Trextie was broken off for a while; yet out of the great deſire 
hee had to (ee the Kingdom ſettled, hee fell to treat again of the 
Peace, And beeing agreed upon ſom Articles, it was the gene- 
ral opinion of them, that the Ceſſation would conduge auch to

ges, andcertain Forts (then in their hands ) as pledges of their 
performance thereof. -Tnſomuch that their ſtanding upon ſuch 
terms, deftroied abſolutely all hopes and probabilitic of Peace. 
Yet hoping thattime might produce ſom berter effe&t, it was re- 
ſolved beforethe Truce was fully expired, to procure a Proroga- 
tion ora renewing of it ; to vyhich effetthe Embaſſador of Por. 
tugd, and Don Pedro Laſſo, taking fom graveReligious men vvith 
them, the laſt daie of the Truce vvent to Torrelobaton, and gave 
Jobn de Padilla, and the other Caprains,an account of all paſlages, 
who, whether not willing, or 'not having the power to grant 
their deſires, agreed ( although the Truce was out) to go to 
Zaratan, where thoſe of-the Junta aſſembled to treat thereupon.

That the like 
was done by the Foot in the Loyal Armie alſo, but of horſ they 
had a ſufficient quantitie, Thatrhe Armie remaining in Torrelo- 
baton, was reported not to exceed two thouſand Foot, and three 
hundred horl, That Jobn de Padilla and thoſe wich him were up- 
on their departure thence, having a great defire to com to Siman- 
cas, where they preſumed at leaſt a thouſand more would com to 
them from 7alladolid, out of revengeand hatred to thole of that 
Garriſon, and to ſecure themſelvs from any further dammage, 
That'monie began to grovwy ſcarce amongſt the Commoners, 
and that their ſouldiers were ill paid. That the ſame diſcal was 
amongſt the Cavaliers, yet they had ſomwvyhat fſalved that ſore 
by - the ſale of thoſe Noblemen's and Gentlemen's plate that

remar{ of Conlcience into the people's hearts, and the Cities ac- 
knowledging their errors, returned to their obedience unto him, 
whom God bad giventhem for their King, ſerving and loving 
him, as ſhall bee leenhereafter, "During the fore-mentioned oc- 
currences , Franciſco de Mercado, Corregidor of Medina del (ampo, with 
ewentic horſ ( which in thoſe daies were called Eſquiers ) and 
other perſons, who by command of the Junta were'coming to 
Valladolid .at the pals over the River Duero ( which is two leagues 
from Yalladalid and one from Simancas) they were encountred by 
a partie of one hundred and fiftie light-horſ of che Earl of 
Orate's, who were going to leck adventures : Four of thoſe 
of Medina were killed upon the place; Franciſco de Mercado, the 
Maſter of the Ordnance, and two more were taken priſoners, 
and cargied to Simaucas, Notice hereof becing given at Valladolid, 
they Rat out a ſtropg partieto reſcue them but it wyas too late, and 
the Corregider of. Medins ( who.was immediatly releaſed again )

"Proc chiefly incenſed the mindes of all the Commo. 


naltie vas, that before the time of the Truce was expired, 
there was ſetup ( they knew not by whom ) inthe marker 
place of Yalladolid, a Prodamation made and (igned by the Go- 


vernors of the Kingdom, wherein they named divers Citizens of 


Valladolid, T dledo, Salamanca, Madrid, Guadalaxara, Murcia, Segovia, 
Toro, Zamora, and all the reſt of the Commonalties, to the 
number of five hundred perſons, and ſom Gentlemen, declaring 
chem Trajrors, Violaters of their fairh-ro God andtheir King, 
and calling the Biſhop, and Jobn de Padilla, and other Officers of 
the Commonalrie, treacherous enemies to his Majeſtie, This 
vas diſpatched in Burgos, and proclaimed with great ſolemni- 
tie before Anton Galſo, Chancellor and Secretarie of his Majeſtie's 
Council then at Burgos, and diverſ other perſons of note. The 
names of the parties mentioned beeing very many, and that im- 
porring lirtle or nothing to the ſubſtance of the Hiſtorie, I ſhall 
not trouble the Reader therewith. 
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Alladdid, in revenge of this Proclamation, ſer up againft 
Vie, and the reft of the Commonalties, the next daic 
after it wyas found in the market place, they paſted upon the door 
of Santa Maria Church ( which is now che Cathedral ) a Paper, 
with a dire&tion to the Cite of /alladid, animating chem to per-

And if they 
were ſucceſsful, the War would bee at an end, - peace and plentie 
vyould encrea, the libertic and publick good of the Kingdom 
enſue, and the name of Traitors remain upon the Conquered, 
yvho never vyould dare to face them again: This, vvich ſom o- 
ther things to the ſame effe&, vvas the ſubſtance of that Paper, 
vvhich the Common people read vvith great content and ap- 
plaul, crying it T exceedingly, and ſending copies of it through 


the vvhole Kingdom. 
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Jo de Padilla's ſtaying lo long ar T owelobaten was very prejudi- 
cial tothe Commonalties 5 for beſides that hee loſt many men, 
hee gave the Cavaliers time to recruit. and ſtrengthen themſelys 
. notably; whereas queſtionleſs if hee had fallen upon 7T ordeſillas 
aſſoon as hee had taken in T orrelobaton, hee had driven them to 
extraordinatie ſtraits, But he remained there hugging himſelf - 
with that ſmall vitorie, and the applaul. of the people, which 
hee had thereby procured : Hee fell to repairing the walls which . 
hee had battered down, as if hee intended to make that the 
ſeat and reſidence of his Armie , which laſted not long after. | 
The Cities of Toro and Zamora ſent him ſom freſh ſupplies, 
whereof the Cavaliers having notice, they ſent out a Parti of

But ſeeing the Power and ViQorious proceedings of Don *-

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they capitilated with him, and promiſed obedience to his Ma- 
jeſtie, ( yer ſo lictle conſtancie there is amongſt the Vulgar.) af- 
ter cheir agreement, they revolted again, declaring. for the Com-. 
monaltie, as before : and not contented with this; ſeeing one of 
Don Antonio's Captains paſs by the Town, with ſom ſheep and 
other cattle, which hee had taken in the configes of T oledo, ch 
ſallied out to the number of three hundred men, and reſcued the 
Prize, forcing himto flie : whereupon; the next daie Dor Dies 
de Caravajal, who was quartered two leagues thence at Almana- 
cid, marching out with his Horf, joined wich Don Hemando de 
Rebledo,vvho had the Command of ſom Foot companies, whom 
Don Antonio, at the inſtance and perſuaſion of Diego Lopez de Ava- 
* tos, Comendador 'of Mora, had ſent to keep them in aw, and make 
them ſtand co their conditions ; who advancing togeth:r to the 
very walls of the Town, ( which the Inhabitants had made as 
ſtrong as they could ) ſummoned them ro deliver it. for his Ma- 
jeſtie, and give them a peaceable entrance : But they ſturdily re- 
faled, calling them Traitors, and reviling them in baſe injuri- 
ous terms, accompanied with many musker ſhots, and arrows, 
Don Hernando de Robledo, and thoſe with him, enraged at this un-' 
civil treatment, entred the Town by ſtorm, and forced the Inha- 
bitants to retreat co the great Church, wherein they had put all 
their wives and children, having fortified it, as they could, and 
damimed up all che doors but one, which, though open, was 
barrocadoedluftily, and in it they had ' wr7s ewo Fawkenets, 
with ſom barrels of powder for their defenſ. Don Hernando bee- 
ing com thicher with his men, required thoſe that made good 
the Church to ſubmit, whereunto they anſwered with a ſhot 
from orie of cheir Guns, which killed a Corporal of h's : where- 
at his ſouldiers growing deſperate, without any order or com- 
mand, preſently fetched a great quantitie of ſprey, or havins; 
which they heaped againſt the other doors, and ſer firetothem, 
thinking when che doors were burned dowh, to enter into the 
Church, Bur the fire coming to the barrels and the tubs yphere- 
with the doors were barrocadoed” onthe inſide, made fiich a 
blaze, chat the; timber of 'the Church taking fire thereveith; all 
was immediately of a flannie; and the poor ages:

He Biſhop of Zamora was not idle all this while, hee had 
as great a fire, in a manner, as this, within himſelf, Hee 
went to T dledo diſguiſed, and alone, having left his men tyvo or 
chreeleagues off the Cirie, but,becing arrived, hee made himfelf 
known,whereupon the people preſently flocked to ſee him with 
great eagerneſs, by reaſon of. the high value and eſteen1 which 
hee had acquired amongſt-the Commonalties. The Citie made 
exceeding demonſtrations of joie for his coming thicher, and

Valladolid beeing the chief (eat of the Commonalties, and: as it 
were, the linewes of the War, all the other places of the King- 
dom made their addreſſes to: that Citie, extolling irtothe skies, - 
ſaying, That was the onely firm Piller which ſupparted their - 
Holie pretenſions, whence. they expected the beneficof theirli- 
bertie. Amongſt others, the Citie of Leon having levied ſome 
monies, in order tothe Junta's command ſeat'a Letter co thoſe 
of Valladolid, highly magnifyingehe Juſtice and holineſs of their 
cauſ, thanking and commending them exceedingly for their care 
and vigilance in the maintcinance and proſecution thereof, and 
laſtly excuſing themſelys thatthey conld procute no maremonie 
to ſend chem at thar preſent, promiſing within ſhort timeto raif 
a more conliderable ſumme tor the furtherance of that holie des 
ſign, and their treaſure-beeing exhauſted, to: engage their own 
perſons, with all their friends and allyes in whatſoever they 
ſhould pleaſto command them. IO mOFþ 17118,

vided with Croſs-bows .and other weapons : inſomuch that 
when thoſe of Ricceco came thither, and required them to let 


' themin, . they anſwered , That their manner of coming was 


ſuch , that they could not with ſafetie permit them entrance. 
Thereuponthe Cavaliers bid them ſend any crwo of their Townſ. 
men to trearwich them , which they did. Bot beeing com un-

pariſon, and their Town not ſtrong, LS 
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Haus the confuſion and war daily grew, more violent in 
jb the miſerable Kingdoms of Caſtilla, Toledo, the Province of 
Alava, and in the Mouncains of Burgos, Inthe Kingdom of Va- 
lencia there was nothing bur cutting of throats, and robbing otie 
another : And Yalladdlid, ſeeing the Kingdom in ſo diſtr led a 
condition, began ro murmure againſt thoſe that ſate at the helm, 
charging them with the ill managing of the affairs, and that they 
did nothing but trifle and delaie the time, without knowing 
when or how to ſer a period to their mileries: They deſired to 
bring their differences to an end, but chiefly by the conqueſt of 
the Cavaliers, thatthey might bee exempted and freed from ſuch 
great miſchiefs.

ved them ſo much, as that they could not have their wills on 
them, Towards the Evening, the people of every Way be- 
ing called together , they were ſheved: certain Arcicles which 
two Commilzioners of the Junta had condluded with the Go- 
vernors, and brought from Tirdeſillas , the fubſtance' of therti 
beeing according to the contents of the General Articles of the 
Kingdom, ſpecified at large already, I ſhall ſpare wrroublethe 
Reader with a ſecond relation.

of them becing of the ſame opinion; that to bee their 
onely ſafe way)cheriſh'd them in thatrcſolnion, preſently giving 
order to all the people of 7alladobd to bee in a rcadinels , all the 
Artillerie to bee prepared and fincd to carrie into the field: the 
like wyas done chrough all the Cities and Tovwns of the Com- 
monatie, every Commilsioner reparring to his own Citie and 

Town to thatpurpoſe : Thus they intended im one daie t6 end

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\ Ne night, whileſt cheſe chings were thus in” agitation, 
Jobude Padilla, by order of thoſe of the Junta, came pri- 
yarcly to Valladolid, =, after they had conſulted with him con; 
ceraing things neceſſarie for the preſenc expedition, hee return- 
po (Fs y to. Torrelobaton, to [ecure the Artillerie which was 
there, having intelligence that the Cavaliers in T arde/illas hada 
deſign to ſurpriſe it, Order was given to rail him two thou- 
ſand Foot well armed, with two hundred Lances in Valladolid, 
and two pieces of Ordnance, for two purpoſes ; the one, to de- 
moliſh Toarrdobates wohich hee did afterwards ; the other, to give 
.the Lord High Conſtable barcle, before hee could join his forces 
with-theteſt.  Forthoſe from /Yalladolid, with the ewothouſand 
which hee had in T orrelobaton, and: thoſe which hee exſpeted

a word, they wete.ill bred people, poſleſſed. with no leſs igno- 
rance then unadviſedneſs. The Merchants, and other Citizens 
of Valladolid, ſeeing the. buſineſs brought to: the! puſh, and the 
people reſolved to decidetheir difference with the ſword, fearing 
or doubting the event, carried all their goods and Merchandiſes 
into Monaſteries, baving ſhut up all their ware Houſes and 
ſhops, and laid all ocher trading aſide, onely for matter of arms, 
every one providing himſelf the beſt hee could, The poorer 
ſort of people becing ready to ſtary, made lamentable com- 
plaints in the ſtreets, crying out to God for mercie, and to teleaſ 
them our of choſe calamities , chough it were. with the lols of 
their lives. They feared the power of the Cayaliers,| who had 
an Armie oftwo thouſand .Lances, and ſeven-thouſand Foar, 
of the choiceſt mea in the Kingdom, all well armed and in good 
order, with ſtout and experienced Officers, under the Com- 
mand of the Earl of Haro, who. with great Vigilancie, anſwe- 
rable to his Courage, executed the place of Captain General,  .

The Governors beeing informed of their arrival there, 
gave order that Jobn de Padilla, 7obn Bravo, and Don Pedro Maldo- 
1ydoſhould bee beheaded, and Franciſco Maldmago carried to the 
Caſtle of Tordefillas ; But as hee was on the wait thither, a mel- 
ſenger overtook him from the Governors, who told Malbaſeda, 
Lievtenant to Don Diego Hurtado de Mendoga , ( who had the 
charge of him ) that hce ſhould bring Franciſco Maldmado back 
in co execution, for the Ear] of YVenavente had deſired them 
not to behead Dar Pedro Maldonado in his preſence, beeing his Ne- 
phew, ''And becauſ it had been divulged, that Don Pedro Maldo- 
nado ſhould bee beheaded,which at the Earl's entreatie was coun 
termanded, the Lords had Voted that Franciſco Maldonado ſhould 
bee executed in his place, So hee beeing returned, the Gover- 
nors ſent for the Aicalde of the Chancerie of Valladolid, Comman- 
diag him to execute Juſt;ce.upon the perſons of Jobn de Padella, 
Fobn Bravo, and Franciſco Maldonado, The Alcalde preſently wene 
to the houl' where they were priſoners, and bade them prepare 
themſelvs , for the Governors had given order for their executi- 
ons, Jeln de Padilla deſired him to ſend him a learned Prieſt to 
confels him, and a Notarie to make his Wi and ſom witneſles,

cipal Caprains executed , thoſe of the Junta, who were in Val- 
ladelid, fled away, and all was of a ſudden blown up like ſmoke 
in theatr. Within three daies after, the Cavalier's whole Armie 
marched to Stmmancas, and quartered in Towns all about Yallado- 
lid, intending to fall upon that Citie, and treatthem as ſuch open 
enemies did deſerv. Bur firſt, beeing numerous enough, they 
poſſeſſed all the Towns and Villages thereabouts, and Ropt up 
all the Avenues, ſuffering no prov1lions to bee carried in to them, 
Whereupon the moſt valiant and violent of all the people began = 
to bee creſt-fallen : Others that had ( as much as they durſt ) op- 
poſed thoſe paſt Commotions; ſeeing the Governors victorious 
and powerful, declared themſelvs. There was: no Captain nor 
Commander leftin the Citie, Whereupon to make | wg and 
prevent a <ummons, they thought their onely way was, to yield 
them(elvs upon good conditions, which they hoped the Lord 
Admiral ( chough much offended ) our of compaſsion and af 
feion to that Citie, would grant them. In which reſolution 
they ſenc ſom religious men, and perſons of reſpeRt, wich much 
ſubmiſsion and hugnble acknowledgment of their faults, to de- 
ſire mercie and pardon of the Lord Admiral ; Who at firſt 
ſhewed himſelf very much diſpleaſed and unwilling to hearken 
to their deſires, ſaying, Hee ought, and would make an example 
alwel of the principal offendors , as of the Common people. 
The Souldiers, who exſpeRed notable plunder , their fin-

lid, with great acclamations gf joie, and ſound of. Trumpets,

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Drums, and other muſical inftruments : All the Inhabitans bee« 
ing exempted from perſonal puniſhment, confiſcation,ot loſs of 
offices, excepting ewely,vwhom the Lord Admiral ſhould nomi- 
nate,& appoint to bee left out of the Articles,to bee diſpoſed of as 
the Governors ſhould think ficring;that they might all cake notice, 
that they hada King and Lord, to whom they owed obedience 
and ſervice; and luch a King as did not ſeek after vengeance, or 
defire the deſtruion of his SubjeRts, but ro pardon them with 
clemencie, and chaſtiſe them with mercie.

He Citie of Yalladolid, which had ſhewn ſo much tub. 
'R bornneſs and obſtinacie not long before, proclaimed the 
Pardon with great contentment; and thought they had obteined 
no fmal favor, to preſerv their Town from beeing ſacked, the 
Souldiers becing ſo ready to make the of-ſet., The Farl of YVena- 
yente,and the Biſhop of _ were great inſtruments of hindring 
the deftrution of that Citic : and the Lord High Conſtable, 
withall the reſt of che Grandees, were very glad of it, eſteeming 
thatthepacification of the whole Kingdom depended upon the 
Thewan- ſurrendering of Palladolid. The fame File April 29, all the Ca-

clock of ſilver and gold. Then came the Bifhop of Oſma, with , 
thoſe of the Council. Roial, the Mcaldes and Alpnaziles ; And laſt 

of all che Lord High Conſtable, wich the Earl of Mya de Liſta, 
| tlieEarlof Salmas, che Earl of 4gwilar, and the Marquis of 4ſtor- 

24, with all their men ſplendidlygcroutred,befides diver{ Gende- 


men, 
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men and Foot ſouldiers, all in ſuch ſtately manner, that Valladolid 
was worth the ſeeing that daie : yet it was obſerved, that the 
people were ſo ſtomackful, that neither man nor woman did ſo 
much as look our, or open a window, as if they diſdained or 
abhorred to ſee them, who, four daies before, were their mortal 

- enemies. ( Such are che Comedies and Tragedies of this life ). 
Hovy often did the Cavaliers defire Valladolid to make a Peace ? 
what advantageous conditions they offered them ? how often 
did they ſlight their favors ? how many ſcornful anſwers did 
they return them ? and at Jaſt it came to this, that they were con- 
ſtreined, though with heavie hearts, and hanging down their 
heads, to receiy and treat in their houſes thoſe whom they ſo ill 
affefted. And thole of Yalladolid muſt acknowledg a particu- 
lar obligation to the Nobilitie of Caftilla, ( whom they alwaies 
found ready to receiv them with open arms,and do them all the 
good offices and favor polsible ) alwel for this daie's favor, as 
others, which by cheir mediation the Kings of Spam have granted 
them,notwithſtanding ſo great uproarsand diſorders as have been 
committed 1n that Citie, All therigor that was don at this time 
in Valladolid, was the executing of an Alcalde, and an Alquazil of 
the Junta, whom the Governors commanded to bee hanged, the 
reſt fled, though no bodie proſecuted them.

-was executed upon the Gentlemen there, with che furren- 
dring of Yalladolid, and the favor which the Governors ſhewed 
them, becing noiled through the Raggrom , the other Cxies be- 
gan to bee more ſubmiſsive, who betore carried their heads fo 
high. Dues courted their Earl again, whom they had forced h 
to leav the town, riſing up in Arms againſt him. Palencia ape- | 
ned their gates to the Lord High Conſtable, Medina del Campo did 
the ſame, But Mota ſtood out a while upon the defenſive, yet at 
laſt they were glad to make their peace, But the Lord High'Con- 
ſable, and the Lord Admiral were ſuch worthie Noblemen, that 
they uſed no acts of rigor in any place, and all thoſe whom

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they reduced, found them(clvs fo well wich their preſent con= 
dition, that they held chemſelvs as redeemed our of thraldom and 
Sion.. Onely thoſe of 7 dedo continued in their willfull- 

nels, The Common People murthered tyyo brothers,Biſcaywers, 
named 4guirres, onely upon vain ſurmiſes and ſuſpitions which 
they conceived of them, yet they had both been Captains under 
John de Padilla, Notwithſtandiog that the Prior of S* Juan, Don 
Antonio de Ziniga was with his Armie 1a the confines of that 
Citic; the Commoners with 2 great bodice and ſome pieces of 
Ordnance, marched to a Caſtle called Almonacid, and continued 
battring it for ewo daies, the Governor valorouſly defending it, 
- Which che Prior hearing, preſently gave command to draw all 
his forces into the field jintending togive them battle. Burthey 
having intelligence chercof, ſoon railed their liege, and returned 
to Toledo, for fear of beeing put tothe worſt, Some daies after 
Don Almſode Caravajal brother to Don Diego,beeing quartred with 
| ſome light-horſ-men ar Maxcaregque, four leagues from 7 oledo, 
fix hundred Foot, and fiftie Horl lallied out of the Cirie, and ta» 
king by-waies that they might not bee diſcovered by the Enc- 
mie's Centinels, by break of day they fell upon the Village, ſur- 
priſed Don Alonſo and his men, and carried them all priſoners to 
T dledo, before any of their partie could com to reſcue them. They 
did leveral other ſuch exploits, and on the other ſide the Prior 
did them what miſchief hee' could, The Governors were 
much troubled hereat, but could not paſs with their Armie to 
Toledo, until they had quieted all the old Caſtilla. But that which 
them to the greiteſt plunge , was the news of the King of 
rance his Armie advancing into the Kingdom of Navarra. Ic 


to Navarre, WAS told them that Doris Maria Pacheco, John de Padilla's wife, 


with all her kindred in Toledo, mainteined and fomented chiefly 
. this humorin the Inhabitants , therefore they reſolved to ſend 
thither, and uſe ſom means to get her our of the Cite, believing, 
thatif ſhee were gon thence, the reſt might bee more cafily re- 
duced : To this effeRt they ſent a Captain, with a few'men dif-

of the'Citie by fair means, or by foul. Being arrived at Toledo,

write to Don Antonio's Camp : But treating him with very great 
care and complements, ſhee ſparcd nothing that was neceſlaric 
for his recoverie : his wounds beeing throughly cured, ſhee en- 
deayored to win him to their ſide, promiſing, that if hee would 
renounce the other partie, they would make him General of the 
forces of Toledo, But finding her time loſt in perſuading him, 
ſhee reſolved to ger him exchanged for other priſoners which

Countrle, and Segovia, With ſome others,beeing priſoners at la Mota de Me- | 
dina del Campo,the Alcalde Leguizama was ſent thither to do Juſtice 
upon them : Beeing there arrived , hee commanded ſeven of 
them to bee brought out of the Common Gaol (vvhere they 
were put) with ropes about their necks and ſet upon Aſſes un- 
til they came into the chict market place of Medina, where all 
their heads vvere cut off, In the Citie of /itoria, a skinner of Sala- 
manca, and two or three more of his complices, were executed 
on Fridaie the 14" of Auguſt 1522.

TheFrerth 
licie of thoſe of Logrozo was ſuch that the French were enforc't to wary 
rail their ſiege,and go away from thence with no inconfiderable ji*oei®'* 
loſs, and the Governors beeing com to ſuccor Logrono, purſued 

them, and after divers skirmiſhes they joyned battle in the Pyre- 
1can mountain, wherein the French becing abſolutely routed and "broom 
their General taken' priſoner, the whole Kingdom of Navarra <7 
was preſently reduced under the Emperors ſubjeRtion, Who mounains,
